To  these  exhibits  I  invite  the  attention  of  your  Excellency 
and  the  General  Assembl}^ ;  particularly  to  the  interesting 
and  valuable  reports  of  the  Inspector  General,  the  Quarter- 
master General,  the  Engineer-in-Chief,  and  the  Regimental 
Commanders,  as  they  contain  suggestions  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  State  Guard  deserving  the  earnest  consideration 
of  both  the   executive  and   legislative   authorities.     These 
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several  officers  are  entitled  to  thanks  for  the  zeal  and  ability 
they  have  shown  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  To  their 
intelligent  and  faitliful  efforts  is  largely  due  the  present  fine 
condition  of  our  militia. 

During  the  year  the  Guard  has  made  gratifying  progress, 
in  numbers,  drill,  discipline,  equipment ;  and  has  conformed 
more  closely  than  ever  before  to  the  requirements  of  law. 
Captain  Woodruff,  in  his  i^eport  to  the  NV'ar  Depai'tment, 
pays  this  well  deserved  tribute  :  "  I  do  not  believe  there  is 
to  be  found  in  the  United  States  a  better  set  of  men,  better 
armed  and  equipped  than  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard." 

The  force,  of  course,  is  yet  far  from  proficient  in  soldierly  ac- 
quirements ;  but  is  making  stead}'^  progress  toward  the  high- 
est standards  of  excellence. 

It  has  increased  in  numbers  from  1192  to  1459  officers 
and  men — a  gain  of  267  over  last  year.  It  comprises  thirty 
companies,  twenty-nine  infantry  and  one  cavalry,  of  which 
two  are  colored.  The  white  infantry  are  organized  into  four 
regiments ;  the  colored  into  one  battallion  ;  the  cavalry  troop 
is  unattached.  With  the  addition  of  a  signal  corps,  an  en- 
gineer corps,  inspectors  of  rifle  practice,  one  light  battery,  a 
company  of  heavy  artillery,  and  a  machine  gun  section  to 
each  regiment,  the  organization  would  afford  in  its  compo- 
sition a  practical  illustration  of  every  arm  and  branch  of 
the  service,  and  closely  approximate  perfection. 

All  the  companies  are  thoroughly  armed  and  equipped 
with  rifles,  Springfield,  calibre  45,  carbines,  calibre  45,  and 
accoutrements  of  the  latest  patterns,  such  as  are  used  by  the 
United  States  Army,  in  good  serviceable  condition,  ready  for 
instant  use.  In  addition,  each  soldier  is  equipped  with  knap- 
sack, haversack,  canteen,  tin  cup,  meat  ration  can,  knife,  fork 
and  spoon.  The  entire  force  is  in  condition  to  take  the  field 
at  any  hour.  For  emergencies,  they  are  kept  well  supplied 
with  ammunition.  But,  in  the  matter  of  clothing,  there  is 
much  yet  to  be  accomplished.  There  is  still  a  variety  of  dress 
prevalent,  some  companies  having  only  the  dress  uniform. 
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others  only  the  faiigiie.  There  is,  however,  a  remed}^  in  sight 
for  this,  and  another  year  may  see  all  wearing  the  same  uni- 
form— the  U.  S.  A.  regulation.  For,  under  recent  Federal 
legislation,  it  has  become  possible  for  the  State,  in  course  of 
time,  to  furnish  uniforms,  and  relieve  the  men  of  the  burden 
which  they  have  so  cheerfully  borne  to  this  day.  A  begin- 
ning was  made  in  February,  when  it  was  decided  to  issue 
overcoats  and  clothing  as  fast  as  our  quota  would  allow. 
Orders  were  issued  prescribing  a  uniform  like  that  used  in 
the  regular  army,  with  some  modifications,  as,  for  instance, 
a  double  instead  of  single  breasted  tunic,  and  white  stripes 
for  the  trousers  of  enlisted  men  :  the  details  of  which  issue 
were  left  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  who  is  executing 
with  thoroughness  the  task  devolved  upon  him. 

Thus  far  four  companies  have  been  supplied  with  regula- 
tion uniforms,  and  ]  ,101  overcoats,  of  the  color  and  pattern 
used  in  the  army  for  enlisted  men,  have  been  procured.  But 
only  some  eight  or  ten  companies  have  as  yet  been  supplied 
with  overcoats.  Companies  that,  through  neglect  or  wilful- 
ness, fail  to  file  bonds  and  take  the  overcoats  allowed  them, 
should  be  required  to  do  so  before  the  annual  inspection  of 
1889.  It  is  essential  to  the  effectiveness,  as  well  as  the  health, 
of  the  men  in  the  winter  season,  that  they  be  provided  with 
overcoats;  and  there  can  be  no  hardship  in  requiring  bonds 
for  the  preservation  of  such  property.  It  is,  moreover,  a  re- 
c^uirement  which  cannot,  in  any  event,  under  existing  State 
responsibility  to  the  Government,  be  dispensed  with. 

Ofiicers  are  supplied  with  cloth,  but  pay  for  the  making  up 
of  the  overcoat.  They  are  rapidly  availing  themselves  of  the 
privilege. 

It  is  expected,  in  the.  course  of  a  year  or  two,  to  have  the 
whole  Guard  clad  in  the  regulation  dress,  full  and  fatigue, 
and  supplied  with  overcoats  and  blankets. 

As  soon  as  practicable,  shoes  of  some  suitable  army  pat- 
tern, brown  canvass  leggins,  and  white  helmets  for  summer, 
should  be  issued. 
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For  further  detailed  information  upon  these  several  mat- 
ters, I  refer  to  the  interesting  report  of  the  Quartermaster 
General. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  under  the  new  act  of  Congress  making  appropriations 
to  the  militia,  and  the  regulations  of  the  War  Department 
growing  out  of  the  same,  the  labor  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Quartermaster  General  are  largely  increased.  The  compen- 
sation attached  to  the  office  is  insufficient,  and  I  recommend 
that  it  be  increased.

The  total  sum,  $7,500,  is  the  maximum  allowed  by  law. 
In  the  above  table  the  first  column  of  figures  represents 
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the  average  attendance  at  monthly  parades.  The  estimate 
as  to  the  four  regiments  is  based  upon  the  consolidated 
monthly  reports  of  the  Colonels  for  April,  May,  June, 
August,  September,  October  and  November,  and  the  morn- 
ing reports  for  July  18th,  the  first  day  in  Camp  Pender,  and 
as  to  the  cavalry,  on  the  monthly  reports  of  the  Captains, 
and  as  to  the  colored  companies,  on  the  monthly  reports  ol 
their  respective  commanders.  The  period  from  April  to 
November  inclusive,  is  that  covered  by  general  orders  No.  3, 
issued  March  28tli,  the  second  paragraph  of  which  reads  as 
follows : 

"  The  annual  appropriation  under  The  Code,  section  3289,  as  amended, 
"  will  hereafter  be  paid  to  the  companies  which  may  be  entitled  thereto 
"  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  each  year.  As  heretofore  ordered, 
"  to  entitle  a  company  to  receive  the  annual  a])propriation,  the  monthly 
"report  of  the  regimental  commander  must  show  that  each  company 
"has  paraded  regularly  every  month  as  required  by  law,  and  that  the 
"  average  attendance  at  said  monthly  parades  equals  seventy-five  per 
"cent,  of  the  minimum  number  of  men  required  by  statute  for  a  com- 
"  pany.  And  in  addition  thereto  such  company  shall  parade,  at  its  an" 
' '  nual  inspection  by  the  Inspector  General,  at  least  seventy-five  per 
"cent,  of  its  muster-roll." 

In  fixing  the  precedence  of  companies  in  the  foregoing 
list,  where  two  or  more  companies  have  the  same  average 
attendance,  the  compan}-  showing  the  largest  percentage  of 
attendance  at  the  annual  inspection,  was  given  the  higher 
place. 

The  highest  average  attendance  was  50.50,  the  lowest 
27.00;  the  mean  average  was  33.96,  which  represents  the 
average  available  strength  of  a  company.  The  average 
strength  of  a  company,  as  shown  by  the  muster-rolls,  is 
43.83. 

Each  one  of  these  companies,  except  the  Monroe  Light 
Infantry,  passed  the  rigid  test  of  the  annual  inspection,  and 
were  recommended  for  the  annual  appropriation. 

The  figures  in  the  second  column  represent  the  per  cent- 
age  of  attendance  at  the  yearly  inspections.     The  highest 
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was  100,  reached  by  three  companies;  the  lowest,  75;  the 
mean  average,  89.40,  or  14.40  higher  than  required  by  law. 
This  showing  is  excellent,  creditable  alike  to  officers  and  men, 
and  gives  promise  for  future  improvement  and  usefulness, 
The  companies  remaining  outside  the  limit  fixed  in  the  ap- 
propriation act  are  the  Reidsville  Rifles,  Guilford  Grays, 
Asheville  Light  Infantry,  Vance  Guards,  Rocky  Mount 
Light  Infantry,  and  the  recently  accepted  Black  Boys  of 
Cabarrus ;  all  of  whom  are  young  organizations,  but  vigor- 
ous; located  at  important  points,  and  deserving  State  aid. 
The  appropriation  should  be  extended  so  as  to  take  in  these 
companies.  The  tax-payers  of  the  counties  where  they  are 
located  are  entitled  to  the  same  benefits  for  their  local  military 
as  other  counties.  I  therefore  recommend  that  The  Code, 
section  3289,  be  amended  by  enlarging  the  limit  to  at  least 
31  companies,  if  not  40,  so  as  to  provide  for  still  further  ex- 
pansion. 

NEW  COMPANIES    AND    DISBANDMENTS. 

The  following  companies  were  organized,  armed,  equip- 
ped and  assigned  to  regiments,  to-wit:  Guilford  Grays,  Ashe- 
ville Light  Infantry,  Vance  Guards,  and  Rocky  Mount  Light 
Infantry.  The  Black  Boys,  of  Cabarrus,  have  been  accepted, 
but  are  not  yet  armed  or  commissioned.  The  singular  name 
adopted  by  this  company  is  that  of  an  historic  organization 
of  Cabarrus  County  that  did  valiant  service  during  the  Rev- 
olutionary war.  Two  companies  were  disbanded — the  Pal- 
myra Home  Guards  and  Lumberton  Light  Infantry. 

INCREASE    OF    THE    STATE    GUARD. 

Numerous  applications  for  arms  from  different  parts  of  the 
State  were  received,  but  could  not  be  granted,  as  our  sup- 
plies were  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand.  It  is  now  quite 
apparent  that  our  militia  establishment  is  too  restricted.  In 
point  of  numbers  our  militia  is  considerably  below  the  aver- 
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age  in  the  States.  In  the  United  States  there  is  one  armed 
militiaman  to  every  650  of  population.  In  North  Carolina 
the  proportion  is  one  to  1,150.  The  population  of  North 
Carolina  is  2J  per  cent,  of  the  whole  population  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  while  our  uniformed  militia  is  only  one  and 
three-fourths  (1|)  per  cent,  of  the  uniformed  militia  of  the 
United  States.  Virginia  with  the  same,  and  South  Carolina 
with  a  smaller  population,  maintain  larger  forces  than  North 
Carolina. 

In  the  matter  of  expense,  also,  we  are  much  behind  most 
of  the  States.  For  instance,  South  Carolina  last  year  appro- 
priated to  her  militia  $14,000 ;  Rhode  Island,  $24,000;  Mar}-- 
land,  $50,000;  Massachusetts,  $165,000;  Pennsylvania,  $300,- 
000,  and  so  on.  I  mention  these  merely  to  show  that  our 
militia  is  comparatively  inexpensive,  and  that  did  we  in- 
crease our  appropriations,  we  would  but  follow  the  example 
of  States  quite  as  cautious  and  conservative,  perhaps,  as 
North  Carolina. 

The  State  Guard  should  be  increased  to  5,400  men — the 
maximum  fixed  by  the  The  Code,  §  3285.  Each  County 
should  be  allowed  a  company.  The  military  development 
should  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  population  ;  for  the 
denser  the  population  the  more  need  there  appears  to  be  for 
reliable  military  forces  to  meet  sudden  emergencies,  such  as 
recent  experiences  show  are  likely  to  come  upon  communi- 
ties at  any  time.  With  our  supplies  drawn  from  the  Gov- 
ment,  the  only  expense  devolved  upon  the  State  would  be 
the  annual  appropriation  to  each  company,  the  expense  of 
administration,  and  cost  of  encampments. 

REGIMENTAL     FUND. 

The  last  Legislature  made  an  allowance  of  $100  per  an- 
num to  the  commander  of  each  regiment,  to  defray  neces- 
sary expenses.  The  act  contains  a  proviso  that  this  appro- 
priation shall  not  continue  longer  than  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  the  act.     I  recommend  the  re-enactment  of  this 
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law,  with  an  amendment,  that  such  commanders  be  allowed 
a  per  diem  of  four  dollars  while  engaged  on  tours  of  duty 
required  by  law  :  this  allowance  not  to  exceed  four  days  for 
each  company,  and  the  duty  of  visiting  and  inspecting  each 
company  once  a  year  at  their  stations,  be  made  imperative 
upon  such  officers,  who,  until  they  are  allowed  compensa- 
tion, ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  perform  such  service. 

MOUNTED  RIFLEMEN. 

More  cavalry  troops  should  be  organized.  This  arm  of 
the  service  is  especially  adapted  to  our  country  population. 
Infantry  companies  are  not,  and  cannot  be,  kept  up  outside 
of  towns,  on  account  of  thinness  of  population.  Indeed,  the 
only  way  to  carr}'^  the  State  Guard  to  the  country,  in  my  opin- 
ion, is  on  horseback,  so  to  speak.  In  no  other  manner  can 
the  yeomanry  of  the  land  become  incorporated  into  the  State 
Guard.  The  countrymen  of  our  State  are  naturally  good 
horsemen,  and  can  readily  be  trained  to  mounted  service. 

The  experiment  has  been  tried,  in  one  instance,  with  suc- 
cess. I  allude  to  the  Scotland  Neck  Mounted  Riflemen  ;  a 
body  of  men  that,  at  Camp  Pender,  challenged  the  admira- 
tion of  Col.  Woodruff,  who  in  his  report  says  of  them  : 
"  They  looked  more  like  regulars  than  any  troops  upon  the 
grounds,  and  all  their  dismounted  drills  were  excellent." 

For  suppressing  disturbances  off  lines  of  railway,  infantry 
move  too  slowly.  The  quick  movement  of  the  mounted 
riflemen  is  what  is  wanted ;  and  if  the  country  population 
are  to  have  that  protection  which  is  now  afforded  to  our  cities 
and  towns,  the  cavalry  arm  must  be  invoked. 

The  chief  value,  perhaps,  of  the  volunteer  militia  consists 
in  promptness  of  action  and  swiftness  of  movement,  so  that 
threatened  communities  may  be  quickly  reached  and  mobs 
struck  at  in  their  incipiency. 

With  proper  encouragement,  a  corps  of  mounted  riflemen 
can  be  organized,  equal  in  numbers  as  in  public  value  to 
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the; infantry,  and  calculated  to  carry  the  State  Guard  more 
closely  to  the  interests,  homes  and  affections  of  the  masses. 
With  this  view,  I  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  proviso  to 
section  3289  of  The  Code,  restricting  State  aid  to  companies 
located  on  lines  of  railway,  &c. 

SERVICES  IN  AID  OP  CIVIL    AUTHORITIES. 
\ 

The  value  of  the  State  Guard  as  a  conservator  of  the  peace 
was  well  demonstrated  this  year.  Four  times,  in  different 
sections  of  the  State,  companies  were  called  to  the  aid 
of  the  civil  authorities  to  suppress  riot  or  subdue  lawless- 
ness ;  in  each  instance  the  service  was  prompt  and  effectiv  e 
without  bloodshed. 

In  one  instance,  a  gang  of  riotous  negroes  were  captured 
and  delivered  to  the  officer  of  the  law ;  in  another,  a  crowd 
gathering  to  break  into  a  jail  at  midnight  were  quickly  dis- 
persed ;  in  the  third  case,  a  jail  was  successfully  guarded  for 
twelve  consecutive  days  against  a  threatened  attempt  at  res- 
cue ;  in  the  fourth  case,  a  mob  of  colored  men  was  dispersed 
and  for  several  days  and  nights  a  town  protected  against 
violence  and  incendiarism.  In  all  of  these  cases  it  is  safe 
to  say  the  presence  of  the  soldiers  with  their  trained  cool- 
ness  and  well  understood  capacity  to  crush  opposition  at  a 
volley,  prevented  conflicts  between  mobs  and  officers  of  the 
law,  if  not  blood}'  race  collisions. 

These  services  were  performed  by  Company  E,  Fourth 
Regiment,  Capt.  Robertson  ;  Company  A,  Second  Regiment, 
Major  Campbell ;  Company  E.  Third  Regiment,  Lieut.  Tay- 
lor ;  and  Company  G.,  First  Regiment,  Capt.  Warren  ;  de- 
tailed accounts  of  all  of  which  will  be  found  in  Exhibit  H. 

The  promptness  with  which  the  several  companies  turned 
out,  and  the  soldierly  manner  in  which  they  discharged 
their  duties,  afford  fresh  proof  of  the  capacity  of  the  State 
Guard  to  act  with  precision  and  effect  under  sudden  calls. 
The  conduct  of  the  men,  their  steadiness,  prudence  and  obe- 
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dience  to  orders,  was  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  reflects 
new  credit  upon  the  good  name  of  the  organization.  We 
have  no  company  now  that  would  not  be  as  quickly  respon- 
sive to  the  call  of  the  civil  authorities  as  any  fire  company 
to  the  fire  bell ;  and  the  entire  force  can  be  placed  in  the 
field  ready  for  active,  continuous  service,  in  an  hour's  time. 

AID    TO    CIVIL    POWER. 

Article  XXIV,  Sec.  1,  of  the  regulations  prescribes  under 
what  circumstances,  and  in  what  manner  troops  may  be 
called  upon  for  duty.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  law  that  troops 
should  not  be  used  except  upon  the  most  urgent  necessity, 
and,  where  possible,  only  under  the  orders  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Officers  upon  whom  requisition  is  made 
for  military  assistance  are  required  to  report  the  fact  imme- 
diately to  the  Commander-in-Chief  or  the  Adjutant  General, 
and  if  the  call  be  made  upon  a  company  commander  he  must 
report  it  to  the  regimental  commander  also.  Hereafter  any 
officer,  who  negligently  fails  to  obey  this  regulation,  should 
have  his  commission  revoked.  For  it  is  of  the  most  vital 
importance  that  there  be  no  reckless  or  unauthorized  em- 
ployment of  the  military  forces.  Again,  there  is  a  tendency 
to  use  the  troops  in  place  of  sheriff's  deputies  and  the  posse 
comitatus.  This  is  bad  and  dangerous;  it  contravenes  the 
spirit  of  our  institutions,  if  not  the  letter  of  the  law;  it  dis- 
torts the  State  Guard  from  its  true,  legitimate  purpose,  and 
should  be  checked  at  once. 

And,  to  guard  further  against  needless,  hasty,  or  ill- 
advised  action  of  this  sort,  Sheriffs,  Mayors  and  others  in 
authority,  should  be  required,  by  law,  to  make  the  call 
for  troops  direct  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  if  it  be  pos- 
sible to  do  so;  especially  where  the  scene  of  the  disturbance 
is  near  a  telegraph  station.  Nothing  but  the  most  imminent 
danger  should  justify  the  use  or  display  of  troops  without 
the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  in  any  locality 
having  telegraph  connections. 
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The  statute  law  of  North  Carolina  on  this  subject  was  framed 
under  the  old  militia  system,  and  should  be  amended  so  as 
to  conform  to  the  existing  system  and  condition  of  things. 
By  the  The  Code,  §  3242,  seven  Justices  of  the  Peace  may 
call  out  the  militia  in  case  of  invasion  or  insurrection  ;  and, 
by  section  3245,  three  Justices  may  order  out  militia  to  sup- 
press outlawed  persons.  Both  these  statutes  were  enacted 
more  than  a  half  century  ago ;  they  are  adapted  to  a  system 
now  eifete,  and  should  be  repealed ;  instead  thereof,  the  State 
Guard  Regulations,  with  some  necessary  modifications,  should 
be  enacted  into  law. 

The  chief  object  of  the  State  Guard,  if  not  the  very  pur- 
pose of  its  being,  in  time  of  peace,  is  to  aid  the  civil  authori- 
ties in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order;  the  utmost  clear- 
ness should,  therefore,  exist  in  the  statutes  and  regulations 
governing  the  employment  of  the  force  for  such  purpose,  in 
place  of  the  confusion  we  now  have. 

Next  in  importance  to  wise  rules  for  calling  out  the  troops, 
is  their  proper  handling  in  contact  with  mobs.  For  instruc- 
tion in  this  line  of  the  soldier's  business,  there  should  be 
prepared  and  published  a  concise,  intelligent  and  thoroughly 
practical  system  of  riot  tactics  and  regulations,  comprehend- 
ing such  principal  topics  as  the  protection  of  the  armory 
and  its  defence ;  the  formation  and  movement  of  troops 
through  streets  threatened  by  rioters;  street  movements  in 
double  column;  operations  in  quelling  riots;  street  firing; 
the  employment  of  skirmishers ;  transportation  by  rail ;  de- 
barkment of  troops  from  trains,  &c.,  &c.  And  to  give  the 
troops  some  practical  instruction  in  this  sort  of  work,  they 
should  be  assembled  once  a  year,  by  battalions,  in  some  con- 
venient, centrally  located  town,  and  exercised  for  a  day  or 
two  in  riot  tactics,  under  the  direction  of  competent  instruc- 
tors, and  at  public  expense. 

Again  :  To  give  practice  in  marching  and  camping,  they 
should  be  required  to  march  to  and  from  such  points  of  ren-

dezvous ;  rations,  camp  equipage,  wagons  and  teams  to  be 
furnished  by  the  State.  Properly  managed,  such  exercises 
could  be  had  at  small  expense. 

No  part  of  a  soldier's  education  is  more  important,  per- 
haps, than  route  marching.  Militia  instruction  should  em- 
brace the  care  of  the  soldier  on  the  march ;  pitching  and 
breaking  camp ;  duties  of  advancis,  rear,  and  flank  guards ; 
outpost  service;  reconnoisances ;  skirmishing  in  fields  and 
woods,  &c.,  as  well  as  the  company  drill  in  the  snug  armory, 
and  parades  over  paved  streets. 

Unquestionably^  such  practice  would  be  of  inestimable 
value,  and  I  earnestly  commend  the  subject  to  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature.  If  the  State  Guard  is  to  be  further  re- 
lied upon  as  a  reserve  to  the  army  and  the  main  instrument 
for  the  suppression  of  mobs,  it  should  have  ample  opportu- 
nities for  perfecting  itself  in  tactics,  marching,  camping,  field 
work,  and  all  practical  duties  of  the  soldier. 

SKIRMISH    DRILL. 

In  this  branch  of  tactics,  the  Guard,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  companies,  is  deficient.  The  defect  should  be  reme- 
died. While  movements  of  troops  in  masses  must  be  always 
required  beyond  the  range  of  the  enemy's  fire,  battles 
in  future  with  the  breech-loading  awns,  will  be  fought  in 
open  order  formations.  The  soldier,  therefore,  should  be 
trained  in  this  independent  order  of  fighting,  where  it  is  so 
necessary  that  each  individual  be  taught  freedom  of  move- 
ment and  thorough  self-reliance.  Companies  should  be  re- 
quired to  drill  in  the  skirmish  drill  once  a  month  ;  and  each 
should  be  exercised  before  the  Inspector  General  at  the  an- 
nual inspection  in  the  principal  movements,  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Commander-inrChief  Any  company  failing  to  exe- 
cute the  prescribed  movements  should  have  one-third  of  its 
annual  appropriation  withheld  ;  the  company  making  the

best  record  to  receive  an  extra  allowance  of  $100.  Some 
regulations  of  this  kind  ar-e  needed,  if  the  Guard  is  ever  to 
become  proficient  in  this  part  of  tactics. 

RIFLE    PEACTICE. 

Target  practice  has  not  received  with  us  the  attention 
which  its  importance  demands.  This  is  mainly  owing  to 
the  lack  of  fostering  legislation.  We  should  not  longer  de- 
lay the  inauguration  of  systematic  instruction  and  practice 
in  rifle  shooting.  It  is  now  well  recognized  that  modern 
warfare,  under  the  changed  conditions  produced  by  the  long 
range,  breech-loading  rifle,  has  become  a  science  in  which 
success  must  largely  depend  upon  the  marksmanship  of  the 
individual  soldier.  Open  order  tactics  have  taken  the  place 
of  the  old  movements  in  mass  and  firing  in  close  order  in 
action ;  and  the  skill  of  the  rifleman  has  become,  perhaps, 
the  most  important  factor  in  winning  victory  in  a  conflict 
of  arms. 

Again  :  Wars  and  riots  when  they  do  come  are  likely  to 
come  suddenly,  and  to  be  short,  sharp  and  decisive.  After 
the  call  is  made,  either  to  suppress  disorder  or  repel  invasion, 
little  time  will  be  allowed  to  acquire  skill  in  the  use  of  the 
rifle.  Proficiency  in  this  must  be  gained  in  time  of  peace. 
To  the  end,  therefore^  that  the  Guard  may  be  improved  in 
this  particular,  I  submit  the  following  recommendations  : 
That  a  State  Inspector  of  Rifle  Practice  be  appointed,  the 
selection  to  be  made  entirely  upon  the  ground  of  the  officer's 
theoretical  knowledge  and  practical  experience  in  rifle  firing 
and  its  kindred  sciences.  That  galler}^  practice,  with  reduced 
charges  and  round  bullets,  as  well  as  practice  at  rifle  ranges, 
be  required.  That  a  rifle  range  be  established  at  the  pro- 
posed State  camp;  or,  if  we  have  no  State  camp,  then  at 
some  central  point.  That  every  oflBicer  and  private  be  com- 
pelled to  practice  rifle  shooting  until  he  shall  attain  the  rank 
of  a  marksman  of  the  second  class,  at  least.     That  suitable 
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prizes  and  badges  of  merit  be  awarded  annually.  That  bat- 
tallion  teams  be  assembled  once  a  year  for  competition  for 
one  or  more  grand  prizes,  at  the  expense  of  the  State ;  such 
teams  to  be  made  up  by  competition  from  the  companies. 
Lastly,  that  suitable  appropriations  for  these  purposes  be 
made  by  the  Legislature. 

I  am  sure  that  a  system  of  this  kind,  judiciously  man- 
aged and  liberally  supported,  would  be  of  great  value,  and 
make  the  force  far  more  effective  for  the  actual  work  of  a 
soldier  than  it  is  now,  or  can  ever  hope  to  be  without  such 
practice. 

MACHINE    GUNS. 

As  soon  as  the  State's  Federal  quota  will  allow,  each  Reg- 
iment should  be  supplied  with  a  Gatling  gun  section ;  each 
section  to  consist  of  one  gun  and  nine  men,  commanded  by 
a  Lieutenant,  and  to  be  located  at  the  regimental  head- 
quarters. The  Gatling  gun  is  rapidly  coming  into  general 
use,  in  all  armies  and  militia  of  the  world,  and  the  State 
Guard  will  not  be  completely  armed  till  supplied  with  it. 

SIGNAL    CORPS. 

Signalling  has  received  no  attention  as  yet,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  it  is  an  important  branch  of  military 
instruction.  In  case  of  a  riot  in  a  city,  should  the  telegraph 
wires  be  cut,  it  would  afltbrd  the  best,  if  not  the  only  means 
of  rapid  communication.  There  is  no  government,  with 
any  pretension  to  the  possession  of  an  army,  but  has  a  sig- 
nal corps.  Already  in  this  country  several  States  have  com- 
menced the  work,  and  others  are  preparing  to  follow  their 
example.  The  code  and  use  of  the  flag  are  easily  learned. 
Two  non-commissioned  officers  and  four  privates  in  every 
company  should  be  instructed  in  this  branch  of  the  service. 
Signal  service  equipments  can  be  obtained  from  the  govern- 
ment ;  manuals  of  military  signalling,  adapted  to  the  use  of 
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the  militia,  can  be  procured;  and  in  a  short  time  a  signal 
corps  be  created,  at  little  or  no  expense.  As  part  of  such 
corps,  a  field  telegraph  department  should  be  organized  and 
equipped,  with  the  latest  appliances.  On  the  general  staff 
there  should  be  appointed  a  chief  signal  officer,  and  on  each 
battalion  staff  one  signal  officer;  those  officers  to  be  profi- 
cient in  telegraphy  as  well  as  signalling. 

MILITARY    CODE. 

The  Code  of  N.  C,  Vol.  II,  Chapter  35,  entitled  "  Militia," 
is,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  sections,  a  mass  of  obsolete 
matter  that  should  be  repealed.  The  military  law  should 
be  reformed,  adapted  to  existing  conditions,  codified  and  dis- 
tributed in  book  form  to  the  troops  Much  of  the  State 
Guard  law  requires  amendment. 

The  Code  of  Regulations  should  also  be  thoroughly  re- 
vised by  a  competent  board  of  officers.  This  work  has  un- 
doubtedly been  of  great  value  in  reducing  the  State  Guard 
to  a  compact,  disciplined  corps,  but  it  was  hastily  produced, 
and  in  some  of  its  parts  is  crude  and  ill-digested.  Expe- 
rience has  suggested  a  number  of  important  changes,  addi- 
tions and  improvements  that  ought  to  be  made.  A  thor- 
ough S3^stem  of  rules  and  regulations  is  essential  to  the 
coherence  and  stability,  .as  well  as  the  progress  and  devel- 
opment of  the  organization;  and  I  recommend  a  revision 
and  reprint  of  the  present  code. 

EXAMINING   BOARDS. 

Another  matter  demanding  attention  is  the  establishment 
of  boards  for  the  examination  of  officers.  Under  our  elec- 
tive system  incompetent  persons  are  sometimes  chosen  to 
office.  Men  have  commanded  companies  and  battalions 
who  were  not  competent  to  drill  a  squad.  This  is  an  evil 
that  calls  for  remedy.  The  service  should  be  better  pro- 
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tected  against  ignorance  and  incompetence.  To  this  end 
examining  boards  should  be  appointed  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  from  time  to  time,  as  required.  Such  boards  should 
consist  of  two  or  more  officers,  selected  with  a  view  to  their 
especial  fitness  for  the  task.  Every  commissioned  officer, 
except  the  personal  staff  of  the  Governor,  should  be  re- 
quired to  appear  before  the  board  and  be  examined  as  to  his 
qualifications  for  office ;  the  examination  to  be  directed 
mainly  to  these  points  :  The  tactics  and  duties  of  his  arm ; 
the  use  of  arms,  and  principles  of  rifle  or  carbine  practice ; 
the  militia  laws  and  regulations  ;  the  Army  regulations  ;  the 
elementary  principles  of  military  science  ;  reading,  writing 
arithmeti'',  geography,  and  history,  particuhtrly  of  North 
Carolina  ;  special  attention  being  given  to  such  of  these 
branches  as  relate  lo  the  position  of  the  officer;  and  the 
board  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  its  findings  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief. No  officer  to  be  declared  competent,  who, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  has  not  the  physiccd  ability 
to  endure  the  exposures  incident  to  service  in  the  field,  or 
who  fails  to  satisfy  the  board  of  good  moral  ch;iracter.  No 
officer  to  be  commissioned  until  he  passes  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination ;  and  any  officer,  already  commissioned,  who 
fails  to  pass,  to  have  his  commission  revoked.  Pay  and 
transportation  to  be  allowed  officers  serving  upon  such 
boards. 

Grave  duties  and  responsibilities,  involving  the  protec- 
tion of  life  and  property,  may  at  any  time  be  devolved 
in  emergencies  upon  officers  of  the  State  Guard  ;  and  none 
but  competent,  trustworthy  men  should  be  entrusted  with 
commissions,  based  as  they  are  upon  the  Commander-in-  | 
Chief's  "  special  trust  and  confidence  in  the  patriotism,  valor 
and  skill  "  of  the  officer. 

Vl^RIGHTSVILLE    ENCAMPMENT. 

By  virtue  of  General  Orders  No.  7,  a  Camp  of  Instruction 
was  held  at  Seaside  Park,  Wrightsville,  near  the  city  of  Wil- 
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miiigton,  for  a  period  of  ten  days,  the  full  limit  of  the  law, 
commencing  on  the  18th  of  July  and  ending  on  the  27th 

The  use  of  the  grounds  was  generously  tendered  the  State 
by  the  owner,  Mrs.  Herbert  Latimer,  as  was  also  some  con- 
tiguous grounds  by  Mrs.  William  A.  Wright.  The  location 
was  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  an  encampment.  The 
distinguished  officer  of  the  Army,  detailed  to  attend  this  en- 
campment, says,  in  his  report  to  the  War  Department :  "  A 
more  desirable  camping  ground  could  not  have  been  ob- 
tained in  the  entire  State ;  it  was  as  near  perfection  as  it 
could  possibly  be." 

The  camp  was  planned  by  the  Engineer-in-Chief,  and  con- 
structed under  the  immediate  supervision  of*  the  Quarter- 
master General,  both  of  whom  performed  the  tasks  devolved 
upon  them  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  The  arrange- 
ments for  the  comfort  of  the  troops  were  quite  perfect,  and 
all  available  space  was  thoroughly  utilized.  For  full,  de- 
tailed information  as  to  the  operations  of  the  Quartermaster 
General  and  the  Engineer-in-Chief,  I  refer  your  Excellency 
to  their  reports  accompanying  this. 

All  the  troops  ordered  into  camp  arrived  promptly  on 
time,  on  the  evening  of  the  17th.  These  were  the  First 
Regiment,  Colonel  Gotten,  7  companies,  297  men  ;  Second 
Regiment,  Colonel  Jones,  5  companies,  186  men  ;  Third 
Regiment,  Colonel  Glenn,  7  companies,  251  men ;  Fourth 
Regiment,  7  companies,  240  men ;  Scotland  Neck  Mounted 
Riflemen,  (dismounted),  one  troop,  40  men.  Total,  includ- 
ing officers  of  the  General  Staff,  present,  1,022. 

By  direction  of  your  Excellency,  I  assumed  command  of 
the  Camp  at  8  A.  M.,  on  the  18th  of  July.  The  General 
Orders  issued  by  me  will  be  found  in  Exhibit  I.  For  a  par- 
ticular description  of  the  routine  of  duty  performed,  the 
drills,  discipline,  guard  duty,  &c.,  I  refer  your  Excellency  to 
the  interesting  and  valuable  reports  of  Captain  C.  A.  Wood- 
ruff, 2d  Artillery,  Brevet  Lieutenant  Cblonel,  U.  S.  A.,  Col. 
F.  H.  Cameron,  Inspector  General,  and  Col.  Jno.  L.  Cantwell, 
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Commissary  General,  in  addition  to  those  of  Col.  F.  A.  Olds, 
Quartermaster  General,  and  Col.  William  G.  Lewis,  Engin- 
eer-in-Chief,  already  mentioned.  It  would  be  useless  for  me 
to  recount  what  has  been  so  fully  and  clearly  stated  by  these 
accomplished  and  observant  officers. 

I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  present  the  medical  statistics 
of  the  Camp,  and  operations  of  the  medic-il  department,  the 
Surgeon  General  having  failed  to  make  either  a  special  re- 
port of  the  Encampment,  or  the  annual  report  required  by 
the  code  of  Regulations.  I  am  able  to  state,  however,  from 
my  own  personal  knowledge,  that  the  health  of  the  men 
was  excellent,  and  there  were  no  serious  cases  of  sickness. 

The  conduct  of  the  men  was  unexceptionable.  There  was 
little  or  no  drunkenness;  no  rowdyism;  and  no  depredations 
of  any  kind  upon  surrounding  premises.  The  exhibition  of 
moral  conduct  and  elevated  manhood  witnessed  there  was 
alone  worth  to  the  State  the  cost  of  the  encampment. 

This  encampment  has  been  pronounced  "  a  success  "  by 
Col.  Woodruff,  the  most  competent  judge  upon  the  grounds. 
This  means  that  its  chief  objects  were  accomplished,  and  the 
wisdom  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  ordering  it  fully 
justified. 

The  transportation  of  the  troops  to  and  from  camp  was 
effected  without  accident  or  delay.  The  service  in  each  in- 
stance was  performed  according  to  contract.  A  rate  of  two- 
thirds  of  a  cent  a  mile  each  way  was  secured  on  all  the  lines, 
except  the  Norfolk  &  Southeru,  which  charged  one  cent  per 
mile.     The  total  cost  of  transportation  was  $3,463.74. 

The  Sea-Coast  Railway,  between  Wrightsville  and  Wil- 
mington, transported  the  troops  and  their  baggage  free  of 
charge.  The  president,  and  his  corps  of  assistants,  were  uni- 
formly considerate  and  courteous,  and  by  their  excellent 
management  and  liberality  contributed  no  little  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  occasion. 

The  cost  to  the  State,  outside  the  railroad  expense,  was 
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$1,001.01,  as  shown  in  the  detailed  statements  of  the  Quar- 
termaster General. 

The  people  of  Wilmington,  through  a  committee  of  which 
Col.  W.  C.  Jones  was  chairman,  with  that  public  spirit  and 
hospitality  so  characteristic  of  the  community,  contributed 
largely  to  the  comfort  of  the  command.  They  bore  the  ex- 
pense of  preparation  of  the  grounds,  wells,  stoves,  wood, 
straw,  wagon  transportation  of  baggage,  oil  for  lights,  bar- 
rels of  water,  ice,  bath  house,  kitchens,  tent  floors,  lime,  &c.. 
at  an  aggregate  cost  to  them  of  SI, 250. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  encampment,  including  the  contri- 
bution from  Wilmington,  was  $5,714.15.  The  men  subsisted 
themselves  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  thirty-five  cents  per  diem, 
as  near  as  could  be  ascertained. 

The  expense  incurred  by  the  State,  $4,464.75,  was  met  out 
of  a  fund  of  $0,369.25  realized  by  commutation  of  stores  of 
the  value  of  $8,439.54,  government  prices — the  same  being 
part  of  the  "  lapsed  quota  "  recovered  from  the  Government 
last  year  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  by  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  March  3,  1887. 

The  presence  of  Col.  Woodruff  contributed  much  to  the 
success  of  the  encampment.  He  was  more  than  inspector 
and  critic :  he  was  a  friendly  adviser  and  instructor,  at  all 
times  being  ready  and  willing  to  assist.  And  I  do  but  ex- 
press the  sentiment  of  the  entire  force  when  I  thank  him  for 
the  kindly  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  discharged  the 
delicate  duties  of  his  position. 

GUARD    DUTY. 

One  of  the  striking  deficiencies  of  the  State  Guard — one 
common  perhaps  to  all  bodies  of  volunteer  militia — is  want 
of  practical  knowledge  of  guard  duty,  and  forms  and  cus- 
toms of  service.  This  was  clearly  shown  at  Camp  Pender. 
Experience  demonstrates  that  only  the  merest  smattering  of 
this  important  duty  can  be  acquired  by  a  body  of  men  in 
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the  brief  space  of  time  allotted  the  summer  encam[)ments, 
amid  the  round  of  drills,  parades,  reviews,  competitive  firings, 
and  pleasurable  excitements  that  crowd  upon  the  soldier's 
attention  on  such  occasions.  Each  soldier  performs  but  one 
or  two  tours  of  guard  duty.  Many  of  the  officers  are  them- 
selves ignorant  of  the  duties  of  sentinels,  forms  of  detail, 
customs  of  service,  &c.,  and  the  time  is  all  too  short  to 
teach  both  officers  and  men.  Added  to  this,  is  the  difficulty 
of  inculcating  vigilance  where  the  necessity  for  vigilance 
does  not  exist.  The  remed}^  is  to  require  the  subject  of 
guard  and  duties  of  sentinels  to  be  studied  and  practiced  at 
home,  in  the  armories  of  the  different  companies.  To  which 
end,  I  recommend  that  some  short,  practical  manual  of 
guard  duty  be  adopted  and  distributed  for  the  use  of  the 
troops. 

PERMANENT  ENCAMPMENT. 

The  value  of  the  encampment  as  a  school  of  discipline  is 
no  longer  questioned  by  men  familiar  with  the  organization, 
training  and  needs  of  the  militia.  None  will  deny  that  it 
fosters  the  military  spirit ;  keeps  up  the  interest  of  the  troops ; 
teaches  them  tactics  ;  inculcates  discipline  ;  and  gives  expe- 
rience in  field  duties,  and  a  realizing  sense  of  the  actual  life 
of  the  soldier.  Again  :  such  an  annual  display  of  the  mili- 
tary forces  of  the  State,  is  a  grand  object  lesson,  by  which 
men,  particularly  the  evil  disposed,  may  see  a  visible  exhibi- 
tion of  the  State's  organized  power.  Yet  another  purpose  is 
subserved :  The  young  men  of  the  State  are  brought  to- 
gether, a  spirit  of  honorable  competition  is  promoted,  and  a 
a  just  and  proper  State  pride  is  fostered.  Yet  other  pur- 
poses are — to  unify  the  teachings  of  officers ;  to  mould  the 
battalions  into  shape  for  practical  purposes;  to  give  com- 
manding officers  practice  in  handling  their  men ;  and  to 
give  the  men  themselves  some  idea  of  the  movement  of 
troops   in   masses.     The   companies   are   widely   scattered. 
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Each  captain  has  his  own  ideas  of  tactics,  and  instructs  in 
his  own  way.  "  The  object  of  the  encampment,"  as  stated 
by  Col.  Pennington,  of  the  4th  Artillery,  in  his  recent  re- 
port on  the  Pennsylvania  encampment,  "  is  to  unify  these 
teachings;  to  bring  all  the  companies  into  one  uniform 
mode  of  conduct  and  action ;  to  impart  to  captains  and 
guides  perfect  knowledge  of  their  duties  when  consolidated 
into  battalions ;  and,  finally  to  educate  these  battalions  until 
they  can  be  perfectly  handled  by  the  brigade  commander.'^ 
The  encampment  affords  the  only  means  in  time  of  peace 
for  troops,  scattered  as  ours  are,  to  acquire  practical  knowl- 
edge of  battalion  movements,  which  are  of  such  paramount 
importance.  Aiid  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that,  in  my  opin- 
ion, the  annual  encampment  has  now  become  absolutely  ne- 
cessary to  the  sue  essful  maintenance  of  the  present  state  of 
discipline,  efficiency,  and  esprit  du  corps  of  the  State  Guard. 

The  Governor  is  already  authorized  to  order  the  troops 
into  camp  each  year:  {The  Code,  sec.  3288,  as  amended  by 
the  Acts  of  1885,  chap.  254.)  But  the  State  provides  no 
means  for  it.  The  encampments  hitherto  held  were  paid 
for  out  of  Federal  quotas.  This  cannot  be  done  again.  Un- 
der the  new  appropriation  act,  government  stores  cannot  be 
commuted  for  such  purposes.  I  tht  refore  recommend  that 
an  appiopriation  of  |7,5()0  be  made  for  an  annual  encamp- 
ment; out  of  which  all  expenses,  including  transportation 
and  maintenance  of  the  troops  while  in  camp,  shall  be  paid. 

I  further  recommend  that  a  permanent  State  Camp  be 
established.  For  su(  h  purpose  it  would  be  necessary  to 
make  a  small  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  site, 
if  one  shall  not  be  donated,  and  for  the  preparation  of  the 
grounds,  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings,  and  the  con- 
struction of  proper  sanitary  arrano;ements. 

The  permanent  has  many  advantages  over  the  temporary 
encampment.  Better  drill  grounds,  and  conveniences  for 
the  health  and  comfort  of  the  men  can  be  had ;  it  is  more 
economical ;  a  rifle  range  can  be  established  ;  permanency 
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would  be  given  to  the  idea  of  a  3'early  gathering  of  the 
troops  under  canvas  ;  it  would  strengthen  the  State  Guard 
as  a  fixed,  public  institution  ;  and  would  certainly  be  re- 
sponsive to  the  desire  of  the  troops  themselves. 

Upon  this  subject  I  invite  attention  to  the  memorial  of 
the  State  Guard,  appended  in  Exhibit  I ;  to  the  recommenda- 
tions made  by  Colonels  Cameron,  Lewis  and  Woodruff;  and 
to  the  following  language  used  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
in  General  Orders  No.  11,  dated  at  Camp  Pender,  July  25, 
1888  :  "  The  results  of  this  encampment  leave  nothing  to 
to  be  desired  save  an  annual  recurrence  of  so  important  a 
school  of  instruction  for  the  Guard ;  and  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  pledges  his  heartiest  efforts  to  secure  a  permanent 
encampment  and  liberal  aid." 

As  to  the  site  of  such  an  encampment,  there  are  two  im- 
portant reasons  why  a  point  on  the  sea-coast  should  be 
selected.  First,  because  such  is  the  prevailing  wish  of  the 
men.  Second,  because,  by  locating  it  on  the  sea-coast,  the 
State  can  avail  itself  of  the  proposition  of  the  Government 
to  mount  seige  guns  for  instruction  of  the  Militia  in  heavy 
artillery  drill,  contained  in  an  act  of  Congress,  approved 
May  19,  1882,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for 
fortifications  and  other  works  of  defense,  and  for  the  arma- 
ment thereof,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1883,  and 
for  other  purposes."     The  proposition  is  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  Two. — That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized,  at  his 
discretion,  to  issue,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Governor  of  a  State  bor- 
dering on  the  sea  or  gulf  coast,  and  having  a  permanent  camping 
ground  for  the  encampment  of  the  militia  not  less  than  six  days  annu- 
ally, two  heavy  guns  and  four  mortars,  with  carriages  and  platforms, 
if  such  can  be  spared,  for  the  proper  instruction  and  practice  of  the 
militia  in  heavy  artillery  drill,  and  for  this  purpose  a  suitable  battery 
for  these  cannon  will  be  constructed;  and  for  said  construction  and  the 
transportation  of  said  cannon,  and  so  forth,  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  supjilying  each  State  that  may  so  ap- 

ply."  ^ 
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With  this  aid,  and  the  probable  donation  of  a  site  by  pub- 
lic spirited  citizens,  the  expense  of  establishing  a  permanent 
place  of  encampment  would  be  very  small.  And,  if  the 
experience  of  other  States  be  of  any  value,  I  may  cite  the 
example  of  New  York,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire  and 
Minnesota,  which  have  State  Camps,  that  so  far  have  given 
satisfactory  results. 

Upon  this  topic  I  invite  especial  attention  to  the  sugges- 
tions contained  in  the  report  of  the  Engineer-in-Chief. 

NAVAL   MILITIA. 

In  January  I  received  the  following  letter : 

* 

NAVY  DEPARTMENT, 
Washington,  December  28,  1887. 

Sir  :  This  Department  is  investigating  the  execution  of  the  militia 
laws  throughout  the  United  States  with  the  view  of  suggesting  the  en- 
rollment of  a  Naval  Militia  from  the  maritime  and  sea  and  lake-board 
populations  of  the  several  States,  from  which  Naval  Eeserve  organiza- 
tions, that  should  strengthen  the  fleet  and  coast  defence  in  time  of  war, 
might  be  created. 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  sections  1625  and  1636,  pro- 
vide for  the  enrollment  of  all  able-bodied  jjersons  in  the  several  States 
as  a  militia  and  for  the  making  of  certain  returns  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States  or  the  War  Department.  This  Department  would  be 
glad  to  know,  1st,  to  what  extent  this  is  carried  into  execution  in  your 
State,  and  whether  the  data  obtained  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  enable 
a  discrimination  to  be  made  of  the  persons  to  be  enrolled  as  Naval  Militia. 
2d,  if  the  present  mode  of  enrolling  does  not  furnish  this  data,  the  De- 
partment would  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether  the  machinery  employed 
is  of  such  a  character  as  to  make  it  easily  adaptable  to  such  service  ; 
that  is,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  persons  fit  to  be  enrolled  in  a  Naval 
Reserve,  or  Naval  Militia,  must  be  persons  who  have  had  experience  on 
the  water — the  question  is,  whether  in  the  various  States  at  the  present 
time  there  are  officers  engaged  in  enrolling  the  militia  who  could  readily 
be  available  for  the  purpose  of  enrolling  a  Naval  Reserve  in  case  Con- 
gress should  make  provision  therefor  ? 
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From  this  communication  the  purpose  will  be  gathered.     I  shall  be  glad 

for  such  information  as  you  may  be  able  to  give  concerning  the  present 

method  of  making  enrollments,  and  such  advice  or  recommendation 

upon  the  subject  as  may  occur  to  you.

To  this  I  replied,  giving  the  information  desired,  and  ex- 
pressing my  views  on  the  subject.  Subsequently  a  bill  was 
perfected  and  is  now  pending  in  Congress,  known  as  the 
Whitthorne  bill,  providing  for  the  enrolment  of  a  naval  mi- 
litia, the  organization  of  a  naval  reserve,  &c.  The  details 
of  the  bill,  briefly  stated,  are  as  follows: 

Section  1  provides*  for  the  enrolment  of  a  naval  militia, 
enumerating  certain  classes  of  the  tide-water  populations, 
similar  in  many  respects  to  existing  militia  laws;  by  which 
means  it  will  be  praciicable  to  assign  naval  quotas  to  the 
several  states  where  desired. 

Section  2  provides  for  the  organization  of  certain  com- 
mands, under  the  State  militia  laws,  by  voluntary  methods, 
as  follows : 

First.  A  naval  reserve  artillerv,  to  be  trained  to  the  use  of 
guns,  rifles  and  other  small  arms,  the  handling  of  boats, 
target  practice  afloat  and  ashore,  and  to  be  made  some- 
what acquainted  with  man-of-war  life  and  discipline. 

Second.  A  naval  reserve  torpedo  corps,  to  be  trained  to 
the  use  of  torpedoes,  torpedo-boats,  mine  laying,  counter- 
mining, &c. 

These  organizations,  it  is  intended,  shall  be  uniform 
throughout  the  countr}^  the  details  of  organization  and  in- 
struction to  be  determined  by  the  Navy  Department,  and 
the  Navy  Department  to  supply  arms,  equipments,  and  ves- 
sels for  training  purposes. 

Section  3  designates  the  units  of  organization,  leaving  the 
further  organization,  titles,  uniforms,  methods  of  instruc- 
tion to  the  Navy  Department.    Authority  is  given  to   the 
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President  to  commission  those  State  officers  who  qualify  be- 
fore a  naval  board  as  proficient. 

Section  4  resembles  the  corresponding  section  in  the  mili- 
tia laws.  The  power  to  call  out  the  naval  reserves  for  an- 
nual drill  is  given  to  the  President,  all  expenses  for  trans- 
portation, maintenance  and  compensation  for  the  time 
emplo^'ed  in  drill,  afloat  or  ashore,  to  be  borne  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Sections  5  and  6  provide  for  the  enrolment  of  a  naviga- 
ting naval  reserve  of  officers  and  seamen,  engineers,  firemen, 
quartermasters  and  others  now  employed  in  the  merchant 
steamers  or  in  other  nautical  or  aquatic  pursuits;  these  men 
to  qualify  before  a  naval  board,  and  to  be  voluntarily  en- 
rolled for  five  years  ;  and,  when  so  enrolled,  to  be  assembled 
at  a  naval  rendezvous  and  receive  a  course  of  training  once 
a  year,  at  the  expense  of  the  Government.  The  enrolment 
of  the  Life-Saving  Service,  Revenue  Marine,  Light  House 
Service  and  Signal  Service  men  at  coast  stations  in  the  naval 
reserve  is  also  provided  for.  This  navigating  naval  reserve 
is  to  be  regarded  as  the  national  naval  reserve,  as  distinct 
from  State  organizations.  These  men  being  already  trained 
to  the  water  and  to  habits  of  discipline,  would  supply  the 
fleet  and  auxiliary  cruisers  with  watch  officers,  quartermas- 
ters, seamen,  engineers,  firemen,  etc. 

Section  7  permits  the  temporary  enrolment  and  compen- 
sation of  the  navigating  reserves  whenever  it  be  found  prac- 
ticable to  give  them  instruction  in  naval  warfare.  *» 

Section  8  provides  means  for  securing  the  services  of  mer- 
chant steamers  adapted  for  war  purposes,  and  for  the  tem- 
porary volunteer  enrolment  of  any  steam  vessel  which  may 
have  been  found  qualified  by  the  naval  board  for  service  as 
an  auxiliary  naval  vessel  to  take  part  in  the  naval  maneu- 
vres  of  the  fleet  or  other  naval  drills. 

Section  9  accords  certain  privileges  to  steamers  commanded 
by  naval  reserve  officers. 

Section  10  provides  that  the  Navy  Register  shall  indicate 
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the  names  of  officers  of  the  reserves  bearing  United  States 
commissions,  and  the  corps  for  which  they  have  been  quali- 
fied. 

Section  11  places  the  entire  organization,  training,  and 
control  of  the  reserve  forces  in  the  hands  of  the  Navy  De- 
partment, under  the  President,  and  authorizes  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  to  detail  officers,  etc.,  for  purposes  of  instruction 
and  inspection. 

Section  12  permits  the  detail  of  officers  for  nautical  schools. 

Section  13  appropriates  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  yearly  for 
the  purpose  of  inaugurating  and  continuing  the  operation  of 
the  naval  reserve  of  men  and  ships  contemplated  by  this 
act. 

It  is  desirable  to  note  the  distinction  between  the  naval 
militia,  embracing  the  whole  enrolled  bod}'  of  the  classes 
enumerated  in  section  1,  and  the  organized  forces  indicated 
in  section  2,  which  are  recruited  voluntarily  from  the  whole 
body  of  the  naval  militia.  It  is  also  important  to  observe 
the  difference  between  the  proposed  naval  reserves  and  the 
National  Guard.  The  primary  duty  of  the  latter  is  to  exe- 
cute the  law,  suppress  riots  or  insurrection,  and  to  repel  in- 
Tasion  ;  that  of  the  former  is  to  guard  the  maritime  frontier, 
to  reinforce  the  fleet,  to  aid  in  the  general  defence,  and  to 
fight  a  national  foe. 

In  further  explanation  of  the  nature  and  purpose  of  this 
measure,  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  Coni>ress  alone 
*has,  under  the  Constitution,  power  to  provide  and  maintain 
a  navy.  No  State  is  allowed  to  keej)  slnps  of  war  in  time  of 
peace;  and,  moreover,  the  State  has  no  facilities  for  giving 
a  naval  reserve  the  needed  instruction.  For  practical  expe- 
rience in  important  features  of  naval  drill  and  warfare  the 
States  must  therefore  look  to  the  General  Government.  This 
bill  proposes  to  give  this  assistance  by  assembling,  under  na- 
tional law,  the  naval  reserves  at  specified  rendezvous  on  the 
coast,  and  giving  them  thorough  and  continuous  practical 
instruction  for  a  few  weeks  in  each  year. 
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The  reason  for  the  inauguration  of  a  naval  reserve  policy 
by  the  Government,  such  as  is  outlined  above,  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  the  coast  line  and  commercial  interests  of  the 
United  States  are  in  an  almost  defenceless  condition.  The 
policy  of  this  country  is  now,  and  has  always  been,  opposed 
to  the  establishment  of  large  permanent  naval  and  military 
forces,  such  as  are  maintained  by  European  nations.  In  con- 
sequence, the  United  States  is  to-day  without  a  navy  suffi- 
cient to  protect  the  country  against  foreign  invasion  ;  and  a 
public  feeling  of  insecurity  exists  in  all  our  sea-coast  regions. 
Consequently  the  demand  for  the  creation  of  a  naval  reserve 
is  rapidly  growing  ;  already  the  movement  is  receiving  wide- 
spread attention,  and  in  some  States  is  crystallizing  into  leg- 
islative action.  Massachusetts  has  led  off  with  an  act  for 
the  establishment  of  a  naval  battalion,  and  New  York  and 
other  States  are  preparing  to  follow  suit. 

As  North  Carolina  has  an  extensive  coast  line,  difficult  in 
the  extreme  to  defend,  the  subject  of  increasing  the  naval 
power  of  the  United  States  should  receive  the  most  earnest 
attention  of  those  who  have  in  keeping  the  safety  and  wel- 
fare of  the  commonwealth. 

Our  State  should  be  among  the  first  to  co-operate  with  the 
General  Government  in  this  important  movement.  In  case 
of  war  our  tide-water  section,  with  its  growing  population 
and  commercial  interest,  would  need  the  protection  to  be 
afforded  by  naval  forces,  quite  as  much  as  any  coast  region 
in  the  United  States.  ■>■ 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  necessary  initiatory  leg- 
islation be  taken,  at  once.  This  would  consist  in  provisions 
for  the  enrolment  of  the  naval  militia  in  the  tide-water 
counties,  and  the  organization  of  one  or  more  naval  battal- 
ions; I  would  suggest  two,  of  four  companies  each,  to  be 
attached  to  the  State  Guard,  and  to  be  known  as  the  First 
and  the  Second  Naval  Battalions  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Guard.  The  proper  location  of  the  several  companies 
would  be  such  points  as  Wilmington,  Southport,  Beaufort, 
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Newbern,  Washington,  Manteo,  Elizabeth  City  and  Eden- 
ton  or  Plymouth.  Until  proper  legislation  be  enacted  by 
Congress,  these  battalions  to  be  uniformed  as  the  Governor 
shall  direct,  out  of  existing  appropriations  for  the  militia; 
to  be  instructed  as  he  may  direct ;  to  be  subject,  for  the  pres- 
ent, to  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  State  Guard, 
as  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  and  to  perform  duty " 
on  land  or  afloat  as  the  law  may  require;  the  battalions  to 
be  mobilized  for  instruction  afloat,  as  soon  as  the  United 
States  Government  shall  make  suitable  appropriations  and 
provisions  for  suppl5'ing  arms  and  equipments  and  a  vessel 
or  vessels  of  war  for  practice. 

Such  a  force  would  be  dual  in  its  nature,  subject  to  both 
State  and  Federal  law.  Congress  would  provide  for  organ- 
izing, arming  and  disciplining  the  naval  reserves,  supplying 
all  requisite  facilities  for  drill  and  instruction;  but  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  officers  and  the  authority  of  training  such 
forces  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress, 
should  be  reserved  to  the  States  respectively.  A  system  that 
would  make  the  naval  contingent  from  a  State  distinctive, 
under  Federal  law,  from  the  militia  of  such  State,  and  place 
it  beyond  State  control,  would  be  radically  defective,  if  not 
violative  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Government. 
The  naval  reserve  policy  should  be  framed  in  such  manner 
as  to  harmonize  the  two  jurisdictions,  and  establish  a  uni- 
form national  system,  without  encroaching  upon  State 
authority. 

With  these  remarks,  I  commend  the  whole  subject  to  the 
consideration  of  your  Excellency  and  the  General  Assembly 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for 
the  cordial  co-operation  and  support  which  I  have  at  all 
times  received  from  both  officers  and  men  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.     To  the  capable  and  courteous  officers  of  the 
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general  staff,  I  am  especially  indebted  for  much  valuable 
assistance.  And  permit  me,  in  my  own  behalf  and  that  of 
the  entire  command,  to  express  to  your  Excellency  our  ap- 
preciation of  the  interest  which  you  have  shown  throughout 
your  administration  in  the  welfare  and  improvement  of  the 
corps.  Four  years  ago,  when  I  received  my  commission  at 
your  hands,  you  charged  me  to  see  to  it  that  the  State  Guard 
be  stronger  and  in  better  condition  at  the  close  than  at  the 
beginning  of  your  term  of  office.  I  am  able  to  report  that 
the  desire  of  your  Excellenc}^  in  this  respect  has  been  fully 
met.  You  will  leave  to  your  honored  successor,  a  body  of 
citizen-soldiers  greater  in  number,  better  equipped,  better 
drilled,  more  thoroughly  disciplined,  and  stronger  in  the  es- 
teem and  confidence  of  the  people,  than  when  you  received 
it.  The  State  Guard  is  now  effective  for  every  purpose  of  its 
existence,  and  is  the  recognized  equal,  in  point  of  material, 
equipment,  discipline  and  morale,  to  any  similar  organiza- 
tion in  the  United  States.  This  result  is  largely  due  to  your 
Excellency's  clear  perception  of  the  value  of  the  force  as  a 
conservator  of  the  peace,  your  wise  measures  for  its  improve- 
ment, and  your  zealous  support  of  the  efforts  made  by  your 
subordinates  to  increase  its  efficiency. 

With  continued  efforts  along  the  lines  of  progress  and  de- 
velopment now  clearly  marked  out,  backed  by  proper  legis- 
lative action,  the  citizen  army  of  North  Carolina  may  at- 
tain to  the  highest  degree  of  usefulness,  honor  and  excel- 
lence; and  achieve  a  3^et  prouder  place  in  the  grand  citizen 
army  of  the  States — ready  at  all  times  for  duty,  and  capa- 
ble of  successfully  encountering  any  dangers  that  the 
shadowy  future  may  have  in  store  for  us.

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of 
this  department  for  the  year  1888. 

Orders,  directing  the  annual  inspection  of  the  State  Guard, 
were  issued  February  22d,  and  due  notice  having  been  given 
to  regimental  and  company  commanders,  the  work  of  inspec- 
tion began  March  9,  with  Company  F,  First  Regiment,  and 
concluded  October  20,  with  Company  B,  Second  Regiment. 

The  official  Roster  of  the  State  Guard  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year  showed  a  list  of  twenty-seven  (27)  compa- 
nies, who  were  lettered  and  assigned  as  follows :

The  average  per  centage  of  the  companies  reporting  for 
duty  at  inspection  was  about  90  per  cent.,  or  15  per  cent, 
more  than  required  by  law.  This  excellent  showing  speaks 
for  itself,  and  demonstrates  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner 
the  marked  and  steady  progress  in  the  improvement  and 
discipline  of  the  Guard.  Not  only  has  the  number  of  com- 
panies increased  since  last  year,  but  the  companies  them- 
selves are  numerically  stronger ;  for  whereas,  the  companies 
last  year  only  averaged  about  40  men  each,  the  present  aver- 
age is  something  over  44  men.  This  is  very  gratifying,  as 
indicating  clearly  the  increased  interest  felt  in  the  State 
military  service. 

Regimental,  Field  and  Staff  officers  were  present  at  the 
inspection  of  companies  under  their  command  during  the 
present  year  as  follows :

This  shows  some  improvement  over  last  year  ;  but  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  duty  enjoined  on  Regimental  Commanders 
and  Field  Officers  in  this  respect  is  not  performed  as  strictly 
and  carefully  as  required  by  Regulations  and  legislative 
provision.  As  full  and  detailed  reports  were  made  to  head- 
quarters at  the  time,  the  exact  condition  of  each  company 
when  officially  inspected,  is  now  a  matter  of  official  record, 
requiring  no  further  mention. 

I  also,  during  the  present  year,  inspected  the  Bingham 
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and  Davis  Military  Schools,  located  respectively  at  Bing- 
hams  and  La  Grange.  At  both  of  these  excellent  institu- 
tions I  found  the  military  property  belonging  to  the  State 
exceedingly  well  kept  and  cared  for;  the  deportment  of  the 
Cadets  manly  and  soldierl}^  and  their  knowledge  and  dis- 
charge of  military  duty  most  admirable  and  satisfactory. 

During  the  present  year  the  uniforms  of  some  of  the 
companies  were  found  to  be  so  worn  and  unserviceable  that 
they  were  condemned  and  new  regulation  uniforms  issued 
in  their  stead ;  and  as  arrangements  have  now  been  made 
to  issue  overcoats  to  the  troops,  their  equipment  in  general 
may  be  said  to  be  more  complete  and  satisfactory  than  ever 
before.  There  are  still  several  companies  whose  uniforms, 
from  long  service,  have  become  too  much  worn  to  be  of  fur- 
ther use,  and  to  whom  I  would  recommend  the  immediate 
issue  of  new  regulation  clothing.  The  following  are  the 
companies  referred  to  : 

Company  B,  First  Regiment. 
"         F,  Second  Regiment. 

A,  D,  I,  Third  Regiment. 

B,  C,  K,  Fourth  Regiment. 

"  Oak  City  Blues,  (unattached  colored  company.) 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  the  end  of  another  year  we 
may  be  able  to  equip  the  entire  Guard  with  the  regulation 
uniform,  so  that  when  thrown  together  our  troops  may  no 
longer  present  the  patch-work  appearance  necessarily  caused 
by  diversity  in  dress.  The  reasons  for  adopting  this  course 
are  so  apparent,  and  have  been  so  often  urged  and  explained, 
that  nothing  more  can  be  said  on  the  subject. 

It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  in  future  more  attention  will 
be  paid  b}'  regimental  and  company  commanders  to  the  in- 
struction of  their  men  in  the  all  important  duties  pertain- 
to  camps,  guards,  sentries,  customs  of  service,  &c.  Atten- 
tion has  been  called  to  this  matter  so  often  in  previous  re- 
ports, that  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  to  refer  to  it  again, 
and  nothing  but  the  unpardonable  ignorance  or  carelessness 
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of  a  large  number  of  both  officers  and  men,  as  shown  dur- 
ing the  recent  encampment,  compels  me,  as  a  matter  of  duty, 
to  once  more  call  attention  to  their  great  deficiencies  in  these 
important  duties.  In  matters  of  this  kind,  the  officers  are 
of  course  primarily  to  blame  ;  for  not  only  is  it  their  duty  to 
properly  inform  themselves,  in  order  that  they  may  correctly 
instruct  their  men,  but  they  enjoy  opportunities  and  facili- 
ties for  acquiring  information  which  the  men  do  not. 

The  good  results  which  have  followed  the  adoption  of 
some  of  the  suggestions  made  in  former  reports,  encourages 
me  to  renew  several,  which  have  not,  as  yet,  been  incorpora- 
ted in  our  military  system,  viz  : 

Require  every  officer  to  be  examined  as  to  his  ability  and 
fitness  for  office,  before  granting  him  a  commission. 

Let  the  State  offer  a  badge  or  medal  each  year  to  the  sol- 
dier making  the  best  individual  score  as  a  marksman.  Also 
the  rewards  suggested  in  former  reports  to  be  paid  the  com- 
panies showing  the  largest  average  per  centage  of  muster  rolls 
in  attendance  at  monthly  drills  and  inspections ;  the  high- 
est "  company  score  "  in  marksmanship,  and  greatest  num- 
ber of  skirmish  drills  during  the  year.  This  would  involve 
but  trifling  expense,  and  would  not  only  greatly  encourage 
the  troops,  but  add  largely  to  their  zeal  and  efficiency. 

I  also  renew  my  recommendation  and  suggestions  relative 
to  the  selection  and  establishment  of  a  permanent  location 
for  an  annual  "  Camp  of  Instruction." 

Also  suggestions  relative  to  a  revision  of  the  present 
"Regulations."  I  also  recommend  some  slight  changes  in 
the  uniform  of  officers,  by  which  their  rank  can  be  more 
readily  distinguished  than  at  present. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  Guard  be  increased 
to  thirty  (30)  companies,  and  that  the  five  (5)  additional 
companies  who  were  organized  and  equipped  themselves 
during  the  present  year,  be  added  to  the  present  regular 
force,  thereby  making  up  the  full  complement  of  30  com- 
panies as  recommended,  and  that  they  be  allowed  the  annual 
appropriation  of  $300  per  company,  including  the  present  year. 
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Also  in  vie\y  of  the  largely  increased  force  of  the  Guard, 
and  for  its  better  organization  and  discipline,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  four  Regiments  of  white  troops  be  consoli- 
dated into  one  brigade,  and  that  an  officer  holding  the  rank 
of  Brigadier  General  be  selected  and  commissioned  by  the 
Governor,  and  appointed  to  command  the  same. 

I  also  recommend,  as  an  act  of  simple  justice  to  the  offi- 
cers and  men  of  the  State  Guard,  that  they  be  credited  with 
longevity  service,  and,  when  on  duty,  receive  the  same  pay 
and  allowances  granted  to  officers  and  men  of  similar  rank 
in  the  regular  arm}^  This  is  not  only  the  custom,  I  believe, 
in  all  of  the  States  who  pretend  to  maintain  a  military 
establishment,  but  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  evident 
spirit  and  letter  of  our  own  laws,  as  shown  on  our  statute 
books.  To  make  a  service  popular  and  efficient,  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  it  should  be  made  respectable,  and  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard  are  as 
much  entitled  to  recognition  and  encouragement  in  this 
matter  as  are  the  troops  of  other  States. 

The  present  effective  force  of  the  State  Guard,  as  shown  by 
the  inspection  returns,  &c.,  is  about  1,383  men  and  officers. 
The  companies  average  about  44  men  each,  and  are  drilled  on 
an  average  once  every  week,  and  are  regularly  inspected  once 
every  month.  Each  company  is  armed  with  the  regulation 
Springfield  45-calibre  rifle,  and  kept  well  supplied  with  am- 
munition. They  are  well  organized  and  equipped,  and  as  a 
rule,  very  well  drilled.  The  regimental  organizations  are 
complete,  and  as  all  of  the  companies  are  located  on  lines 
of  railroad  and  telegraphic  communication,  the  greater  part 
of  the  entire  force  can  be  easily  assembled  at  any  given 
point  in  the  State,  thoroughly  equipped  and  ready  for  field 
service,  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours.  • 

It  has  taken  years  of  patient  effort  and  hard  work  (and 
with  but  scant  aid  and  encouragement)  to  bring  the  State 
Guard  up  to  its  present  standard  of  usefulness  and  effi- 
ciency.    It  is  now  a  force,  however,  of   which   the  State 
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should  be  justly  proud,  and  which  she  can  well  afford  to  fos- 
ter and  encourage. 

As  to  any  question  regarding  the  necessity  for  or  useful- 
ness of  the  organization,  that  is  easily  answered,  without 
going  into  the  past,  by  simply  recalling  the  number  of  times 
they  have  been  called  upon  during  the  present  year  to  preserve 
life  and  property,  law  and  order,  which  the}'  invariably  did 
successfully,  and  a  glance  at  their  history  and  record  for  the 
past  ten  years  will  show  that  in  every  succeeding  year  the 
necessity  for  their  presence  and  services  has  been  more  ap- 
parent, and  the  calls  made  upon  them  more  frequent  and 
more  imperative.  How  faithfully  and  well  they  have  always 
discharged  their  duty  the  records  and  subsequent  events 
will  clearly  show.  , 

On  July  17th,  the  State  Guard  went  into  Camp  of  Instruc- 
tion for  ten  days,  at  "  Wrightsville  Sound,"  near  Wilming- 
ton. On  the  15th,  by  order  of  the  Governor,  I  visited  the 
camp,  accompanied  by  Captain  Benehan  Cameron,  A.  I.  G., 
and  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  same.  My  spe- 
cial report  on  the  camp  and  its  preparatory  condition, 
together  with  subsequent  special  report  upon  the  encamp- 
ment itself,  were  duly  made  to  headquarters,  and  as  said 
reports  were  full  and  complete  but  little  remains  to  be  said 
on  the  subject.  I  may  state,  however,  that  in  order  that  the 
present  results  of  future  encampments  may  be  more  appa- 
rent and  satisfactory,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
more  attention  be  given  to  the  instruction  of  both  officers 
and  men  in  the  details  of  camp  duty;  that  the  troops  be 
exercised  in  pitching  and  striking  tents;  that  guards  be 
mounted  both  day  and  night,  and  sentinels  frequently  visited 
questioned  and  instructed  in  regard  to  their  duties;  and  in  or- 
der»to  secure  better  and  more  uniform  results,  the  commis- 
sioned and  non-commissioned  officers  of  each  regiment  should' 
be  daily  instructed  by  a  well  informed,  duly  authorized  officer. 
That  a  regular  programme  of  carefully  selected,  tactical 
movements  be  prescribed  and  rigidly  insisted  upon,  and  all 
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violations  of  regulations,  or  orders  established  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  camp,  and  the  proper  execution  of  its  plans 
and  duties  promptly  and  severely  punished. 

The  lasting  and  substantial  benefits  resulting  from  camps 
of  instruction,  when  an  intelligent  and  practicable  schedule 
of  work  is  carefully  mapped  out  and  strictly  adhered  to,  can- 
not be  over-estimated,  but  both  officers  and  men  should 
be  made  to  f)lainly  understand  and  appreciate  the  obligations 
resting  upon  them  ;  and  in  the  case  of  officers  especially,  the 
gross  and  culpable  ignorance  and  neglect  of  important  du- 
ties, so  often  observed,  admits  of  no  excuse,  and  should  not 
be  tolerated. 

With  the  adoption  of  a  rule  requiring  the  examination  of 
officers  before  commissioning  or  promoting  them,  much  of 
the  evil  will  be  obviated,  as  ignorant  and  incompetent  men 
will  then  necessarily  be  compelled  to  give  way  for  others, 
better  quaiified  to  discharge  their  duties.  Regarding  the 
selection  of  a  site  for  permanent  "  Camp  of  Instruction,"  I 
would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved May  19th,  1882,  by  which  the  United  States  appro- 
priated to  "  the  several  States  bordering  on  the  sea  or  gulf 
coast,  and  having  a  permanent  camp  ground  for  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  militia,  not  less  than  six  days  annually,  two 
heavy  guns  and  four  mortars  for  their  instruction  and  prac- 
tise, *  *  and  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  ap- 
propriated to  supply  each  State  that  may  so  apply."  Thus 
it  will  be  seen  that  under  certain  conditions  the  efforts  of 
the  State  will  be  largely  supplemented  by  governmental  aid. 

In  concluding  this  report  it  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to 
testify  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  services  of  Captains  A.  L. 
Smith  and  Benehan  Cameron,  A.  I.  G.,  who  have,  at  all  times 
and  under  all  circumstances,  discharged  the  duties  assigned 
them  in  the  most  acceptable  and  satisfactory  manner.

Adjutant  General  State  of  North  Carolina  : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  operations  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending  No- 
vember 30,  1888. 

The  work  has  been  verj^  exacting  and  on  a  scale  far  greater 
and  more  varied  than  ever  before.  The  new  act  of  Congress, 
increasing  the  appropriation  to  the  militia,  has  put  upon  me, 
in  very  great  degree,  the  burdens  of  a  United  States  c^uar- 
termaster,  and  I  therefore  have  a  dual  responsibility,  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  to  the  Governor. 

The  work  of  the  3'ear  has  covered  both  the  quartermas- 
ter's and  ordnance  departments,  and  has  had  several  new 
features,  which  necessitated  both  study  and  calculation. 

quartermaster's    department. 

Last  February,  at  a  meeting  of  officers  called  by  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  it  was  decided  to  issue  overcoats  to 
twenty-five  companies,  that  being  the  number  of  companies 
named  by  law  as  entitled  to  receive  State  aid.  It  was 
also  ordered  b}^  the  Governor  that  four  companies,  namely, 
"  E,"  First  Regiment,  Elizabeth  City  ;  "  (t,"  First  Regiment, 
Washington  ;  "  E,"  Second  Regiment,  Maxton  ;  and  "  A," 
Fourth  Regiment,  Statesville,   be  issued  clothing.     It  was 
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decided,  in  the  matter  of  overcoats  for  enlisted  men,  that 
they  be  drawn  from  the  United  States  and  issued  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  and  that  the  officers  be  issued  cloth  for  overcoats. 
As  to  the  uniforms  it  was  decided  to  draw  the  cloth,  and 
other  component  parts  of  the  uniform,  from  the  United 
States  and  issue  it,  the  cost  of  making  up  to  be  borne  by  the 
companies.  All  the  details  were  left  to  the  Quartermaster 
General. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  was  the  first  issue  of 
quartermaster's  stores  to  this  State  in  time  of  peace,  and 
that  great  care  had  to  be  taken  to  comply  with  law  and  with 
instructions.

You  are  hereby  informed  that  the  State  of  North  Carolina  will  issue 
to  the  entire  State  Guard  overcoats,  of  the  pattern  and  quahty  worn  by 
the  regular  army.  Requisitions  for  these  should  at  once  be  made  upon 
Blank  No.  1,  enclosed. 

You  are  directed  to  have  every  enlisted  man  in  your  command  meas- 
ured therefor,  and  fill  in  the  blank,  in  full,  returning  it  immediately  to 
this  office. 

This  issue  of  overcoats  is  made  on  the  basis  of  the  arms  issued  your 
company.  In  case  you  have  more  enlisted  men  than  you  have  arms, 
you  are  requested  to  make  requisition  at  once  for  the  necessary  addi- 
tional arms  and  equipments  for  such  men. 

To  each  company  chevrons  for  overcoats  will  be  issued,  as  follows  : 
One  First  Sergeant's,  four  Sergeants'  and  four  Corporals'. 

In  taking  measurements  for  overcoats  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  coats  should  reach  a  point  about  three  inches  below  the  knee-joint, 
this  being  the  proper  length.  Overcoats  are  made  up  in  six  sizes,  from 
1  to  6,  and  the  measurements  upon  which  these  sizes  are  based  are  ae 
follows:

You  will  measure  each  man,  set  clown  his  "size"  opposite  his  name 
on  a  roll  for  your  own  use,  and  send  to  this  office  the  sizes  necessary,  so 
grouped  as  to  show  the  total  number  of  each  size  needed,  as  so  many 
No.  1,  No.  2,  &c. 

Prior  to  the  issue  of  these  overcoats  you  will  be  required  to  give  bond 
for  them  in  a  sum  double  their  value,  as  required  by  the  Code  and  Reg- 
ulations.    In  due  time  a  blank  bond  will  be  sent  you  for  this  purpose. 

For  officers'  overcoats  cloth  will  be  issued,  the  allowance  being  3f 
yards  for  each  of  the  three  commissioned  officers  of  a  company.  The 
cost  of  making  up  will  be  borne  by»the  officer.  Contractors  will,  for  a 
reasonable  sum,  contract  to  make  them  up.  The  regulation  style  of 
these  overcoats  is  carefully  described  in  General  Order  No.  2,  herewith 
enclosed. 

All  these  overcoats  are  government  property,  and  are  to  be  strictly 
cared  for  as  such.  They  must  at  all  times,  when  not  in  service,  be  kept 
in  the  armories,  in  chests  or  closets,  with  proper  precautions  to  protect 
them  against  moths.

State  the  number  of  officers  for  whom  uni- 
forms are  required,  and  also  the  number  of  non-commissioned  officers 
and  enlisted  men.  Cloth  for  facings  and  linings  of  coats,  stripes  for 
trousers,  helmets,  and  foi'age  caps  will  be  issued,  as  well  as  crossed  rifles, 
letters  and  numbers.  The  sizes  of  helmets  and  forage  caps  should  be 
given,  and  a  roll  be  kept,  with  the  size  set  opposite  each  man's  name. 

You  are  strictly  charged  to  have  these  uniforms  made  up  in  exact 
compliance  with  General  Order  No.  2 — this  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
your  company.     You  will  also  have  to  furnish  North  CaroUna  buttons. 
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The  details  of  contracts  for  the  making  up  of  these  uniforms  are  left  to 
your  discretion.  Contractors  will,  for  a  reasonable  and  fixed  sum,  take 
contracts  to  send  a  tailor  to  you  and  cut  and  make  the  uniforms.

THE    ISSUE    OF    UNIFORM    CLOTHING. 

Requisition  was  made  upon  the  War  Department  for 
cloth,  &e.,  for  the  uniforms,  and  May  1  the  first  issue  to  the 
State  was  made.  The  cloth  was  turned  over  to  Jacob  Reed's 
Sons,  Philadelphia,  that  firm  taking  contracts  with  the  com- 
panies to  make  up  the  uniforms.  The  issues  of  the  cloth- 
ing to  the  companies  were  all  completed  by  June  8th.  Bonds 
were  taken  m  each  case  for  the  proper  care  and  return  of 
such  clothing.  There  was  no  trouble  in  making  the  issues, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  clothing  gives  entire  satis- 
faction, is  of  high  quality,  well  made  and  durable. 

*  THE    ISSUE    OF    OVERCOATS. 


Requisitions  for  overcoats  came  in  slowly,  and  hence  the 
Governor's  requisition  for  them,  upon  the  War  Department, 
could  not  be  forwarded  until  September  13th,  when  1,061 
were  ordered  for  enlisted  men,  with  the  proper  complement 
of  chevrons,  and  also  cloth  sufficient  for  overcoats  for  all 
the  commissioned  officers  in  the  State's  service. 

The  first  overcoats  upon  this  requisition  were  received  at 
the  arsenal  October  27th.  The  first  issue  was  made  to  the 
Scotland  Neck  Mounted  Riflemen.  Up  to  this  date  issues  have 
been  made  to  the  following  companies :  Scotland  Neck 
Mounted  Riflemen  ;  Cos.  "  I,"  Third  Regiment ;  "  B,"  Second 
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Regiment;  "A,"  First  Regiment;  "  E,"  Fourth  Regiment; 
"C,"  First  Regiment;  "C,"  Fourth  Regiment.  Cloth  for 
overcoats  has  been  issued  many  officers,  of  all  grades. 

On  the  24th  of  November  requisition  was  made  for  40 
more  overcoats  for  enlisted  men,  and  for  cloth  for  overcoats 
for  three  officers.  These  will  bring  the  number  of  overcoats  for 
enlisted  men  to  1,101,  and  will  enable  the  State  to  issue  them 
to  all  the  twenty-five  companies.  The  overcoats  are  of  a 
deep  blue  color,  are  very  handsomely  made,  specially  for  the 
State,  are  of  excellent  material,  with  full  capes,  and  give 
great  satisfaction  to  the  Guard.  Their  issue  is  of  prime  im- 
portance. It  puts  the  troops  in  readiness  for  service  in  win- 
ter. The  issue  of  overcoats  was  decided  upon  by  the  Governor, 
the  officers  at  headquarters,  and  by  the  commandants  of  the 
regiments  to  be  the  most  important,  next  to  the  issue  of 
arms,  to  make  the  Guard  efficient.  Blank  bonds  were  filled 
out  and  sent  to  all  the  companies,  to  be  signed  and  sent  in, 
in  order  that  the  overcoats  might  be  issued,  but  owing  either 
to  neglect  or  wilfulness  onl}'  eight  bonds  have  been  received 
to  this  date,  and  of  course  no  issues  of  any  stores  are  made 
unless  guarded  by  the  proper  bonds. 

TENTS   AND   CAMP    EQUIPAGE. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  this  department  had 
on  hand  in  the  Arsenal  180  wedge  or  common  tents,  and  21 
wall  tents  and  flies ;  all  having  the  proper  complement  of 
poles  and  pins.  At  the  conference  of  officers  in  February, 
of  which  mention  has  been  made,  it  was  decided  to  increase 
the  supply  of  tentage.  This  matter  was. left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Quartermaster  General.  Requisition  was  made  by 
the  Governor  for  70  wedge  and  16  wall  tents  and  one  hos-  ■ 
pital  tent.  These  were  received  in  May  and  June.  The 
new  wedge  tents  are  of  the  new  pattern,  with  walls,  and  are 
admirable.  On  the  first  of  July  A.  H.  Ilaynes,  who  by  war- 
rant had  been  appointed  headquarters  Quartermaster  Ser- 
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geant,  was  sent  to  Winston  with  50  tents,  which  he  pitched 
for  the  use  of  troops.  After  this  use  he  took  the  tents  to 
Wrightsville,  for  use  at  the  encampment  of  the  State  Guard, 
the  Quartermaster  General  having  already  taken  the  remain- 
der of  the  tents  and  camp  equipage  to  that  point.  All  the 
tents  were  in  good  condition. 

THE    ENCAMPMENT    AT    WRIGHTSVILLE. 

By  direction  of  his  Excellency,  Gov.  Scales,  I  went  to 
Wrightsville  Sound  early  in  April,  to  examine  the  locality, 
with  a  view  to  its  adaptability  for  a  camp.  My  report  was  in 
all  respects  favorable;  and  in  May,  Col.  W.  G.  Lewis,  Chief 
Engineer,  and  myself  were  again  ordered  there,  to  lay  off. 
the  camp  and  make  any  other  necessary  preparations.  Col. 
F.  H.  Cameron,  Inspector  General,  was  also  present.  Our 
work  was  speedily  completed.  The  site  of  the  encampment 
was  Seaside  Park,  at  a  point  where  the  waters  of  Bradley's 
Creek  join  those  of  Wrightsville  Sound.  No  point  in  the 
entire  State  possesses  such  advantages  and  attractions. 

By  direction  of  the  Governor  I  made  arrangements  with 
the  military  committee  appointed   by  the  citizens  of  Wil- 
mington, whereby  the  success  of  the  encampment,  as  well  as 
its  comforts  and  health fulnessy  were  greatly  enhanced.     All 
these  arrangements  were  made  with  Col.  William  C.  Jones, 
the  head  of  that  committee,  and  I  desire  to  express,  on  my 
own  behalf  and  that  of  the  State,  my  appreciation  of  his 
efforts  and  of  his  assistance. 
I      Late  in  June  I  again  went  to  the  site  of  the  encampment 
!  to  inspect  the  progress  of  the  work,  which  was  found  to  be 
i  satisfactory.     The  people  of  Wilmington  furnished  kitchens, 
tent  floors,  sinks,  pumps,  straw  for  tents,  bath  houses,  ice, 
fuel,   &c.      Mrs.    Fannie    Latimer,   the    owner   of   Seaside 
Park,  with  the  greatest  kindness  and  consideration,  had  ten- 
dered the  free  use  of  the  grounds  for  the  purposes  of  the  en- 
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campiuent,  and  to  her  I  desire  to  express  most  particularly 
my  obligations. 

On  the  second  of  July  I  received  the  following  special 
order  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor :

Raleigh,  July  2d,  1888. 

Col.  Fred.  A.  Olds,  Quartermaster  General,  is  ordered  upon  active  duty, 
and  will  have  charge  of  all  the  details  of  preparation  of  Camp  Pender. 
He  will  take  the  strictest  care  of  the  State  property  in  use  there,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  encampment  will  see  that  it  is  properly  packed  and  re- 
turned to  the  State  Arsenal,  remaining  at  the  camp  until  this  duty  is 
completed.  He  will  make  proper  report  of  any  expenses  incurred  while 
on  this  tour  of  duty,  and  will  file  proper  vouchers  for  all  necessary  ex-

In  accordance  therewith  I  left  Raleigh  for  Wrightsville,  tak- 
ing with  me  the  tents  and  camp  equipage,  and  on  arrival  there 
began  at  once  the  supervision  of  all  the  work  in  progress  at 
the  camp.  There  were  scores  of  matters  to  be  given  attention, 
and  as  Col.  Jones  was  unable,  by  reason  of  sickness,  to  be  pres- 
ent, I  was  forced  to  look  into  all  details.     A  force  of  excellent 
workmen  was  employed,  the  buildings  put  in  shape,  the 
grounds  cleared,  the  tents  pitched,  and  by  the  afternoon  of 
the  17th  of  July  everything  was  in  readiness  for  the  troops. 
There  were  pitched  one  hospital  tent,  43  wall  and  250  wedge 
tents,  six  more  wall  tents  having  been  received  from  the  War 
Department.     Early  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  Inspector 
General  Francis  H.  Cameron  inspected  the  camp,  by  direc- 
tions of  his  Excellency  the  Governor.  The  only  matter  which 
was  not  entirely  satisfactory  was  the  arrangement  of  the 
sinks,  and  this  was,  under  the  circumstances,  the  best  that 
could  be  done.     Had  the  State  owned  the  grounds,  perma- 
jnent  buildings,  specially  arranged,  would  have  been  provided. 
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SUGGESTIONS  AS    TO   THE    CARE  OF    ORDNANCE    AND    QUARTER- 
MASTER STORES. 

The  following  was  sent  to  the  entire  Guard,  as  of  special 

importance: 

STATE  OF  NOETH  CAROLINA, 

Quartermaster  General's  Department, 

Raleigh  N.  C,  June  26,  1888. 
[Circular  No.  4.] 

I.  For  the  information  of  the  State  Guard  it  is  stated  that  plank 
kitchens,  provided  with  cooking  stoves  and  utensils,  complete,  are  fur- 
nished at  the  Encampment  at  Wrightsville.  To  each  regimental  head- 
quarters a  kitchen  is  allowed,  and  also  one  to  each  company. 

II.  The  salt  air  on  the  coast  will  cause  much  damage  to  all  arms  and 
metallic  parts  of  equipments,  unless  special  care  is  taken  to  prevent  such 
injury.  Sweet  oil  should  be  used,  and  the  exterior  and  interior  of  rifle 
barrels,  as  well  as  the  exterior  of  all  metallic  parts  of  equipments,  should 
be  thoroughly  covered  with  it,  and  be  wiped  dry  before  used.  Kerosene 
oil  should  under  no  circumstances  be  used,  as  it  destroys  the  bronzing 
and  finish  of  the  rifle  barrel. 

III.  The  Quartermaster  General  will  turn  over  the  tents  of  each  regi- 
ment to  the  respective  regimental  quartermasters,  who  will  turn  them 
over  to  the  company  commandants  upon  the  arrival  of  the  latter.  Great 
care  must  be  taken  of  the  tents,  as  well  as  of  all  other  State  property. 
Kitchens,  with  their  stoves  and  utensils,  will  be  turned  over  in  the  same 
manner.  At  the  close  of  the  Encampment  the  property  will  be  turned 
over  by  company  commanders  to  the  regimental  quartermasters,  who 
will  in  their  turn  transfer  it  to  the  Quartermaster  General. 

IV.  Tents  must  not  be  defaced  or  cut,  and  nails  or  screws  must  not  be 
driven  into  the  tent  poles. 

FRED.  A.  OLDS,

The  troops  arrived  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the 
17th,  and  as  their  quarters  were  all  marked,  were  in  a  very 
brief  time  made  comfortable.  During  the  ten  days  of  the  en- 
campment my  duties  did  not  cease,  and  on  the  day  the  troops 
took  their  departure  the  work  of  striking  the  camp  began. 
In  that  moist  climate  great  care  of  tentage  is  necessary,  and 
was  shown  in  this  case.  The  tents  were  struck  and  housed, 
and  were  then  cleaned  and  mended  and  carefully  packed  for 
return  to  the  Arsenal.  Such  extreme  care  was  shown  in  this 
matter,  that  the  only  loss  was  one  ridge  pole  and  fifty  tent 
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pins,  which  were  broken.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  Seaboard 
Railroad  and  the  Wihnington  &  Seacost  Railroad,  free  trans- 
portation was  furnished  for  the  tents,  &c.,  both  from  and  to 
the  Arsenal,  and  I  desire  to  express  my  special  thanks  for 
this  courtesy.  The  tents,  &c  ,  were  all  returned  to  the  Ar- 
senal on  the  3d  of  August  and  are  in  excellent  condition. 
The  services  of  Quartermaster  Sergeant  Haynes  were  inval- 
uable, and  his  attention  to  his  duties  merits  special  commen- 
dation. During  the  encampment  he  did  more  than  $100 
worth  of  work  in  repairing  arms,  and  putting  them  in  shape 
for  service,  all  broken  arms  having  been  ordered  turned  in  to 
him. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  issued  me.  warrants  upon 
the  State  Treasury  amounting  to  $992.75  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  encampment  outside  the  railway  transportation,  In 
addition  I  received  $18.15  from  the  sale  of  some  miscella- 
neous property  at  the  camp. 

My  expenditures,  as  per  vouchers  on  file  in  this  depart- 
ment, including  pitching  and  striking  camp,  cleaning  camp, 
removal  of  refuse,  cleaning  buildings,  preparation  of  hos- 
pital, purchase  of  cots,  furniture,  flag  staffs,  hauling  of  tents, 
&c.,  care  of  lights  and  sinks,  express  charges,  telegrams, 
telephone  rent,  printing,  cleaning  and  packing  tents,  hos- 
pital attendance,  medicines,  &c.,  candles,  candlesticks,  wash 
basins,  &c.,  insurance,  expenses  of  officers  on  regular  duty, 
hire  of  horses,  &c.,  were  $1,001.01. 

COMMUTATION    OF    STORES. 

The  expenses  of  the  encampment  were  $4,464.75,  includ- 
ing railway  transportation.  The  latter,  in  the  case  of  the 
First  Regiment  particularly,  was  much  heavier  than  was  ex- 
pected. But  the  cost  of  the  whole  was  most  reasonable, 
there  being  about  1,100  men  present,  and  the  cost  for  each 
being  onl}'^  $4.  It  is  not  believed  that  so  low  a  figure,  con- 
sidering the  results,  has  ever  been  attained.     It  is  proper 
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that  I  should  say  that  with  all  the  matters  relative  to  the 
transportation  and  movement  of  the  troops  I  had  nothing 
to  do ;  all  those  matters  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Adjutant 
General. 

The  funds  with  which  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  en- 
campment were  procured  by  me  from  the  sale  of  stores. 
There  was  a  balance  to  the  State's  credit,  on  a  restored 
quota,  allowed  under  a  relief  act  of  Congress,  and  this,  or  a 
part  of  it,  was  utilized.  There  were  drawn  from  the  Gov- 
ernment in  February  and  April,  101  rifles,  50,000  revolver 
ball  cartridges,  250,000  rifle  ball  cartridges,  cal.  45,  and 
100,000  ball  cartridges,  cal.  50.  These  were  all  sold  to  the 
E.  C.  Meacham  Arms  Co.,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Their  cost,  as  laid 
^own  here  by  the  War  Department,  on  our  quota,  was 
$8,439.54.  By  exercising  special  care,  and  by  means  of 
much  correspondence,  I  procured  in  cash  for  these  stores 
$6,369.25,  the  discount  being  slightl}^  less  than  25  per  cent., 
or  the  best  rate  I  have  ever  been  able  to  secure.  His  Ex- 
cellency Gov.  Scales  ordered  the  commutation  of  $8,500  of 
stores.  All  the  arrangements  met  with  his  entire  approval. 
The  $6,369.25  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  to  the  credit 
of  the  State  Guard  fund,  by  the  Governor's  direction,  and 
I  have  the  proper  receipts  therefor. 

I  also  sold  some  old  and  useless  shell  and  canister  from 
the  arsenal,  to  the  State  of  Virginia,  for  $39  48.  There  were 
received  from  Col.  Robert  Bingham,  of  the  Bingham  school, 
for  stores  lost  and  not  accounted  for  $13.20,  and  from  Messrs. 
J.  H.  &  J.  C.  Horner  of  the  Horner  School,  $17.44,  on  the 
same  account.  All  these  sums  were  turned  into  the  State 
Treasury  and  receipts  taken  in  each  case. 
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INSURANCE    ON   STATE  MILITARY  PROPERTY. 

The  following  was  issued  to  the  entire  Guard : 

STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA, 

Quartermaster  General's  Department, 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  23,  1888. 
[Circular  No.  3.] 

Sir — Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  paragraph  333  of  the  State 
Guard  Regulations,  which  is  as  follows  : 

"  The  arms  and  equipments  belonging  to  the  State  shall  be  insured  for 
three-fourths  their  value  ;  the  premium  to  be  paid  out  of  the  annual  ap- 
propriation made  by  the  State  to  the  company." 

Be  pleased  to  report  to  this  office  at  once  if  the  State  property  in  your 
possession  is  thus  insured.  If  it  is  not  insured,  you  are  directed  to  have 
the  proper  insurance  placed  upon  it,  and  to  report  the  fact  to  this  office. 

Where  overcoats  and  clothing  are  issued  they  must  also  be  insured  for 
three-fourths  their  value,  since  the  intention  of  the  law  is  to  thus  cover 
all  State  property  of  a  military  character. 

The  value  of  the  property  in  your  possession  is  $ This  is  to  be 

used  as  a  basis  for  the  insurance. 

When  military  property  belonging  to  the  State  is  destroyed  by  fire,  the 
officer  in  command  of  the  organization  holding  it  should  collect  the  in- 
surance and  forward  the  amount  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  who 
will  cover  it  into  the  State  Treasury.  Accompanying  the  money  thus 
sent  to  the  Quartermaster  General  should  be  a  report  of  the  property  thus 
lost.  The  Quartermaster  General  will  then  drop  the  property  from  the 
general  return  as  "destroyed,"  and  will  give  credit  to  the  company  for 
such  stores. 

Careful  attention  to  this  matter  will  relieve  both  officers  and  bonds- 
men from  great  resijonsibility,  and  will  at  the  same  time  protect  the 
State.

ORDNANCE    DP:PARTMENT. 

While  being  in  charge  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
the  duties  of  chief  of  ordnance  have  also,  by  command  of 
his  Excellency  the  Governor,  devolved  upon  me.  The  op- 
erations in  this  department  have  been  the  most  extensive  in 
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years.  The  detailed  statements  will  show  the  transactions, 
both  as  to  receipts  and  disbursements.  Cavalry  saddles, 
bridles,  &c.,  were  drawn  and  issued  to  the  Scotland  Neck 
Mounted  Riflemen.  The  arms  of  the  disbanded  Piedmont 
Riflemen,  of  Mooresville,  were  turned  over  to  the  Charlotte 
Light  Infantry,  which  is  completel}'  equipped  for  field  ser- 
vice. One  hundred  of  the  cal.  45  service  rifles,  with  Buffing- 
ton  sights,  were  received  and  were  sold  by  the  Governor's 
order,  as  appears  in  the  statement  as  to  commutation  of  stores. 
Twenty  more  of  such  rifles,  and  also  twenty  cadet  rifles,  were 
received  for  regular  issue. 

The  Palmyra  Home  Guard  was  disbanded  and  the  stores 
in  its  possession  turned  in.  The  arms  in  the  possession  of 
the  Bingham  School,  issued  by  the  State,  were  also  turned 
in,  a  new  issue  having  been  made  to  that  school  direct,  by 
the  U.  S.  War  Department,  under  an  act  of  Congress. 

The  following  companies,  in  addition  to  the  Charlotte 
Light  Infantry,  were  equipped  :  The  Warren  Guards,  Co. 
"  F."  First  Regiment ;  the  Reidsville  Rifles,  Co.  "  G,"  Third 
Regiment ;  the  Lumber  Bridge  Light  Infantry,  Co.  "  B," 
Second  Regiment;  the  Guilford  Grays,  Co.  "  B,"  Third  Regi- 
ment; the  Asheville  Light  Infantry,  Co.  "  F,"  Fourth  Regi- 
ment ;  the  Rocky  Mount  Light  Infantry,  Co.  "  D,"  Second 
Regiment ;  the  Vance  Guards,  Co.  "  C,"  Third  Regiment ;  in 
all  eight  companies.  A  number  of  other  companies  were 
issued  additional  equipments,  and  the  Wilmington  Light 
Infantry,  Co.  "C,"  Second   Regiaient,  was  issued  new  rifles. 

There  was  a  new  departure  during  the  past  year,  this  be- 
ing the  issue  of  the  year's  allowance  of  ball  and  blank  cart- 
ridges to  each  company  in  Januar3\  This  plan  is  found  to 
work  well.  There  is  a  supply  of  ball  cartridges  in  the  Ar- 
senal for  issue  on  this  year's  allowance.  There  was  only 
one  special  call  for  ammunition  during  the  year,  that  being 
from  Co.  "G,"  First  Regiment,"  of  Washington. 
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THE  ARSENAL. 

The  stores  in  the  Arsenal,  both  quartermasters'  and  ord- 
nance, are  in  good  condition,  though  the  building  is  unsuit- 
able, and  there  is  not  nearl}'^  enough  space.  The  stores  are 
crowded  together,  any  attempt  to  secure  order  being 
nearly  useless.  There  are  on  hand  overcoats  for  sixteen 
companies,  and  127  rifles  ready  for  issue.  Of  these  40  will 
be  issued  a  recently  accepted  company  at  Concord.  The 
State  will  probably  be  called  upon  in  the  course  of  the  pres- 
ent year  to  arm  the  battalion  at  the  State  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College,  and  the  other  87  rifles  ought  to  be  kept 
in  reserve  for  this  purpose. 

AN    IMMENSE    INCREASE    OF    WORK. 

The  statements  will  show  the  receipts  and  issues  of  all 
stores,  and  the  number  now  on  hand.  Monthly  reports,  in 
triplicate,  are  by  orders  required  to  be  made  to  the  Gover- 
nor and  Adjutant  General.  Reports  which  require  exceed- 
ing care  are  also  required  to  be  made  the  Secretary  of  War 
both  for  quartermaster's  and  ordnance  stores.  The  office 
work  is  therefore  heavy,  and  in  many  branches.  The  pay 
allowance  is  a  mere  pittance  for  an  officer  who  has  a  dual 
accountability  — to  the  Stale  and  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, and  upon  whom  such  a  burden  of  responsibilit}''  is 
placed.  Under  the  new  act  of  Congress,  increasing  the 
State's  quota  to  $10,138.00,  there  are  imposed  duties 
and  obligations  never  before  required,  and  this  state  of  affairs 
is  respectfully  called  to  your  attention. 

By  reference  to  the  statements  of  the  receipts  and  issues  of 
ordnance  and  qartermasters'  stores,  and  of  those  now  on 
hand,  it  will  be  observed  that  considerable  stores  are  drop- 
ped or  taken  up.  All  the  stores  in  the  Arsenal  were  over- 
hauled during  the  year.  Old,  and  in  some  cases  dropped  or 
condemned  ones,  were  utilized  in  making  repairs,  so  that  two 
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useless  articles  were  made  into  one  issuable  one.  All  stores 
entirely  useless  were  dropped.  New  blank  forms  were 
adopted  which  show  all  these  features  of  the  work.  The 
tent  pins  dropped  were  lost  or  broken  at  the  encampment. 
The  cloth  dropped  was  an  allowance  for  cutting  and  shrink- 
age, all  cloth  having  been  turned  over  direct  from  the  Phil- 
adelphia depot  of  the  United  States  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment to  Jacob  Reed's  Sons,  of  that  city.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF   THE  ENGINEER-IN-CHIEF.

General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina  : 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  my  operations 
as  Engineer-in-Chief  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guards  since 
my  appointment  in  May  last. 

A  few  weeks  prior  to  the  time  designated  for  the  annual 
encampment  of  the  State  Guards,  I  visited  the  point  on 
Wrightsville  Sound  already  selected  for  the  encampment  of 
the  State  Guards,  accompanied  by  Col.  Fred.  A.  Olds,  Quar- 
termaster General,  and  Col.  Wm.  C.  Jones  of  the  2d  Regi- 
ment, and,  with  their  assistance,  staked  out  the  outlines  of  the 
encampment  by  regiments.  These  outlines  were  admirably 
and  accurately  filled  out  and  completed  by  Col.  Olds. 

The  plot  of  ground  selected  had  admirable  topographical 
advantages,  which  were  fully  taken  advantage  of  in  locating 
the  camps  of  the  regiments.  From  the  summit  of  the  plot 
of  ground  the  surface  sloped  in  three  directions :  One  slope 
towards  the  Sound,  on  which  was  located  the  2d  and  4th 
Regiments,  they  fitting  the  extent  of  the  slope  very  well ; 
one  facing  the  turnpike,  on  which  was  located  the  3d  Regi- 
ment, the  length  of  their  line  of  camp  corresponding  well 
with  the  extent  of  this  slope ;  one  facing  Bradley's  Creek,  on 
which  was  located  the  camp  of  the  1st  Regiment,  and  on  its 
right  flank  the  Scotland  Neck  Cavalry.  This  location  of  the 
regiments  left,  in  rear  of  them  all  and  on  top  of  the  plot  of 
ground,  ample  room  for  all  the  mess  halls  and  kitchens  of 
all  the  regiments.  This  location  of  the  camps  rendered 
drainage  and  policing  of  the  encampment  easy  and  complete , 
as  the  experience  of  "the  ten  days  of  encampment  fully 
proved. 
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After  careful  examination  of  other  points  on  Wrightsville 
Sound  convenient!}^  located  to  the  Seacoast  Railroad,  I  have 
concluded  that  the  site  of  the  last  encampment  is  far  supe- 
rior to  all  others  in  every  particular — topography,  sea-breeze? 
hygiene,  drinking  water  and  bathing  facilities,  &c. 

In  this  examination  I  was,  at  my  request,  accompanied  by 
Col.  Olds,  Quartermaster  General,  Col.  Hubert  Haywood,  and 
Col.  Carl  Woodruff,  of  the  United  States  Army,  all  of  whom 
fully  agree  with  me  in  my  conclusions. 

I  think  more  room  for  the  encampment  should  be  secured, 
if  possible,  in  order  that  all  the  regiments  may  have  their 
camps  to  face  the  Sound,  and  to  enlarge  the  parade  grounds 
for  drill,  brigade  movements,  and  reviews.  The  ground 
across  the  turnpike  presents  the  same  topographical  advan- 
tages as  the  last  encampment  site.  The  turnpike  could  be 
moved  to  pass  around  this  addition  at  small  expense.  By 
obtaining  this  enlargement,  we  would  have  an  excellent  site 
for  the  erection  of  a  water  battery  for  the  drill  of  the  Guards 
in  heavy  artillery,  and  in  target  practice  with  the  heavy 
guns. 

A  sea-wall  of  about  two  feet  in  height  can  readily  and 
cheaply  be  constructed  along  the  shore  of  the  Sound  in  front 
of  the  parade  grounds,  which  in  a  few  years  would  catch 
the  washings  from  the  higher  ground  sufficiently  to  render 
the  marsh  solid  enough  to  be  used  for  drill  and  parade  pur- 
poses, or,  if  preferred,  the  marsh  could  be  soon  filled  in  with 
oyster  shells  and  soil  out  to  the  sea-wall,  making  that  space 
available  at  once. 

A  turnout  from  the  main  line  of  the  Seacoast  Railroad 
can  be  very  cheaply  constructed  into  the  encampment,  and 
will  be  less  than  half  a  mile  in  length.  The  ground  is  well 
adapted  to  the  building  of  such  a  turnout. 

The  topography  of  this  plot  of  ground  is  so  well  adapted 
to  perfect  drainage  that  a  windmill,  or  small  steam  engine, 
could  be  used  to  supply  the  camps  with  all  the  water  needed 
for  drinking,  cooking,  washing,  and  sewerage  purposes. 
Cheap  sewerage  pipes  can  readily  be  laid  from  the  camps  to

the  Sound,  and  the  incline  is  amply  sufficient  to  carry  off  all 
the  debris,  and  the  tides  will  render  its  accumulation  impos- 
sible. The  sinks  could  be  done  away  with,  which  are  alwaj'-s 
the  most  disagreeable  and  objectionable  experiences  of  camp 
life  where  so  many  troops  are  congregated. 

For  a  permanent  encampment  for  the  annual  mobilizing 
of  the  State  Guards,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending 
this  place  to  your  consideration,  on  account  of  the  many  ad- 
vantages I  have  enumerated.  It  is  very  far  superior  in  all 
respects  to  any  place  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called, 
or  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge.

report  of  colonel  anthony. 

Headquarters  Fourth  Regiment,  N.  C.  S.  G., 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  December  1,  1888. 

General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  : 

Sir  :  In  conformity  with  sections  201  and  202,  State  Guard  Regulations, 
I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  my  annual  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Code,  I  visited  all  of  my 
companies,  with  the  exception  of  Company  A,  Statesville,  upon  notice 
from  Inspector  General  Col.  F.  H.  Cameron,  whom  I  accompanied.  The 
single  exception,  as  above  named,  was  caused"  by  an  attack  of  rheuma- 
tism, from  which  I  was  just  then  recovering,  and  was  a  source  of  much 
regret  on  my  part,  as  I  desired  very  much  to  be  with  the  Colonel  upon 
his  visit  to  that  company. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report,  that  on  the  tour  of  inspection  above 
referred  to,  I  found  the  companies  in  a  very  fair  condition,  with  one  ex- 
ception, that  of  Company  D,  reports  of  which  have  already  been  trans- 
mitted to  you. 

I  have  the  honor  to  further  report,  that  I  visited,  on  my  personal  tour 
of  inspection,  as  per  requirements  of  the  Code,  all  of  my  companies  dur- 
ing the  months  of  September,  October  and  November. 

On  that  tour,  I  am  sorry  to  state,  that  I  did  not  find  the  companies  in 
as  good  condition  as  I  had  hoped  ;  the  numbers  were  smaller  than  they 
should  have  been,  the  arms  were  not  in  as  good  condition  as  they  should 
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be  kept  in,  and  some  were  not  serviceable.  The  latter  evils  I  took  occa- 
sion to  strongly  condemn  and  ordered  corrected,  all  of  which  lias  since 
been  reported  to  me  as  having  been  complied  with. 

The  small  percentage  of  numbers  present  in  most  of  the  companies 
was  occasioned  by  confinement  to  business,  those  being  the  busiest 
months  of  the  year. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  annual  inspection  by 
the  field  commanders  of  their  respective  commands.  They  can  have 
then  the  opportunity  of  impressing  upon  eaqh  the  importance  of  their 
individuality,  pointing  out  defects,  and  causing  them  to  be  remedied. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  that  my 
companies  have  all  responded  j^romptly  with  tlieir  monthly  reports  of 
parades  and  inspections,  Avith  the  single  exception  of  Company  F,  of 
Asheville,  which  failed  to  get  its  reports  in  for  the  months  of  August 
and  September  in  time  to  be  included  in  my  consolidated  reports.  The 
cause,  as  assigned  by  its  commander.  Avas  his  continued  and  unavoid- 
able absence,  his  subordinate  commissioned  officers  being  in  business 
which  kept  them  on  the  road,  left  the  company  without  a  commissioned 
officer  present  for  duty,  hence  the  failure  to  report ;  that,  however, 
should  not  have  prevented  their  report,  for  every  non-commissioned 
officer  in  the  Guard  should  be  able  and  competent,  in  the  absence  of 
commissioned  officers,  to  act  in  tlieir  stead.  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
the  company  has  recently  changed  its  Lieutenants,  and  I  hope  for  better 
results  from  the  company. 

Sections  269  and  270  of  the  Code,  referring  to  company  reports,  have 
previously  been  one  of  the  great  difficulties,  companies  seeming  to  pay 
such  little  regard  to  them.  General  Order,  No.  3,  has,  however,  happily 
remedied  that  evil. 

You  are  aware  that  Company  F  is  one  of  the  companies  which  is  de- 
barred the  appropriation,  hence  General  Order,  No.  3,  does  not  so  vitally 
bear  upon  them. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  the 
number  of  companies  to  be  beneficiaries  in  the  annual  appropriation  be 
increased  to  40,  instead  of  25,  as  at  present;  and  in  said  increase,  pro- 
vide for  a  thorough  formation  of  the  regiments,  which  at  present  are  so 
deficient  in  point  of  numbers  of  comi:)anies.  The  forty  companies  would 
then  fill  the  four  regiments,  and  constitute  one  full  brigade,  which,  I 
tliink,  should  be  organized  by  the  appointment  of  a  Brigadier  General  to 
take  command,  thereby  perfecting  the  organization  of  the  State  Guard. 

It  must  appear  evident  that,  to  increase  the  Guard  above  25  companies 
and  maintain  them  creditably,  they  must  all  share  alike.  It  does  not 
seem  just  to  expect  the  same  of  a  com2)any  that  does  not  receive  the  ap- 
propriation that  you  would  of  one  which  does. 

Our  State,  through  the  annual  Federal  appropriation,  is  now  enabled 
to  supply  its  Guard  with  all  necessary  equipage,  or  will  be  with  the  next

quota.  That  relieves  the  men  of  a  very  grievous  burden,  heretofore 
borne  cheerfully  with  great  credit  to  them.  It  also  renders  the  organ- 
ization much  more  perfect,  and  better  prepared  to  respond  at  short 
notice  for  duty. 

I  think  legislation  should  be  asked  for,  by  which  provision  should  be 
made  for  an  annual  encampment  of  the  entire  Guard.  It  would  not  re- 
quire a  large  amovmt,  and  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  the  proper  train- 
ing of  the  troops.  They  should  be  held  each  year  for  ten  days,  and  sub- 
jected to  a  thorough  course  of  perfect  discipline.  Experience  lias  taught 
me  that  when  such  a  great  time  elapses  between  the  encampments  as 
has  between  those  two  which  we  have  had,  the  training  learned  is  for- 
gotten and  has  to  be  learned  over  again.  That  was  most  clearly  demon- 
strated with  guard  mounting  and  sentry  duty  at  our  last  encamjsment. 

On  July  16th,  I  received  orders  to  embark  my  entire  command  and 
report  at  Camp  Pender,  Wrightsville,  N.  C.  Accordingly,  orders  were 
issued  and  complied  with  by  the  several  companies,  and  the  order  to  re- 
port was  fulfilled  on  the  evening  (jf  July  17tli,  five  companies  moving 
by  way  of  C.  C.  Railway  and  two  by  way  of  R.  and  D.  and  the  Coast  Line 
Railway  comj^anies.  During  the  ten  days  of  the  encampment,  I  am  glad 
to  say,  the  men  deported  themselves  in  a  manner  very  commendable,  no 
case  of  insubordination  occurring  in  my  command,  and  not  a  single  case 
of  incarceration. 

There  was  not  a  case  of  drunkenness  in  the  command  that  was  reported 
to  me,  and  but  one  which  came  under  my  observation,  and  that  one  tried 
very  hard  to  conceal  it.  Such  deportment  was  very  gratifying  to  me, 
when  there  was  ample  opportunity  for  the  men  to  have  acted  differently. 

I  regard  our  encampment  as  having  been  quite  instructive  and  of 
great  benefit,  and  with  a  little  more  discipline,  would  have  been  even 
more  so. 

During  the  year  I  have  received  General  Orders  Nos.  1  to  15,  and  Cir- 
culars Nos.  1  and  2.  The  same  were  promptly  distributed  to  the  several 
companies  constituting  this  command.  Special  Orders  from  these  Head- 
quarters, Nos.  1  and  2,  are  all  that  were  issued  during  the  year,  and 
were  of  minor  importance. 

Referring  to  the  use  of  troops  in  aid  of  the  civil  law,  one  case  occurred 
in  my  command,  the  same  having  been  fully  reported  to  Genei'al  Head- 
quarters. In  commenting  upon  this  question,  I  will  state  that  I  think 
the  law  bearing  upon  the  ordering  out  of  troops  should  be  more  clearly 
defined,  and  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  can  be  reached  from  almost 
every  point  by  w-ire,  he  should  be  called  upon  in  such  cases.  CompEyiy 
E,  of  Charlotte,  were  the  troops  called  upon,  and  responded  promptly  ; 
and  within  six  hours  from  the  call  had  the  marauders  in  jail.  This  is 
one  of  the  proofs  of  the  worth  of  the  Guard,  and  demonstrates  fully 
what  a  soothing  efiiect  its  presence  i^roduces  upon  those  who  are  dis- 
posed to  ignore  the  civil  arm  of  the  law.

REPORT  OF  COLONEL  GLENN. 


Headquarters  Third  Regiment  N.  C.  S.  G. 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  December  8th,  1888. 

General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina : 

Sir:  In  conformity  with  sections  201  and  202,  State  Guard  Regulations, 
I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  my  annual  report.  I  am  glad  to  say  my 
entire  regiment  is  in  fine  condition,  better  than  I  have  ever  known  it 
before  during  the  six  years  I  have  had  the  honor  to  command  it.  I  had 
hoped  to  visit  each  company  of  my  command  at  the  same  time  they 
were  olficially  inspected  by  Colonel  Cameron,  and  was  witli  him  during 
his  visits  to  Winston  and  at  this  place,  but  the  notices  I  received  of  his 
visits  to  my  other  companies  were  received  too  late  for  me  to  reach  the 
places  designated,  before  inspection;  1  have,  however,  visited  all  the 
companies  of  my  regiment  except  Companies  C  and  E,  and  my  business 
has  been  such  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  them  at  their  homes, 
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but  as  they  both  attended  encampments  with  full  ranks,  I  am  fully  sat- 
isfied as  to  their  proficiency,  discipline,  &c.  On  the  5th  of  last  May  I 
had  the  honor  to  command  Companies  A,  B,  D,  G  and  I,  of  my  regi- 
ment, and  Co.  A,  3d  Virginia  Volunteers,  who  were  invited  here  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  celebration  of  the  first  anniversary  of  the  formation  of 
the  Battle  Ground  Association,  and  to  be  the  guests  of  that  association. 
The  troops  were  formed  in  this  city  and  marched  to  the  C.  F.  &  Y.  V. 
R.  R.,  and  were  thence  transported  by  railroad  to  the  "  Battle  Ground," 
where  they  were  reviewed  by  his  Excellency  Hon.  A.  M.  Scales,  Gov- 
ernor and  Commander-in-Chief,  upon  the  ground  where,  one  hundred 
and  seven  years  ago  the  triumphant  march  of  Lord  Cornwallis  was 
checked  and  the  surrender  at  Yorktown  made  possible.  On  the  7th  of 
May  I  addressed  the  following  circular  letter  to  the  troops  under  my 
command:

Circular  Letter  No.  1. 

The  Colonel  commanding  the  Third  Regiment  N.  C.  State  Guard 
desires  to  return  his  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
several  companies  of  his  regiment,  and  those  of  Company  A,  3d  Virginia 
Volunteers  (Danville  Grays  ,  who  were  under  his  command  at  the  recent 
celebration  of  the  "  Battle  of  Guilford  Court  House,"  for  their  prompt 
and  cheerful  obedience  to  orders  and  excellent  good  conduct  throughout 
the  day,  and  to  congratulate  them,  one  and  all,  on  their  handsome,  sol- 
dierly appearance  and  highly  commendable  display  of  efficiency  and 
discipline. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  this  reunion  is  the  beginning  of  a  series  to  be 
held  in  the  different  cities  where  our  companies  are  located,  for  by  being 
thrown  together  as  a  battalion,  it  not  only  gives  the  members  of  each 
company  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  progress  made  by  the  others, 
and  thus  stimulate  all  to  renewed  exertions,  but  it  enables  the  officers 
and  men  to  familiarize  themselves  with  battalion  drills,  parades,  reviews, 
&c.  ;  and  being  thrown  together  they  soon  know  each  other,  and  attach- 
ments and  friendships  spring  up,  which  not  only  render  them  more  anx- 
ious to  attend  the  regular  State  Encampments,  but  also  causes  them  to 
take  as  much  pride  in  their  regiment  as  they  do  in  their  companies. 

In  behalf  of  the  companies  present,  I  hereby  tender  our  thanks  to  the 
Battle  Ground  Association  for  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  extended  to 
all,  and  assure  them  our  hearts  are  with  them  in  their  patriotic  efforts 
to  honor  the  memory  of  the  heroes  of  Guilford  Court  House,  and  to  say 
to  them  we  will  always  be  glad  to  render  them  any  assistance  in  our 
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power.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  "  Greensboro  Cornet  Band," 
who  so  kindly  and  willingly  acted  as  the  regimental  band  and  furnished 
all  the  music  for  the  occasion.

My  regiment  was  assembled  at  Wriglitsville  on  July  17th,  every  com- 
pany being  present  with  full  ranks  and  in  fine  condition  ;  they  made 
great  progress  towards  proficiency  in  battalion  drill  and  in  the  duties  of 
camp  life,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  members  of  each 
company  seemed  to  vie  with  each  otJier  in  seeing  who  could  conduct 
themselves  in  the  most  soldierly  and  gentlemanly  manner.  They  wei'e 
prompt  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  rendered  most 
cheerful  obedience  to  their  officers,  and  not  a  man  in  my  entire  com- 
mand was  punished  for  any  offence.  The  camp  was  beautifully  situated, 
and  if  the  ground  could  be  bought  it  would  be  a  most  desirable  one  for  a 
permanent  encampment,  which,  I  think,  would  be  of  great  benefit  to 
the  State  Guai'd. 

I  was  invited  to  Durham  on  the  11th  of  October  to  take  command  of 
the  companies  that  were  invited  there  to  tlie  Exposition.  Five  compa- 
nies of  my  regiment  (Go's  A,  C,  D,  G  and  I,)  were  present,  but  owing  to 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather  the  parade  was  dispensed  with.  The 
competitive  drill  took  place,  however,  in  the  rain.  Company  I  of  my 
regiment  took  the  second  prize.  This  is  the  second  competitive  drill  this 
company  has  taken  part  in  this  fall,  and  in  both  drills  obtained  a  prize. 

Three  companies  of  my  regiment  are  new  companies,  Companies  B 
and  C  being  organized  last  spring  and  Company  G  in  the  fall  of  1887, 
so  that  of  the  !;;7,500.00  that  will  be  paid  out  to  the  State  Guard  for  this 
year  the  Third  Regiment  will  only  receive  $1,200.00;  though  I  most 
earnestly  hope  Company  G  will  also  be  allowed  the  appropriation,  as 
this  company  lias  complied,  in  every  respect,  with  General  Orders,  No. 
2,  series  of  1887,  and  General  Orders,  No.  3,  series  of  1888,  and  I  learn 
there  is  a  company  older  than  this  one  that  has  not  so  done. 

Having  two  well  armed  and  disciplined  companies  in  the  town  of 
Reidsville,  one  with  fifty  members  and  the  other  forty-five,  may  some 
day  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  State,  for  in  case  of  a  riot  or  insur- 
rection in  any  town  in  the  State,  the  Governor  would  not  like  to  order 
a  company  away  from  its  own  home  to  their  assistance  and  leave  it 
defenceless,  especially  where  there  was  only  one  company  ;  but  in  this 
case  one  company  can  be  ordered  to  the  assistance  of  any  other  town, 
and  at  the  same  time  leave  the  town  of  Reidsville  well  guarded.  Com- 
pany E  was  called  upon  by  the  civil  authorities  and  rendered  most  effi- 
cient aid,  an  account  of  which  I  have  heretofore  rendered.     Company 
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D  also  rendered  very  effectual  aid  when  it  was  feared  there  would  be 
very  serious  trouble  in  the  town  of  Durham. 

Every  company  in  my  regiment  has  over  forty  members,  and  has  held 
monthly  parades  and  reported  the  fact  to  me,  and  I  have  reports  in  my 
office  for  every  month  in  the  year.  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  you  have  furnished  to  each  regiment  a  book,  the  counterpart  of  the 
consolidated  monthly  reports,  so  that  a  copy  of  each  report  can  be  kept 
for  reference,  and  to  be  examined  by  the  Inspector  General  annually. 
I  would  also  recommend  each  regiment  be  furnished  a  letter  book  in 
which  copies  of  all  official  letters  shall  be  taken  by  impress.  I  think 
some  provision  should  be  made  to  pay  the  expenses  of  line  officers  who 
attend  the  Biennial  elections  of  Field  Officers,  allowing  each  company 
to  be  represented  by  one  officer,  at  least,  at  expense  of  State. 

As  the  traveling  expenses,  stationery,  &c.,  &c.,  of  each  Colonel  will 
probably  not  exceed  the  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  allowed  by  law, 
the  unexpended  balance 'might,  I  think,  be  allowed  for  this  purpose. 

I  think  the  field  officers  of  a  regiment  should  alone  be  the  judges  as 
to  the  competency  of  the  line  officers  of  their  regiments,  and  I  think  that 
before  a  commission  is  issued,  the  candidate  should  be  examined  by  at 
least  one  of  the  field  officers  of  his  regiment,  and  if,  upon  his  recom- 
mendation, endorsed  by  the  Colonel,  a  commission  is  granted,  no  further 
examination  should  be  required  for  promotion. 

I  am  very  sure  that  annual  encampments  will  be  of  incalculable  bene- 
fit to  the  State  Guard,  and  I  hope  that  every  effort  possible  will  be  made 
to  accomj^lish  this  end,  I  also  hope  a  Brigadier  General  of  the  line  will 
be  appointed  to  take  command  of  the  entire  State  Guard  whenever  they 
are  ordered  into  camp  as  a  brigade,  as  I  am  very  sure  that  the  kindly 
feelings  which  should  exist  between  all  line  and  staff  officers  in  the  ser- 
vice will  be  very  much  promoted  by  this  action.

Sir  :  In  conformity  with  sections  201  and  202,  State  Guard  Regula- 
tions, I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  my  annual  report,  and  request  that 
you  pardon  the  delay,  caused  by  my  being  unexpectedly  called  to 
Hillsboro  to  see  my  father,  who  was  quite  ill. 
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I  regret  to  say  I  found  it  impossible  to  pay  an  official  visit  to  each  com- 
pany of  my  regiment,  and  beg  to  remind  you  that  Governor  Scales  re- 
lieved me  of  this  duty  for  reasons  given  in  mine  of  September  12.  As 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  officers  under  my  command,  I  feel  certain  that 
there  are  none  in  the  Guard  who  are  more  zealous,  painstaking,  and 
better  qualified  in  all  respects  than  they,  to  fill  the  positions  they  occupy. 
I  sincerely  hope,  for  the  credit  of  the  State  and  efficiency  of  the  Guard, 
that  our  next  Legislature  will  make  an  appropriation  for  an  annual  en- 
campment, and  also  increase  the  yearly  appropriation  to  each  company 
to,  say  about  |uOO  ;  and  I  think,  also,  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  limit 
to  be  extended  from  twenty -five  to  thirty-five  companies,  and  to  have  a 
board  for  examining  officers,  and  would  also  suggest  that  the  different 
regiments  be  furnished  with  signaling  equipments,  which  I  have  no 
doubt  would  be  furnished  by  the  Signal  Service  Department  at  Wash- 
ington, if  proper  action  was  taken  to  secure  them  from  Congress. 

I  think  the  regimental  bands  should  have  annual  appropriations.  I 
regard  it  as  impossible  to  hold  a  successful  encampment  without  music, 
and  as  good  instruments  are  very  expensive,  State  aid  should  be  fur- 
nished. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  War  Department  in  Sep- 
tember last  relative  to  the  erection  of  a  sea  coast  battery.  We  should 
certainly  have  a  battery  so  as  to  give  our  men  an  opportunity  to  learn 
something  else  besides  infantry  di-ill. 

It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  report  an  increase  in  my  regiment  of  about 
one  hundred  men  since  January  1st,  1887.  I  shall,  during  the  coming 
year,  urge  upon  my  company  officers  to  drill  in  skirmishing,  to  practice 
guard  diity  at  the  armory,  have  details  made  for  target  practice,  and 
also  to  learn  signaling. 

While  at  Camp  Pender,  prizes  were  offered  in  the  2d  Regiment  for  the 
best  individual  shot,  and  also  the  best  team;  the  former  was  won  by  Ser- 
geant E.  L.  Pemberton,  of  Co.  A,  and  the  latter  by  the  team  from  Co.  A. 

Should  we  have  an  encampment  next  year  I  hope  we  may  have  the 
pleasure  of  having  Col.  Woodruff  with  us,  for  we  are  indebted  to  him 
for  many  valuable  suggestions;  and  the  host  of  friends  he  made  while 
with  us,  I  am  sure,  will  be  delighted  to  see  him  again.

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina  : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  my  annual  report,  in  con- 
formity with  Section  201  of  the  State  Guard  Regulations.  During  the 
year  I  have  visited  and  inspected  five  of  the  companies  of  the  regiment, 
detailed  reports  of  which  were  forwarded  to  you*  at  the  time.  I  had 
made  arrangements  to  accompany  Col.  Cameron,  Inspector  General,  on 
his  visits  to  the  other  companies,  but  was  prevented  by  unforeseen  and 
unavoidable  circumstances. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  several  comiianies,  at  present 
composing  the  regiment,  are  all  in  excellent  condition  except  in  uniforms, 
having  shown  a  decided  improvement  during  the  year  ;  all  of  them  hav- 
ing increased  their  membership  and  improved  in  discipline  and  efficiency, 
and  there  seems  to  be  more  interest  felt  in  the  Guards  than  for  years 
past.  Only  two  of  the  companies,  E  and  G,  have  been  supplied  with  the 
State  Regulation  Uniforms,  but  I  trust  all  may  be  at  an  early  date,  as 
the  uniforms  are  soklierly  and  serviceable,  and  several  of  the  companies 
need  uniforms  very  much — companies  A  and  C. 

Only  two  companies,  A  and  C,  have  as  yet  been  supplied  with  over- 
coats, but  all  will  be  as  soon  as  bonds  are  satisfactorily  arranged,  so  I 
am  informed  by  Quarter  Master  General. 

All  of  the  companies  of  the  regiment  reported  proiuptly  for  duty  at 
Camp  Pender,  at  Wrightsville,  on  July  17th,  report  of  July  19th  showing 
283  present  for  duty.  All  of  the  duties  of  Camp  were  cheerfully  and 
promptly  performed,  the  daily  drills  showing  a  daily  improvement,  all 
alike  being  anxious  to  learn,  and  I  am  satisfied  the  Encampment  resulted 
in  great  good  to  the  entire  Guard. 

On  several  occasions  the  services  of  some  of  the  companies  of  the  regi- 
ment have  been  required  to  assist  the  civil  authorities,  and  have  always 
been  promptly  and  effectively  rendered.  Reports  of  the  services  were 
forwarded  to  you  at  the  time.  I  am  certain  that  the  prompt  assistance 
given  the  civil  authorities,  has,  in  more  than  one  instance,  prevented 
bloodshed. 

In  this  connection,  believing  as  I  do  that  an  efficient,  well  organized 
and  disciplined  State  Guard' is  necessary,  I  would  respectfully  ask  that 
the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  give  such  recognition,  aid  and  encour- 
agement to  the  Guard  as  they  deserve,  and  make  an  appropriation  suffi- 
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cient  to  procure  a  site  for  a  permanent  encampment,  and  to  put  it  in 
proper  condition  when  secured.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  number 
of  companies  to  which  an  appropriation  is  at  present  made  be  increased 
to  forty,  thus  giving  to  each  of  the  four  regiments  ten  companies.  I 
also  think  it  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Guard  were  a  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed,  a  certificate  of  proficiency  from  whom  should  be 
required  of  every  officer  before  a  commission  be  issued  to  him. 

Company  K,  Palmyra  Home  Guard,  which  was  temporarily  attached 
to  this  regiment,  was  disbanded  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
and  all  State  property  in  their  possession  turned  into  proper  offices. 

Believing  that  the  Encampment  last  July  was  very  beneficial,  I  sin- 
cerely trust  we  may  be  able  to  have  one  each  year,  thereby,  in  my  opinion, 
assuring  a  very  efficient  military  oi'ganization  which  will  be  a  credit  to 
the  State  as  well  as  themselves.

I.— ASSISTANCE  TO  THE  SHERIFF  OF  MECKLENBURG. 

eeport  of  captain  robertson. 

Headquarters  Company  E,  4th  Reg't  N.  C.  S.  G., 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  August  20,  1888. 
Colonel  J.  T.  Anthony, 

Commanding  4:th  Reg't  N.  C.  S.  O. 

Sir  :  On  Saturday  last,  the  18th  instant,  Sheriff  Coope,r  of  this  County, 
called  upon  me  to  assist  him  with  my  company  in  executing  a  bench 
warrant  issued  by  Judge  Meares,  at  that  time  holding  a  term  of  the 
Criminal  Court  for  this  County. 

The  demand  was  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Court,  and  at  the  instance 
of  Solicitor  Wilson,  and  was  of  so  imperative  a  character  that  I  con- 
ceived it  to  be  my  duty  to  respond  at  once.  In  compliance,  therefore, 
with  the  summons  of  the  Sheriff,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Article  24,  Sec.  1142,  of  the  State  Code  of  Regulations,  I  caused  the 
members  of  my  company  to  be  assembled  at  the  Armory  in  fatigue  uni- 
form and  under  arms,  and  after  supplying  each  man  with  twenty  rounds 
of  ball  cartridges,  I  marched  the  company  to  the  passenger  depot  of  the 
R.  and  D.  Railroad,  and  embarked  by  I'ail  for  Mt.  Mourne,  a  station  on 
the  A.,  T.  and  O.  Railroad. 

At  this  point  we  left  the  train,  and  under  the  order  and  direction  of 
the  Sheriff  we  took  into  custody  about  sixty-five  negroes,  who  were 
charged  with  the  commission  of  various  acts  of  lawlessness  along  the 
j)ublic  highway  between  Charlotte  and  Davidson  College,  in  Mecklen- 
burg County. 

By  direction  of  the  Sheriff,  we  retained  twenty-four  of  these  persons 
under  arrest,  and  returned  with  them  to  Charlotte,  where  we  delivered 
them  up  to  the  Court  then  in  session.  The  other  prisoners  were  dis- 
charged from  custody,  as  there  seemed  to  be  no  legal  ground  upon 
which  to  hold  them.  Our  work  was  accomplished  in  exactly  six  hours 
from  the  time  the  command  "  fall  in"  was  given  in  the  Armory,  and  no 
accident  or  misadventure  of  any  kind  whatever  mai'red  this  tour  of 
duty. 

The  conduct  and  bearing  of  my  men  under  arms  was  soldierly  in  every 
sense  of  the  word,  and  entitles  every  one  of  them  to  public  commenda- 
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tion.  They  responded  to  the  call  to  duty  not  only  promjitly,  but  cheer- 
fully, and  performed  the  unpleasant  task  imposed  upon  them  in  a  man- 
ner highly  creditable  to  themselves  and  to  the  State  Guard,  of  which 
they  form  a  part. 

The  detachment  consisted  of  3  commissioned  officers,  5  sergeants,  4 
corporals,  and  17  privates,  aggregating  29,  rank  and  file.  Thirty-four 
men  reported  at  the  Armory,  but  five  were  excused  for  satisfactory 
reasons. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  cannot  refrain  from  saying,  that  even  the 
modest  service  rendered  by  my  company  ought  to  be  potential  in  satis- 
fying the  public  mind  of  the  utility  of  the  State  Guard,  and  of  its  effect- 
iveness as  an  aid  to  the  civil  authority.  A  general  recognition  of  this 
fact  by  the  people  would  go  very  far  towards  strengthening  our  hands, 
and  increasing  our  usefulness  as  conservators  of  the  peace.

II— RESISTANCE  TO  ATTEMPT  AT  RESCUE. 

REPORT  OF  MA,JOR  CAMPBELL. 

Headquarters  Company  A,  2d  Regiment  N.  C.  S.  G.  , 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  August  24,  1888. 
General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina : 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  Article  24, 
Section  1142,  regulations  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard,  on  Tuesday 
night,  the  21st  instant,  at  12:15  o'clock,  I  received  a  message  from  the 
Sheriff  of  Cumberland  county  retiuesting  me  to  order  my  company  out 
as  quickly  as  possible  to  assist  him  in  dispersing  a  riotous  crowd  of 
negroes  who  had  assembled  at  or  near  the  jail,  many  of  them  having 
guns  and  other  weapons.  The  men  of  my  command  were  all  at  their 
homes  and  asleep,  so  in  order  to  expedite  matters  I  determined  to  arouse 
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first  those  who  were  nearest  at  hand,  and  in  thirty  minutes  from  the 
time  I  received  the  Sheriff's  message  I  had  formed  my  company,  dis- 
tributed ammunition,  and  was  at  the  scene  of  the  disturbance  with 
twenty-eiglit  men,  and  eight  or  ten  others  joined  me  while  there.  The 
mob  was  very  quickly  and  quietly  dispersed  upon  my  arrival.  The 
leaders,  and  all  those  having  arms  in  their  hands,  were  arrested  and 
lodged  in  jail.  In  about  an  hour  and  a  half,  everything  being  perfectly 
quiet,  I  dismissed  my  company  with  instructions  to  meet  at  a  given 
signal  in  case  their  services  should  be  needed  again.  At  the  request  of 
the  Sheriff,  I  left  a  detail  of  ten  men  under  command  of  Captain  J.  C. 
Huske  to  do  patrol  and  guard  duty  for  the  remainder  of  the  night,  which 
duty  they  performed  faithfully  and  well.  The  promptness  with  which 
the  men  of  my  command  assembled,  and  the  very  high  state  of  disci- 
pline which  was  exhibited  by  them,  I  am  sure  has  never  been  excelled 
by  any  body  of  troops,  and  was  exceedingly  gratifying  to  me,  and  it 
stamps  them  as  soldiers  worthy  to  be  had  in  the  State's  service.

Ill— GUARDING  THE  JAIL  AT  OXFORD. 

REPORT  OF  LIEUTENANT  TAYLOR. 

Oxford,  N.  C,  September  15,  1888. 
Colonel  James  D.  Glenn, 

Greensboro,  N.  C: 
Dear  Sir:  Pursuant  to  instructions  from  his  Excellency,  Governor 
Scales,  my  company  has  been  at  the  disposal  of  the  civil  authorities  since 
the  night  of  the  3d  instant,  during  which  time  I  have  had  detailed  for  spe- 
cial guard  duty  fifteen  men,  officers  and  privates,  for  the  first  five  nights, 
and  since  that  time  eleven.  To-day  I  w^as  notified  that  I  need  not  place 
my  men  on  further  duty.  The  detail  was  placed  on  sentry  duty,  four 
men  at  a  time,  around  the  jail  to  guard  it  against  improper  intrusions. 
My  men  responded  cheerfully  to  the  commands,  and  were  ever  ready  to 
perform  this  unpleasant  task.  I  not  only  feel  proud  of  their  soldierly 
bearing  and  vetei-an-like  endurance,  but  am  satisfied  that  the  people  of 
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Oxford  and  the  county  at  large  appreciate  the  good  effect  of  the  organi- 
zation, and  in  the  future  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  maintain  its  pres- 
ent high  standing.

IV— RIOT  IN  WASHINGTON. 

BEPORT  OF   CAPTAIN  WARREN. 

Washington,  N.  C,  November  9,  1888, 
Colonel  John  W.  Gotten, 

Commanding  \st  Reg't  N.  C.  S.  G., 

Tarboro,  N.  C: 

Sir:  I  would  respectfully  report  the  action  of  this  company  at  the 
recent  riot  in  the  town  of  Washington,  N.  C.  On  Wednesday,  November 
7th,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  at  the  request  of  R.  T.  Hodges,  Sheriff  of  Beaufort 
County,  this  company  formed  at  its  armory  and  marched  to  Market 
Street,  near  the  Court-house,  where  a  riotous  bodj'  of  the  colored  people, 
numbering  about  two  hundred,  were  congregated.  This  body  was  soon 
dispersed  witliout  bloodshed.  At  one  time  the  situation  was  threaten- 
ing.    I  trust  the  trouble  is  now  over. 

The  armory  of  the  company,  which  is  insecure,  has  been  constantly 
guarded  since  the  riot  and  for  several  days  prior  thereto.  On  the  night 
of  tlie  riot  the  entire  company  was  kept  under  arms  at  the  armory. 

Out  of  a  membei'ship  of  61,  rank  and  file,  the  company  turned  out  at 
the  riot  three  officers  and  forty-six  (46)  privates  and  non-commissioned 
officers.  The  absentees  were  mainly  men  outside  the  County  of  Beau- 
fort, or  living  remote  from  the  town  of  Washington.  I  would  commend 
the  conduct  of  the  men  for  their  promptness  and  efficiency.

II.  The  morning  drill  will  be  restricted  exclusively  to  the  School  of 
the  Battalion  ;  the  afternoon  to  the  Skirmish  Drill,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered  by  the  officer  commanding  the  camj). 

III.  Each  Regimental  Commander  will  assemble  his  company  officers 
at  the  appointed  hour  each  day,  at  regimental  headquarters,  for  theoreti- 
cal instruction  in  tactics  and  guard  duty. 

IV.  Company  commanders  will,  each  day  at  the  appointed  hour,  as- 
semble the  non-commissioned  officers  of  their  respective  companies  for 
theoi-etical  instruction  in  guard  duty. 

V.  Regimental  commanders  will  give  special  attention  to  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  troops  under  their  command  in  guard  duty,  and  will  require 
this  (\\xtj  to  be  performed  with  thorough  accuracy  and  exactness  in  everj- 
particular. 

VI.  Each  company  is  expected  to  be  already  drilled  in  company  move- 
ments, and  there  will  be  no  stated  drills  in  the  school  of  the  company  ; 
but  company  drills  may  be  allowed  by  regimental  commanders  oi^tside 
the  regular  drill  Ijours,  ui^on  application  of  the  coini>any  commander. 

VII.  Drills  will  be  executed  in  fatigue  dress.  The  full  dress  should 
be  worn  only  at  Guard  Mounting  and  Dress  Parade. 

VIII.  All  trooi^s,  except  those  on  duty,  will  be  permitted  to  leave 
camp  each  day,  between  11  a.  m.  and  2  p.  m.,  without  special  permit. 
Permits  to  leave  during  other  hours  for  less  than  twenty-four  hours, 
will  be  granted  by  regimental  commanders  ;  all  other  leaves  of  absence 
will  be  granted  by  the  officer  commanding  the  camp,  upon  written  ap- 
plication. 

IX.  The  trooi^s  will  parade  in  the  City  of  Wilmington  on  Tuesday, 
the  24th  ;  the  Review  by  the  Governor  will  take  place  on  Wednesday, 
the  25th.  The  troops  will  be  given  a  general  holiday  on  Thursday, 
the  26th. 

X.  Troops  are  charged  to  use  the  tents  and  other  public  property  in 
their  possession  with  the  greatest  care.     Tents  must  not  be  marked. 
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defaced  or  abused  ;  and  all  commanding  officers  will  be  held  to  strict 
accountability  for  any  defacement  or  injury  to  such  property.

I.  While  each  Regiment  will  have  its  own  guard  lines,  as  heretofore 
ordered,  with  the  view  of  diminishing  the  burdens  of  guard  duty,  the 
guard  lines  will  be  restricted  to  the  exterior  line  of  the  camps,  and  such 
extra  posts  as  may  be  established. 

II.  For  the  purpose  of  instruction,  double  details  for  guard  duty  will 
be  made  each  day. 

III.  The  First  Regiment  will  maintain  four  posts,  including  the  cis" 
tern,  which  will  be  maintained  between  retreat  and  guard>  mounting  ; 
the  Second  Regiment  will  maintain  three  posts ;  the  Third  Regiment 
three  i>osts  :  the  Fourth  four  posts,  inchuling  the  hospital,  which  will  be 
mounted  both  day  and  night.

IV.  After  tattoo  the  men  will  return  to  their  respective  camps  by  way 
of  the  guard  tent  posts  of  their  icsptictive  regiments,  so  as  to  disturb  no 
one  except  the  one  sentinel  above  designated. 

V.  Between  retreat  and  guard  mounting  no  person,  except  such  as 
possess  the  countersign,  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  camp  without  per- 
mission from  the  Regimental  Commander. 

VI.  Regimental  Commanders  are  charged  to  see  that  guard  duty  is 
properly  performed  in  accordance  with  regulations,  existing  orders  and 
approved  customs  of  service,  as  instruction  in  this  very  important 
branch  of  military  duty  is  one  of  the  principal  objects  of  this  encamp- 
ment.

General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina  : 

Sir — In  compliance  with  instructions  received  from  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor,  I  desire  to  state  that  I  have  t,his  day  carefully  inspected 
"  Camp  Pender,"  preparatoiy  to  its  occui)ation  by  the  State  Guard,  and 
have  the  honor  to  report  upon  its  condition  as  follows  : 

The  camp  is  pitclied  in  a  large,  well  shaded  grove,  with  lines  carefully 
established  iri  strict  accordance  witli  military  rule  and  custom,  and  with 
sufficient  accommodation  for  the  number  of  men  reported  or  expected. 

The  camp  has  been  reasonably  well  policed,  and  is  well  supplied  with 
good  water,  fuel,  lights,  straw,  &c. 

The  sinks  are  located  on  the  best  ground  available  for  the  purpose,  and 
are  well  arranged  and  protected. 

The  hospital  is  lai-ge,  clean,  and  admirably  arranged.  Great  care  has 
been  taken  to  avoid  risk  of  accident  by  the  removal  of  all  decayed  trees 
or  limbs  of  trees  liable  to  be  blown  across  the  tents  or  company  streets. 

The  parade  and  drill  grounds  have  been  cleared  of  all  weeds  and 
brush,  and  are  well  arranged  for  the  purposes  intended. 

I  desire  to  state  that  I  have  also  inspected  the  accounts  and  vouchers 
of  Colonel  F.  A.  Olds,  Quartermaster  General,  who  was  charged  with 
the  duty  of  preparing  the  camp  for  occupation,  and  find  that  they  are 
not  only  properly  and  correctly  kept,  but  that  great  care  and  economy 
has  been  observed  in  the  matter  of  expenditvires. 

The  "  Camp,"  as  you  are  aware,  is  admirably  and  healthfully  located 
immediately  upon  the  "  Sound."  Its  lines  were  located  and  di'awn  by 
Colonel  William  Gaston  Lewis,  Chief  Engineer  N.  C.  S.  G.,  while  the 
jjitching  of  the  camp  and  its  general  ]!reparation  was  conducted  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  Colonel  F.  A.  Olds,  Q.  M.  G.,  and  I  take 
pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  these 
officers  have  discharged  ^he  important  duties  imposed  upon  them,  every 
reasonable  care  having  been  taken  to  secure  the  health  and  comfort  of 
the  trooj^s  at  a  modicum  of  expense  to  the  State.

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2.  Report  of  Operations  of  Inspector  General's  Department  at 

Camp  Pender. 

STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA, 
Inspector  General's  Department, 
Raleigh,  July  28th,  1888.

Adjutant  General  of  JSorth  Carolina  : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  report  the  operations  of  tliis  De- 
partment, during  the  recent  encampment  of  the  State  Guard  at  "  Camp 
Pender." 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  I 
proceeded  to  "'Camp  Pender."  on  Monday  the  16th  inst.,  accompanied 
by  Captain  Benehan  Cameron,  Assistant  Inspector  General,  and  made  a 
careful  examination  and  inspection  of  the  camp,  the  results  of  v.  iiich 
were  fully  eaibodied  in  a  special  report  made  to  j  our  office  on  the  17tli 
instant. 

The  troops  commenced  arriving  on  the  evening  of  the  17th  and  oa  the 
morning  of  the  18th  the  Camp  was  formally  opened,  aud  the  regular 
work  of  the  encampment  began.  Some  inconvenience  and  discomfort 
was  reported  by  some  of  the  troops,  who  were  latest  in  arriving,  owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  Regimental  Quartermasters  in  reporting  for  duty 
on  the  16th  inst.,  as  required  by  Sec.  x,  G.  O.  No.  7,  C.  S.  ;  but  deficien- 
cies were  supplied  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  as  far  as  I  could  see  nothing 
was  left  undone,  either  by  the  authorities  or  the  citizens  of  V/ilmingtoa 
and  vicinity,  to  make  the  troops  as  comfortable  as  circumstances  would 
permit. 

The  caijip  of  each  regiment,  the  general  hospital,  the  guard  mounts, 
drills,  parades,  and  posts,  were  regularly  inspected  every  day,  aud  notes 
taken  showing  the  condition  and  progress  of  affairs  ;  the  attention  of 
commanding  officers  being  called  to  errors,  mistakes,  &c.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  only  assistant  with  me  was  for  several  days  detailed  for 
special  duty  at  general  headquarters,  and  that  my  other  assistant  (Capt. 
Smith)  was  unavoidably  prevented  from  reporting  for  duty  until  the 
23d  inst,  I  was  deprived  of  the  valuable  services  of  these  excellent  offi- 
cers at  a  time  when  they  were  most  needed  ;  and  consequently  I  was 
unable  to  carry  on  all  of  the  work  of  the  department  as  fully  and  com- 
pletely, for  some  days  at  least,  as  I  could  have  wished.  From  the  notes 
and  memoranda  taken,  however,  a  very  fair  idea  of  the  work  of  the 
encampment  can  be  formed. 

With  the  exception  of  Company  D,  Second  Regiment,  (a  newly  organ- 
ized company,)  all  of  the  white  companies  of  the  Guard  were  in  camp, 
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(27)    the  aggregate  force   (including   General   Staff,    Field,   Staff  and 
Bands)  present  for  duty  on  morning  of  18th,  amounting  to  1,022  men. 

The  improvement  in  battalion  drill  was  very  marked  in  all  of  the 
regiments,  and  would  have  been  even  more  so,  I  think,  if  the  plan  had 
been  adopted  of  selecting  a  few  important  movements  for  each  day's 
drill,  and  requiring  each  regimental  commander  to  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  prescribed  movements,  until  their  principles  were  thor- 
oughly understood  and  mastered.  The  time  allowed  in  camps  of  in- 
struction is  too  short  to  admit  of  practice  in  unnecessary  movements, 
rarely,  if  ever,  employed  in  actual  service,  or  in  vain  attempts  to  exe- 
cute all  of  the  movements  laid  down  in  tactics  as  pertaining  to  battalion- 
drill. 

Too  httle  attention  was  paid  to  skirmish  drill.  The  only  commands 
who  were  noted  as  paying  any  particular  attention  to  that  important 
drill  being  Company  G,  of  the  First  Regiment,  and  the  Scotland  Neck 
Mounted  Riflemen.  As  before  stated,  however,  I  was  necessarily  alone 
a  large  portion  of  the  time,  and  as  it  was  impossible  to  be  at  all  parts  of 
the  drill  ground  at  once  :  other  companies  may  have  drilled  without  my 
seeing  l^iem. 

The  "  guard  mounts  "  in  all  of  the  regiments  except  the  Second  were 
badly  executed,  and  up  to  the  last  showed  but  little  improvement.  I 
failed  to  understand  this,  for  the  Adjutants  and  Sergeant  Majors  of  the 
respective  regiments,  in  the  main,  understood  and  faithfully  endeavored 
to  perform  their  duties,  besides,  some  of  the  officers  and  men  had  been 
in  camp  before  and  had,  to  my  knowledge,  there  performed  this  duty 
very  satisfactorily,  and  their  failure  to  show  improvement  during  the  late 
encampment  can  only  be  attributed  to  gross  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
officers  and  non-commissioned  oflScers,  as  the  means  of  acquiring  the 
necessary  information  were  easily  within  their  reach.  The  guard  mounts 
of  the  Second  Regiment  alone,  after  the  first  day  or  two,  were  conducted 
with  marked  smoothness  and  precision. 

The  execution  of  guard  and  sentry  duty  was  bad  beyond  all  precedent. 
I  did  not  see  a  single  sentry  during  the  whole  encampment  who  was; 
properly  instructed,  or  who  had  but  the  faintest  idea  of  how  his  duties 
were  to  be  performed  ;  nor  did  the  officers  of  the  guard,  as  a  rule,  appear 
to  be  much  better  informed  than  the  men. 

In  anticipation  of  this  state  of  affairs,  and  knowing  how  large  a  num- 
ber of  the  officers  and  men  were  comparatively  new  to  the  service,  orders 
had  been  issued  re(i[uiring  regimental  commanders  to  assemble  their 
company  officers  each  day  at  a  certain  hour  lor  the  purpose  of  instruct- 
ing them  in  guard  duty  ;  but  I  could  not  learn  that  the  order,  useful  and 
necessary  as  it  was,  was  ever  carried  out. 

In  rendering  the  customary  military  honors  and  courtesies  so  strictly 
prescribed  in  tactics  and  regulations,  and  so  universally  observed  in  mili- 
tary life,  the  same  want  of  attention  or  instruction  was  plainly  noticea- 
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ble,  the  only  companies  who,  as  such,  had  apparently  received  proper 
instructions  in  regard  to  such  matters  being  companies  "  C "'  of  the  First 
and  Fourth  Regiments,  respectively.  As  a  proper  and  prompt  attention 
to  these  requirements  indicates  the  true  disciplined  soldier  more  quickly 
than  anything  else,  it  was  veiy  mortifying  to  notice  their  general  absence, 
especially  in  the  presence  of  a  professional  soldier  of  rank  and  experi- 
ence, who  had  been  sjaecially  detailed  by  the  War  Department  to  attend 
the  encampment  for  t^ie  purpose  of  noting  and  reporting  on  the  condi- 
tion anil  efficiency  of  the  troops. 

It  was  also  noticed  that,  while  many  officers  and  men  appeared  both 
willing  and  anxious  to  receive  instruction,  and  to  understand  and  appre- 
ciate the  spirit  in  which  it  was  tendered,  yet  there  were  others  who 
apparently  resented  anything  of  the  kind,  unless  emanating  from  their 
own  immediate  superiors,  thereby  rendering  the  duties  of  those  who 
were  charged  with  the  duty  of  instructing  them  even  more  than  ordi- 
narily unsatisfactory  and  unpleasant.  It  was  a  mistake,  I  think,  in  not 
requiring  the  guards  to  walk  post  during  the  day.  The  guards  after 
being  mounted  in  the  morning  were  practically  dismissed  until  night; 
taking  part  during  the  day  in  all  of  the  drills  and  ceremonies  and  going 
on  duty  at  night  worn  out  and  tired.  Thus,  much  valuable  time  and 
opportunity'  for  teaching  the  troops,  the  most  useful  and  important  part 
of  a  soldier's  duty,  was  sacrificed  to  the  mechanical  movements  of  drill. 
Had  day  guards  been  posted,  and  the  duty  devolving  upon  them  been 
faithfully  carried  out,  the  men  could  have  been  even  more  closely 
observed  and  instructed,  and  all  noisy  and  unsoldierly  processions,  like 
the  "Mulligan  guards"  for  instance,  checked,  at  least,  as  far  as  ca,mp 
limits  were  concerned. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  also,  that  part  of  one  day  at  least  could  have  been 
profitably  employed  in  instructing  the  officers  and  men  how  to  pitch 
and  strike  tents,  lay  out  a  camp  ground,  &c.  They  have  no  means  of 
learning  except  in  camp,  and  there  is  where  they  should  be  taught. 

The  dress  parades,  as  a  rule,  were  very  handsomely  conducted,  except 
that  some  of  the  company  officers  would  invariably  ma,rch  their  com- 
panies off  the  ground  when  parade  was  dismissed,  instead  of  leaving 
that  duty  to  their  first  sergeants,  and  others  would  persist  in  executing 
the ''present'' £ind  "order"  during  the  manual  of  ai-ms;  and,  in  the 
Second  Regiment,  it  was  noted  that  the  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Major 
invariably  kept  their  swords  at  "sergeant's  salute,'"  until  the  Colonel 
brought  the  command  fi-om  "  present"  to  "  carry." 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  24th  the  Guard  visited  Wilmington,  and  there 
passed  in  review  before  the  Governor  and  stafli.  The  march  past  was  in 
column  of  platoons,  and  was  very  well  executed,  only  two  errors  being 
noted  :  one  on  the  part  of  Company  "  A,"  First  Regiment,  whose  Cap- 
tain, when  just  opposite  the  reviewing  stand,  faced  his  platoon  and  salu- 
ted while  marching  backwards  ;  the  other  error  was  on  part  of  Com- 
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pany  "  C,"  Second  Regiment,  whose  Captain,  instead  of  marching  in 
front  of  the  centre  of  his  first  platoon,  marclied  on  its  flank,  the  platoon 
being  in  command  of  a  Lieutenant.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  25th  the 
entire  Guard  was  reviewed  in  camp  by  the  Governor.  The  "  march 
past"  was  in  column  of  companies,  and  was  very  handsome  and  steady, 
the  only  errors  noticed  having  been  committed  by  the  officer  in  com- 
mand of  the  Brigade,  who  omitted  to  open  ranks  before  "presenting 
arms,"  and  to  "  present  arms"  after  the  march  past  had  been  concluded 
and  the  line  reformed. 

The  camp  was  fairly  well  policed  during  the  entire  stay  of  the  troops, 
and  would  have  appeared  to  even  much  better  advantage,  in  that  respect, 
if  a  sufficient  number  of  scavenger  carts  could  have  been  procured  to 
remove  the  rubbish  early  every  morning. 

The  troops  subsisted  themselves,  and  lived  comfortably  and  well,  at  an 
average  cost,  I  was  informed,  of  about  40  cents  per  day.  Very  good 
water  and  ice  were  abundant.  Excellent  bathing  facilities  had  been  ar- 
ranged, which  doubtless  added  greatly  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
men. 

The  health  of  the  camp  was  excellent,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  daily  hospital  reports.  The;  building  selected  and  used  for  a  General 
Hospital  was  admirably  situated  and  arranged  for  the  purpose,  and 
under  the  able  and  judicious  management  of  Surgeon  General  Haywood 
and  his  corps  of  Assistant  Surgeons,  the  few  men  requiring  medical 
treatment  received  every  attention.  I  did  not  see  or  hear  of  a  single 
case  of  serious  sickness,  however,  during  the  whole  encampment. 

As  far  as  my  observation  went,  the  bearing  and  behavior  of  the  entire 
Guard  was  most  admirable,  and  as  became  a  body  composed  of  the  very 
flower  of  the  young  men  of  the  State.  I  heard  of  no  trespassing  what- 
ever on  private  property,  or  abuse,  in  any  shape,  of  that  which  had  been 
so  generously  placed  at  their  disposal.  Neither  did  I  see  nor  hear  of  a 
single  case  of  drunkenness  or  insubordination ;  a  few  instances  occurred 
where  men  were  put  in  the  guard  house  and  on  extra  duty,  &c. ,  but  for 
offences  of  minor  character,  such  as  coming  into  camp  after  "  taps."  &c. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  35th,  in  behalf  of  the  Governor,  and  accom- 
panied by  Col.  Woodruff,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Cols.  Olds,  Haywood  and  Lewis, 
and  Capt.  Cameron,  of  my  staff,  a  visit  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Herbert  Lati- 
mer, the  owner  of  Seaside  Park,  who  had  so  kiudlj-  placed  the  same  at 
•the  service  of  the  State,  for  the  encampment,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
Governor  and  the  entire  State  Guard,  expressed  the  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation which  were  felt  by  all,  for  her  generous  action. 

In  referring  to  those  to  whom  the  Guard  has  been  placed  under  peculiar 
obligations,  I  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  services  of  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  Carle  A.  Woodruff,  U.  S.  A.,  the  officer  detailed  by  the  War 
Department  to  visit  and  inspect  the  camp.  Entering  into  the  performance 
of  his  duties  with  spirit,  and  mingling  freely  with  both  officers  and  men, 
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he  was  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  give  advice,  or  render  any 
assistance  in  his  power.  An  officer  more  highly  appreciated  by  all  who 
met  him,  or  more  capable  of  thoroughly  discharging  the  delicate  duty 
assigned  him,  covild  not  have  been  selected  ;  and  for  the  sake  of  the 
State  Guard  I  trust  that  this  will  not  be  his  last  tour  of  duty  with  it. 
To  Captains  A.  L.  Smith  and  Benehan  Cameron,  of  my  staff,  dui'ing 
such  time  as  I  could  command  their  assistance  from  other  duties,  I  am 
indebted  for  faithful  and  efficient  service. 

I  think  that  the  results  of  the  recent  encampment  have  conclusively 
proved  that  a  Summer  Encampment  can  be  held  on  oui'  coast  with  ]5er- 
fect  safety,  health  and  comfort.  Over  one  thousand  men  were  mustered 
and  transported  from  all  parts  of  the  State  to  Wrightsville,  kept  in 
camp  for  ten  days,  working  and  drilling  during  the  day  and  mounting 
guard  at  night,  the  majority  of  them  young  men  totally  unaccustomed 
to  any  such  experience,  and  all  of  them  carried  safely  back  to  their 
homes,  without  a  single  accident  or  serious  case  of  sickness. 

The  kindness  and  hospitality  of   the  citizens  of  Wilmington  and 

Wrightsville  was  most  graceful  and  unbounded,  as  every  soldier  in  the 

Guard  will  gratefully  testify.     And  the  conduct  of  the  troops,  while  in 

their  midst,  has,  I  hope  and  believe,  fully  assured  our  friends  that  their 

unwavering  kindness  was  no  less  thoroughly  enjoyed  than  warmly 

appreciated.

III.  SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSARY  GENERAL  OF 

SUBSISTENCE. 

SUBSISTENCE  DEPARTMENT, 
North  Cabolina  State  Guard, 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  10th  September,  1888. 

General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina,  Asheville,  N.  C: 

General  :  A  report  of  the  duties  of  this  department  at  Camp  Pender 
is  necessarily  very  brief,  the  various  commands  having  provided  them- 
selves with  rations  at  their  own  cost. 

It  was  made  my  duty  by  paragraph  7,  General  Orders  No.  7,  and  para- 
graph 5,  circular  No.  1,  from  your  office,  to  give  ahy  local  information. 
In  obedience  thereto,  a  price  current  of  commissary  stores,  at  this  city, 
was,  after  submission  and  approval,  mailed  on  July  1st  to  the  command- 
ing officers  of  regiments  for  disti'ibution  to  their  commands,  which  I 
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trust  was  of  some  assistance.     On  enquiry  I  am  informed,  that  the  cost 
of  rations  averaged  about  30  cents  per  day  for  each  man. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  at  future  encampments  the  various 
companies  arrive  provided  with  one  days'  cooked  rations.  The  omission 
by  some  to  do  this  was  the  only  circumstance  that  came  under  my 
observation  to  mar  the  successful  working  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
comfort  of  the  men. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  congratulate  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  guard  on  the  success  of  the  encampment,  and  especially  yourself,  to 
whom  a  large  measure  of  credit  is  due  as  the  result  of  persistent  efforts 
and  labors  the  past  ten  years  and  more,  to  that  end.

IV.   REPORT  OF  CAPTAIN  CARLE  A.   WOODRUFF,   2D   ARTIL- 
LERY, BREVET  LIEUTENANT  COLONEL,  U.  S.  A. 

Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.  ,  August  27,  1888, 

To  THE  Adjutant  General  U.  S.  Army, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  paragraph  21,  Special  Orders  No.  102,  Headquar- 
ters of  the  Army,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  May  3, 
1888,  and  letter  of  instructions  from  the  Adjutant  Genei'als  Office,  dated 
May  4,  1888,  1  have  the  honor  to  report  herein  the  result  of  my  inspec- 
tion and  observation  of  the  troops  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard, 
in  camp  at  V/rightsville  Sound.  N.  C. 

Leaving  Fort  Leavenworth  July  5, 1888, 1  pi'oceeded  at  once  to  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  and  reported  to  his  excellency.  Governor  A.  M.  Scales.  I  after- 
ward called  upon  officers  of  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  (Gov- 
ernor), ascertaining  that  the  encamjiment  would  be  for  the  period  from 
July  18  to  27,  1888. 

I  left  Raleigh  on  the  afternoon  of  July  16th,  arriving  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day.  On  the  following  day,  July  17th, 
I  proceeded  to  camp,  which  was  located  at  Seaside  Park,  Wrightsville 
Sound,  in  full  view  of  the  ocean,  about  eight  miles  by  rail  from  the  city 
of  Wilmington,  and  nearly  a  half  mile  from  the  railway  station  at 
Wrightsville.  ' 

A  more  desirable  camping  ground  could  not  have  been  obtained  in  the 
entire  State ;  it  was  as  near  perfection  as  it  could  possibly  be,  and  it 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  State  Guard  if  the  property  could  be 
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secured  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  be  converted  into  a  perma- 
nent camp  for  annual  instruction. 

I  arrived  at  camp  with  the  first  detachment  of  ti'oops,  viz.  :  Company 
C,  2d  Eegiment  (Wilmington  Light  Infantry). 

Daring  the  night  of  July  17th,  all  of  the  troops  ordered  to  take  part  in 
the  encampment  arrived  :  1st  Regiment,  Colonel  Jno.  W.  Cotten,  7  com- 
panies ;  2d  Regiment,  Colonel  William  C.  Jones,  5  companies  ;  3d  Regi- 
ment, Colonel  James  D.  Glenn,  7  companies  ;  4th  Regiment,  Colonel  J. 
T.  Anthony,  7  companies  ;  and  one  troop  of  cavalry,  dismounted  (Scot- 
land Neck  Mounted  Riflemen) — total,  27  companies. 

The  camp  was  opened  with  ceremony  on  the  morning  of  July  18, 1888, 
and  was  named  Camp  Pender.  *  *  *  *  *        * 

Several  days  before  the  commencement  of  the  encampment.  Colonel 
Fred.  A.  Olds,  Quartermaster  General,  and  Colonel  William  G.  Lewis, 
Engineer-in-Chief ,  proceeded  to  Wrightsville  with  all  the  camp  equipage 
belonging;  to  the  State,  located  the  camp,  had  the  tents  pitched,  tem- 
porary wooden  kitchens  constructed,  and  complete  an-angements  made 
for  the  comfort  of  the  troops,  who,  on  arrival,  were  assigned  to  the  par- 
ticular part  of  the  camp  they  were  to  occupy. 

Each  regiment  had  its  own  camp,  but  the  several  camps  were  in  close 
proximity  to  each  other. 

Camp  Pender  was  commanded  by  Brigadier  General  Jolinstone  Jones, 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

THE   SUPPLY    DEPARTMENT. 

Although  there  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  a  Commis- 
sary  General,  there  is,  in  fact,  no  subsistence  department.  During  the 
the  encampment  each  company  was  ordered  to  rely  on  itself  for  sub- 
sistence, to  be  prepared  to  establish  company  messes,  and  to  that  end 
two  cooks  and  one  caterer  were  employed  by  each  company. 

Arrangements  were  made,  however,  by  Colonel  John  T.  Cantwell, 
Commissary  General,  whereby  fresh  meats,  vegetables,  and  other  pro- 
visions could  be  obtained  either  in  Wilmington  or  at  camp,  at  the  most  rea- 
sonable rates.  I  have  been  informed  that  the  cost  of  subsistence  was  only 
about  thirty -five  cents  per  capita  per  day.  When  the  troops  or  any  part 
thereof  are  ordered  into  service,  as  in  the  case  of  riot,  &c. ,  the  State 
allows  commutation  of  rations,  the  companies  providing  cooks,  as  dur- 
ing the  encampment. 

*  *  *  *  *  *  * 

The  tentage  was  all  in  excellent  order,  and  consists  of  1  hospital  tent, 
43  wall-tents,  and  250  common  tents:  they  were  all  serviceable,  and  the 
clean  white  duck  contrasted  so  beautifully  with  the  bright  green  foliage 
of  the  trees  sm-rounding  them,  that  they  had  the  appearance  of  being  all 
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new.  Camp  equipage  also  comprises  every  article  usually  furnished  by 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  U.  S.  Army,  with  the  exception  of  mess- 
pans  and  camp-kettles. 

Under  the  careful  management  of  Colonel  Olds,  all  of  the  camp  equip- 
age, for  which  he  is  responsible,  was  transported  from  Raleigh  to  Wrights- 
ville,  tents  pitched,  occupied  by  one  thousand  men  for  ten  days,  camp 
struck,  tents  packed  and  returned  to  Raleigh,  without  injury,  and  a 
deficit  of  only  about  fifty  tent-pins  and  one  ridge  pole.  This  speaks  weU 
for  the  management  of  this  department. 

Transportation  of  the  troops  to  and  from  the  encampment  was  by  con- 
tract with  the  railroad  companies,  and  upon  regular  order  or  transpor- 
tation blanks,  similar  to  those  used  in  the  U.  S.  Army. 

The  uniform  (full  and  undress)  recently  adopted  is  the  same  as  the 
infantry  uniform  of  the  Regular  Army,  except  for  full  dress  ;  tlie  coats 
are  double  breasted.  ***** 

Of  the  thirty  companies  now  composing  the  State  Guard,  seventeen 
have  the  full-dress  regulation  uniform  and  eighteen  have  the  regulation 
undress  uniform,  all  new  and  in  good  condition. 

*  *  *  The  other  companies  of  the  Guard  have  a  gray 

uniform,  some  with  white  and  some  red  facings ;  two  or  three  compa- 
nies, however,  have  a  dark  green  uniform  with  gold  or  buff  facings. 

It  is  expected  before  June  30,  1889,  to  have  the  entire  State  Guard 
furnished  with  the  regulation  uniform,  both  full  and  undress. 

Overcoats,  of  the  color  and  pattern  used  in  the  Regular  Army,  will  be 
issued  before  winter. 

ARMS  AND  EQUIPMENTS. 

The  arms  consist  of  2,100  Springfield  rifles,  caliber  45,  and  42  Spring- 
field carbines,  cahber  45  of  the  latest  issue,  in  excellent  condition  and 
ready  for  use.  The  equipments  are  all  of  the  latest  patterns  and  in  good, 
serviceaVjle  condition. 

These  arms  and  equipments  are  issued  to  twenty-eight  companies  of 
infantry  (white),  two  companies  of  infantry  (colored),  one  troop  of  cav- 
alry, and  seven  military  schools.  The  schools  and  one  company  are 
supplied  with  the  cadet  rifle,  the  rest  with  the  service  rifle. 

Each  member  of  the  guard,  in  addition  to  arms  and  accouterments,  is 
fully  equipped  with  knapsack,  haversack,  canteen,  tin  cup,  meat-ration 
can,  knife,  fork  and  spoon,  all  in  good  condition.  All  of  the  State  Guard 
is,  therefore,  in  condition  to  take  the  field  :  particularly  those  companies 
having  the  undress  uniform. 

*  *  *  *  *  * 

In  connection  herewith,  I  would  report  that  every  company  of  the 
Guard  is  so  stationed  as  to  have  telegraphic  and  railroad  communication 
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with  headquarters  at  Raleigh  ;  consequently,  could  respond  promptly  to 
orders  from  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT, 

also  the  control  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp,  was  in  charge  of 
Colonel  Hubert  Haywood,  Surgeon  General,  who  was  assisted  by  Cap- 
tain J.  M.  Baker,  Assistant  Surgeon  General,  and  the  Surgeons  of  the  sev. 
eral  regiments.  A  good  building  on  the  ground  was  used  as  the  hospital 
for  the  entire  command,  it  being  supplied  with  cots  and  other  conven- 
iences for  the  sick. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp  was  good — the  health  of  the  com- 
mand excellent.  There  was  not  a  serious  case  of  sickness  during  the 
encampment,  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  x^recautions  advised  by  the 
Surgeon  General. 

INSTRUCTION. 

As  all  of  the  companies  were  well  instructed  in  the  school  of  the  com- 
pany, except  skirmish  drill,  it  was  determined  that  instruction  and  exer- 
cises would  be  directed  to  camp  duties,  guard  duties,  skirmish  drill,  and 
the  school  of  the  battalion,  and  to  that  end  guard  mounting  was  ordered 
at  8  a.  m.,  battalion  drills  at  9  a.  m.  and  4:20  p.  m.,  each  drill  of  an  hour 
and  a  half  duration,  and  dress  parade  at  6:30  p.  m. 

GUARD  DUTY. 

Each  regiment  had  its  own  guard  mounting  and  guard,  having  an 
oflScer  of  the  day  and  officer  of  the  guard;  some  regiments  at  times 
mounted  two  officers  of  the  guard.  A  field  officer  of  the  day,  or  brigade 
officer  of  the  day,  had  charge  of  the  entire  camp,  receiving  his  instruc- 
tions from  the  commanding  officer  of  the  camp. 

The  ceremony  of  guard  naounting  was  very  well  done,  and  great  im- 
provement was  noticeable  from  day  to  day,  but  guard  duty  was  not  as 
well  performed  as  it  should  have  been;  this  I  attributed  to  the  fact  that 
sentinels  were  not  posted  during  the  day,  consequently  much  valuable 
time  for  instruction  in  this  very  important  duty  was  lost.  All  of  the 
members  of  the  guard  were  required  to  attend  morning  and  afternoon 
drills  and  dress  parade,  and,  at  about  tattoo,  required  to  go  on  post,  and, 
after  the  duties  and  fatigues  of  the  day,  they  were  in  no  condition  to 
walk  post  with  that  attention  and  spirit  so  desirable.  There  was  also 
too  much  conversation  between  sentries  of  adjacent  posts  and  with 
passers  by. 

Battalion  drills  were  exceedingly  good,  particularly  as  there  were 
many  companies  assembled  for  battalion   drill  for  the  first  time.     A 
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marked  improvement  was  noticed  in  these  drills  towards  the  end  of  the 
encampment.  Dress  parades,  held  daily,  were  probably  the  most  attrac- 
tive feature  of  the  encampment  to  the  public.  The  troops  certainly 
made  a  very  fine  display.  The  formation  of  the  line  of  battle  at  parades 
and  at  drills  was  not  as  prompt  as  it  should  have  been.  All  of  the  com- 
panies were  slow  in  moving  out  from  their  company  streets;  in  like 
manner,  the  details  were  somewhat  slow  in  formiftg  the  line  at  guard 
mounting.  Companies  and  details  should  marcli  out  from  their  com- 
pany streets  almost  at  the  same  time  so  as  to  arrive  upT)n  the  line  in 
rapid  succession. 

One  morning  was  devoted  to  brigade  drill.  At  the  request  of  the  colo- 
nels commanding  the  four  regiments,  I  was  invited  by  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Jones  to  drill  the  brigade.  Considering  the  fact  that  this  was  the 
first  drill  of  the  kind  they  ever  had  it  was  very  satisfactory. 

*  *  *  *  *  * 

On  July  18th,  the  first  day  of  the  encampment,  there  were  present  for 
duty  1,022  officers  and  men.  Present  and  absent,  1,221.  This  does  not 
include  the  strength  of  the  two  colored  companies.  On  July  20th  the 
number  present  was  1,063. 

There  was  no  target  practice  during  the  encampment.  Companies 
are  provided  with  ammunition,  and  have  occasional  practice  at  their 
stations.  The  State  regulations  require  target  practice  to  be  had  and 
reports  made. 

Pages  48,  49  and  50,  Regulations  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard, 
refer  to  military  courtesy.  I  regret  to  report  that  this  duty,  so  necessary 
to  good  discipline,  was  almost  entirely  neglected.  I  was  pleased  to  note 
one  company,  however,  whose  members  were  particular  to  observe  this 
important  duty,  and,  in  a  very  soldierly  manner,  saluted  all  officers 
passing. 

The  conduct  of  the  command  was  excellent ;  there  was  no  unnecessary 
noise,  no  intoxication,  and  only  one  confinement  in  tlie  guard-house,  to 
my  knowledge.  The  men  were  at  all  times  cheerful  in  the  performance 
of  all  duties,  and  evinced  a  strong  desire  to  improve. 

I  do  not  believe  their  is  to  be  found  in  the  United  States  a  better  set  of 
men,  better  armed  and  equipped,  than  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard. 

*  o  *  *  * 

The  cavalry  company  frequently  attracted  my  attentian,  being  a  fine 
body  of  men  ;  having  the  undress  uniform  of  the  cavalry  of  the  Regular 
Army,  they  looked  more  like  Regulars  than  any  troops  upon  the  ground. 
All  of  their  dismounted  drills  were  excellent.  It  was  regretted  by  all 
that  they  could  not  have  attended  the  encampment  mounted. 

Two  reviews  were  had  during  the  encampment.  July  24th  the  entire 
command  was  transported  to  the  city  of  Wilmington,  upon  two  trains, 
consisting  of  seventeen  cars.  The  brigade  was  formed,  and  marching 
through  some  of  the  principal  streets,  gave  the  Governor  a  marching 
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salute,  who  reviewed  them  from  the  balcony  of  the  Orton  House.  The 
troops  presented  a  very  fine  appearance,  and  it  was  a  siglit  long  to  be 
remembered  by  the  citizens  of  Wilmington.  The  next  day  the  troops 
were  reviewed  at  Camp  Pender,  also  by  the  Governor,  the  Commander- 
in-chief. 

In  my  opinion,  the  encampment  was  a  success ;  the  twenty-seven  com- 
panies participating  were  safely  transported  from  their  homes  and 
returned  thereto  ;  the  interest  in  the  Guard  has  been  greatly  increased. 

*  *  *  *       •  * 

RECOMMEKDATIONS. 

That  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Guard  be  required  to  study  the  Eegu- 
lations  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard,  particulai'ly  so  much  of  it  as 
relates  to  "  discipline  "  and  "  guards." 

Guard  duty  should  be  practiced  during  the  year  ;  this  can  be  done  in 
the  company  armories,  and  at  the  next  encampment  there  can  be  no 
good  excuse  for  ignorance  of  this  important  duty. 

While  at  an  encampment,  to  secure  a  better  performance  of  guard 
duty,  details,  both  the  officers  and  the  men,  should  be  assembled  at  their 
regimental  headquarters,  on  the  day  preceding  their  tour  of  guard,  and 
thoroughly  instructed  in  all  the  details  of  the  ceremony  of  guard  mount- 
ing, and  the  importance  of  guard  duty  should  there  be  impressed  upon 
them.  Sentinels  should  be  posted  immediately  after  guard  mounting, 
and  the  members  of  the  guard  shbuld  be  excused  from  all  drills,  &c., 
during  their  tour,  and  also  be  excused  from  morning  drill  the  day  their 
tour  of  guard  ends. 

As  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  setting-up  drill  and  saluting,  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Guard  should  be  encouraged  to  j)ractice  at  their  houses  the 
"  setting-up  drill "  and  the  manner  of  making  military  salutes.  Fi,ve 
minutes  spent  in  these  exercises  each  day  would  greatly  improve  the  one 
practicing  them,  and  would  not  be  time  thrown  away. 

Companies  should,  if  possible,  make  two  or  three  short  marches  during 
the  year  from  their  stations,  camp  for  the  day,  or,  better  still,  for  two 
or  three  days,  establish  guards,  have  target  practice,  &c. 

Encampments  for  the  entire  Guard  should  be  held  annually,  and  for 
this  purpose  a  permanent  camp  should  be  secured. 

*  *  *  *  * 

All  officers  should  be  permitted  to  exercise  command  above  their  rank  ; 
that  is,  at  home  the  lieutenants  should  be  required  to  command  com- 
panies at  drill  occasionally,  and  at  the  encampments  the  lieutenant  colo- 
nels, majors,  and  captains,  should  occasionally  drill  their  battalions  and 
also  officiate  at  dress  parade. 

The  command  should  receive  instruction  in  striking  and  pitching 
tents. 
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A  suitable  place  or  room  should  be  provided  with  blackboard  and  chalk, 
where  theoretical  instrucHon  could  be  held  for  officers  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  ajjpreciation  of  the 
hospitality  shown  me  by  all  the  members  of  the  Guard  ;  and  also  to 
acknowledge  tlie  courtesy  and  attention  received  from  Brigadier  General 
Jones,  Colonel  Cameron,  Colonel  Olds,  Captain  Cameron,  and  others. 
Nothing  was  left  undone  to  promote  my  comfort  and  pleasure,  and  every 

assistance  was  rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  various  duties.

V.    SPECIAL  REPORT  FROM  THE  QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL. 

Camp  Pender,  July  17th,  1888. 

Brig.  General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report.  Paragraph  X, 
G.  O.  7,  series  1888,  is  as  follows  : 

"  Each  regimental  quartermaster  will  report  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  at  the  camp  on  Monday,  July  16th,  to  aid  in  the  preparation  of 
quarters  for  their  respective  regiments." 

No  quartermasters  reported,  as  ordered,  and,  as  a  result,  a  burden  of 
work  at  once  improper  and  uncalled  for,  is  placed  upon  me.  I  beg  leave 
to  call  your  attention  to  this  disobedience  of  orders.

VII.    SANITARY  SUGGESTIONS. 

Headquarters  North  Carolina  State  Guard, 
CAMP  PENDER, 
Surgeon  General's  Office, 

Wrightsville,  N.  C,  Juhj  19th,  1888. 

Circular  No.  1. 
To  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard  : 

In  view  of  the  dangers  attendant  upon  imprudences  likely  to  be  in- 
dulged in  by  persons  unaccustomed  to  sea  air  and  sea  bathing,  it  is 
deemed  expedient  that  some  suggestions  should  emanate  from  the  Medi- 
cal Department  for  the  guidance  and  safety  of  the  members  of  the  State 
Guard. 

Great  caution  should  be  exercised  to  avoid  undue  and  unwonted  expo- 
sure to  the  direct  or  reflected  rays  of  the  sun — either  on  land  or  water — 
particularly  during  the  first  few  days  of  one's  sojourn  by  the  seashore. 
A  neglect  of  this  precaution  is  likely  to  bring  about  sickness — particu- 
larly that  condition  called  biliousness — whereas  a  more  moderate  indul- 
gence would  probably  ijrevent  it. 
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The  best  time  for  sea  bathing  is  between  10  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.  One 
may  safely  go  in  bathing  once  a  day,  under  certain  condition^,  to  be 
hereafter  mentioned,  and  twice  a  day  should  never  be  exceeded. 

Never  go  in  bathing  with  a  full  stomach.  You  should  wait  at  least  an 
hour  and  a  half  to  two  hours  after  meals.  Keep  exercising  while  in  the 
water,  and  never  stay  in  too  long.  The  only  safe  guide  as  to  the  length 
of  time  one  may  safely  stay  in  the  water  is  the  condition  of  the  lips  and 
finger  nails.  Just  as  soon  as  they  begin  to  turn  purple,  leave  the  water 
immediately  and  take  a  brisk  rubbing.  This  time  varies  according  to 
tlie  individual,  from  two  to  fifteen  minutes.  To  remain  longer  than 
this  is  dangerous,  as  it  produces  too  much  depression  of  the  system. 
Prolonged  immersion,  aided  by  fatigue,  also  produces  that  extremely 
dangerous  condition  of  cramp ;  never,  therefore,  go  in  bathing  when  too 
much  fatigued.  Never  go  in  also  when  sweating  freely  ;  neither  when 
too  hot  nor  too  cool,  but  when  comfortably  warm. 

A  very  unpleasant  trouble  to  be  avoided  is  sunburn.  You  can  readily 
see  how  thoroughly  incompatible  are  the  duties  of  a  soldier  and  a  sun- 
burnt back. 

Large.quaffs  of  ice  water,  when  you  are  too  hot,  are  dangerous  in  the 
extreme. 

Stale  fruits  are  also  to  be  avoided  at  all  times. 

By  observing  some  such  simple  precautions  as  the  above,  you  will  save 
yourselves  much  discomfort  and  probable  danger,  and  thereby  add  very 
materially  to  your  own  pleasure.

VIII.  MEMORIAL  ON  PERMANENT  ENCAMPMENT. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE  GUARD, 
Camp  Pender, 
Wrightsville,  N.  C,  July  25,  1888. 

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  : 

The  North  Carolina  State  Guard,  in  camp  assembled,  respectfully 
memorialize  and  petition  your  honorable  body,  as  follows: 

1.  It  is  well  known  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  State  Guard  is  an 
important  branch  of  the  State  government,  and,  as  such,  is  entitled  to 
the  recognition  and  support  of  the  gOA'ernment  as  far  as  its  means  will 
allow.  And  to  the  further  fact  that  its  efficiency  depends,  not  so  much 
upon  its  numbers  as  upon  its  thorough  equiiiment  and  discipline;  this 
discipline  depends  in  part  upon  the  excellency  of  the  individual  com- 
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panies,  but  in  the  main,  upon  that  experience  which  can  only  be  obtained 
by  regimental  formation  in  a  camp  of  instruction;  and  it  is  in  such  a 
camp  only  that  the  Guard  can  obtain  that  practical  knowledge  which 
fits  them  to  become  thorough  soldiers. 

2.  That  while  we  do  not  receive  any  pay,  or  provisions,  for  our  ser- 
vices while  in  the  armory  or  in  the  camp  of  instruction  (nor  do  we  ask 
any),  yet  we  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  to  render  still 
niore  efficient  our  yearly  instruction,  by  providing  for  us  a  place  of  per- 
manent encampment,  the  advantages  of  which  are  manifold,  both  to 
the  Guard  and  the  State.  To  the  Guard  because  of  sanitary  conven- 
iences and  provisions  which  a  temporary  encampment  cannot  furnish, 
because  of  the  proper  and  suitable  drill  grounds,  which  would  be  a  ma- 
terial requisite  in  locating  the  site,  and  which  could  not  so  easily  be  ob- 
tained by  moving  the  encamjjment  from  place  to  place.  To  the  State, 
because  of  the  economy  in  the  continued  use  of  those  improvements 
which  are  necessary  to  be  made  for  a  single  encampment;  because  of  the 
advantage  to  be  derived  from  the  appropriation  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment, in  the  event  the  site  is  located  on  the  seacoast,  and  of  the  advant- 
ages to  the  State  in  enabling  her  to  have  a  thoroughly  equipped  and  dis- 
ciplined soldiery  of  true  patriots  to  defend  her  in  any  emergency,  and  to 
protect  and  defend  from  any  injury  which  might  be  attempted  upon 
her  rights  and  interests. 

To  that  end,  we  respectfully  pray  that  your  honorable  body  make  an 
adequate  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  leasing  such 
site  as  the  Governor  and  his  staff  may  select.

[General  Orders,  No.  3.] 

I.  Overcoats  and  clothing  will  in  the  future  be  issued  the  State  Guard. 
The  issue  of  clothing  will  be  in  all  cases  based  upon  the  official  report  of 
the  Inspector  General,  that  a  company  needs  it,  and  as  rapidly  as  the 
supplies  can  be  obtained.  The  details  of  the  issue  of  overcoats  and 
clothing  are  entrusted  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  who  will  arrange 
therefor. 

II.  The  following  is  prescribed  as  the  uniform  of  the  State  Guard  to 
be  furnished  by  the  State  : 

COATS. 

Full  Dress  for  Officers. — All  officers  shall  wear  a  double-breasted  frock 
coat,  of  dark  blue  cloth,  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one-ha,lf  to  three- 
fourths  the  distance  from  the  hip-joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee. 

For  a  Brigadier  General,  Colonel,  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Major. — 
Two  rows  of  buttons  on  the  breast,  nine  in  each  row,  the  distance  be- 
tween each  row  five  and  one-half  inches  at  top  and  three  and  one-half 
inches  at  bottom  ;  stand-up  collar,  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two 
inches  in  height,  to  hook  in  front  at  the.  bottom,  and  slope  thence  up 
and  backward  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  on  each  side,  corners  rounded; 
cuffs  three  inches  deep,  to  go  around  the  sleeves  parallel  with  the  lower 
edge,  and  with  three  small  buttons  at  the  under  seams  ;  pockets  in  the 
folds  of  the  skirts,  with  two  buttons  at  the  hip  and  one  at  the  lower  end 
of  each  side-edge,  making  four  buttons  on  the  back  and  skirt  of  the  coat; 
collar  and  cuffs  to  be  of  same  matterial  as  coat,  except  that  cuffs  of  a 
Brigadier  General  shall  be  of  velvet. 

For  a  Captain  and  Lieutenant' — The  same  as  for  a  Colonel,  except 
that  there  will  be  seven  buttons  in  each  row  on  the  breast.  Facings  of 
all  officers  of  the  General  Staff  to  be  buff. 
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Full  Dress  for  Privates. — A  double-breasted  tunic  of  dark  blue  cloth  ; 
skirt  to  extend  one-third  the  distance  from  the  hip-joint  to  the  bend  of 
the  knee  ;  two  rows  of  buttons,  seven  in  each  row  ;  collar  same  height 
as  for  officers'  coats,  faced  witli  white  cloth,  four  inches  back  on  each 
side,  cut  square,  to  hook  up  close  in  front ;  number  of  regiment  in  metal 
in  middle  of  facing  of  collar  on  each  side ;  slashed  cuffs  of  white  cloth, 
with  three  small  buttons  ;  skirt  c*"  coat  on  each  side  of  opening  behind 
to  be  faced  with  white  cloth,  ornamented  with  four  buttons.  Two  straps 
of  white  cloth,  let  into  the  waist-seam  on  each  side  the  coat,  and  button- 
ing above  the  hip,  to  sustain  the  waist-belt ,  shoulder-straps  of  white 
cloth,  let  into  the  shoulder-seam  and  to  button  at  the  collar-seam  with 
one  button. 

Undress  Coats  for  Officers. — A  sack  coat  of  dark  blue  cloth  ;  falling 
collar;  single-breasted,  with  five  buttons  in  front,  same  as  those  worn 
on  the  dress  coat :  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one-third  to  one-half  the 
distance  from  the  hip-joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee  ;  to  be  worn  with 
shoulder-straps. 

Undress  Coats  for  Privates. — A  dark  blue  blouse  of  navy  flannel, 
similar  in  cut  to  that  worn  by  officers, 

TROUSERS. 

For  Officers  of  the  General  Staff. — Dark  blue  cloth,  with  gold  cord  at 
outer  seam. 

For  Regimental  Officers  of  Infantry,  Field  and  Staff. — Light  blue 
cloth,  with  white  stripe  two  inches  wide. 

Commissioned  Officers  of  Companies. — Light  blue  cloth,  with  white 
stripe  one  and  one-half  inches  wide. 

For  Enlisted  Men. — Light  blue  cloth,  with  white  stripe  one  inch  wide. 

HELMETS. 

For  all  Officers  and  Men. — Of  black  felt,  United  States  regulation 
pattern,  except  that  on  breast  of  spread  eagle  in  front  the  arms  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  shall  be  displayed  in  white  metal.  Helmets  for 
ofticers  to  have  chin-chain  and  spike,  but  no  cords  or  tassels;  those  for 
enlisted  men  to  have  spike  and  leather  chin-strap.  Plumes  for  General 
and  Field  Officers,  white  buflfalo  hair. 

FORAGE  CAPS. 

Dark  blue  cloth,  United  States*  regulation,  for  oflScers  and  enlisted 
men,  except  that  on  the  front  of  cap  of  enlisted  men,  crossed  rifles  (for 
infantry),  and  regimental  and  company  letter  in  metal,  shall  be  worn. 
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EPAULETTES. 


For  General  Officers. — United  States  regulation.     Not  to  be  worn  by 
other  than  general  officers. 


SHOULDER-KNOTS. 


For  all  officers  below  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General,  United  States 
regulation  ;  an  aiguillette  of  gold  cord  to  be  worn  by  officers  of  the  Adju- 
tant General's  and  Inspector  General's  Departments,  by  Aides-de-Camp 
to  the  Commander-in  Chief,  and  by  regimental  Adjutants. 


SHOULDER-STRAPS. 


For  Officers. — On  fatigue  coat.  United  States  regulation  pad  of  white. 
For  officers  of  the  General  Staff,  the  pad  of  strap  will  be  buff. 


BUTTONS. 

AU  buttons  to  be  "  N.  C.  State." 

SWORDS. 

United  States  regulation. 

BELTS. 

United  States  regulation. 

BELT-PLATES. 

For  Officers— Gilt,  rectangular,  bearing  in  centre,  in  circle,  the  arms 
of  North  Carolina  in  white  metal,  and  letters  "N.  C."  on  each  side  the 
same. 

For  Enlisted  Men— Bronze  metal,  rectangular,  with  letters  "  N.  C."  in 
centre. 

CHEVRONS. 

For  all  non-Covimissioned  Officers — United  States  regulation;  on  dress 
coats  they  will  be  worn  above  the  elbow,  points  down;  on  the  overcoat 
they  will  be  worn  below  the  elbow,  points  down,  the  points  one-half  inch 
above  the  cuff.

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GLOVES. 

White  Berlin,  for  all  foot-officers  and  enlisted  men.  For  mounted 
officers,  buff  or  white  gauntlets,  or  gloves. 

OVERCOATS. 

For  Officers — A  double-breasted  ulster  of  dark  blue  cloth,  lined  with 
dark  blue  flannel,  closing  by  means  of  four  frog  buttons  of  black  mohair 
and  loops  of  black  mohair  cord  down  the  breast,  and  at  the  throat  by  a 
long  mohair  loop  on  the  left  side,  as  in  the  standard  sample,  without 
tassel  or  plate,  and  a  black  mohair  frog  button  on  the  right;  cord  for  the 
loops  fifteen-hundredths  of  an  inch  in  diameter;  around  each  frog  but- 
ton on  the  breast  a  knot  two  and  one-quarter  inches  in  diameter  of  black 
mohair  cord  seven-hundredths  of  an  inch  in  diameter;  the  back  slit  up 
from  the  bottom  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  inches,  according  to  the 
height  of  the  wearer,  and  closing  at  will  by  buttons,  and  button-holes 
placed  in  a  concealed  flap;  bottom  of  the  skirt  nine  to  twelve  inches 
from  the  ground;  a  rolling  collar  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat  and 
broad  enough,  when  turned  up,  to  protect  the  ears,  having  a  collar-loop 
about  four  and  a  half  inches  long  and  one  and  a  half  inches  wide;  two 
horizontal  side  pockets  on  the  outside,  just  below  the  hip,  covered  with 
flaps  to  be  worn  inside  or  out;  sleeves  loose,  without  cuff  or  slit;  back- 
straps  to  consist  of  two  straps,  each  about  eight  inches  long  and  two 
inches  wide,  let  into  the  side-seams  of  back  of  coat;  left-hand  strap  to 
have  a  button-hole,  and  the  right-hand  sti'ap  to  have  two  buttons  about 
two  inches  apart;  a  verticle  slit  about  six  inches  long  at  the  side  of  the 
left  hip,  large  enough  to  admit  the  front  sling  and  hook  of  the  sword- 
belt;  a  hood  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat,  lined  with  black  Italian 
cloth  or  other  suitable  material,  made  to  button  around  the  neck  under 
the  collar,  and  large  enough  to  cover  the  head  and  cap,  to  be  worn  at 
night  or  in  inclement  weather.  The  belt  will  be  worn  under  the  coat, 
with  the  sword  or  sabre  outside,  the  rear  sling  passing  out  at  the  slit  at 
the  back. 

The  insignia  of  rank  on  the  sleeves,  of  black  flat  mohair  braid,  one- 
.eighth  of  an  inch  in  width,  as  follows,  viz: 

Colonel,  five  braids,  single  knot. 

Lieutenant-Colonel,  four  braids,  single  knot. 

Major,  three  braids,  single  knot. 

Captain,  two  bi'aids,  single  knot. 

First  Lieutenant,  one  braid,  single  knot. 

Second  Lieutenant,  without  braid. 

JFor  enlisted  men,  light  blue  cloth.  United  States  regulation. 
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BLANKETS. 

Blankets  shall  be  United  States  regulation  in  size,  color  and  weight. 

CHAPLAIN. 

The  uniform  of  a  Chaplain  shall  be  a  plain  black  single-breasted  frock 
coat,  with  one  row  of  nine  black  buttons  on  the  breast,  with  herring- 
bone of  black  braid  around  the  buttons  and  button-holes;  black  pants, 
black  felt  hat,  white  cravat  and  black  gloves. 

3.  This  property  is  issued  by  the  Government  and  is  to  be  cared  for 
and  accounted  for  as  such.  Special  care  must  at  all  times  be  given  its 
preservation. 

4.  This  uniform  will  be  worn  on  the  occasions  specified  in  the  Regu- 
lations, and  also  at  the  twelve  monthly  parades  required  in  each  year.

[General  Orders,  No.  3.] 

1.  From  and  after  April   1,  1888,  companies  applying  for  admission 
into  the  State  Guard  will  be  required  to  be  uniformed  before  being  armed 
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or  commissioned;  and  the  captain  of  any  company  applying  for  admis- 
sion must  forward  to  this  office  a  certificate  showing  that  at  least  forty 
uniforms,  either  dress  or  fatigue,  have  been  procured,  by  purchase,  by 
issvie  from  the  State,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be:  such  certificate 
to  be  filed  witliin  ninety  days  after  date  of  the  application  for  organiza- 
tion. This  shall  be  understood  to  apply  to  individual  officers,  and  in 
future  any  officer  of  the  line  or  the  staff  who  fails  to  report  himself  in 
writing  to  the  Adjutant  General,  as  fully  uniformed  and  equipped  within 
ninety  days  after  his  commission,  will  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  and  his 
commission  revoked. 

II.  The  annual  appropriation  under  The  Code,  section  3289,  as  amend- 
ed, will  hereafter  be  paid  to  the  companies  which  may  be  entitled  thereto 
on  the  first  Monday  of  December  each  year.  As  heretofore  ordered,  to 
entitle  a  company  to  receive  the  annual  appropriation,  the  monthly 
report  of  the  regimental  commander  must  show  that  each  company  has 
paraded  regularly  every  month  as  required  by  law,  and  that  the  average 
attendance  at  said  monthly  parades  equals  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
minimum  number  of  men  required  by  statute  for  a  company.  And  in 
addition  thereto  such  company  shall  parade,  at  its  annual  inspection  by 
the  Inspector  General,  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  its  muster-roll. 

All  companies  are  earnestly  urged  to  recruit  at  once  to  at  least  forty 
enlisted  men. 

III.  Company  commanders  are  strictly  required  to  make  monthly 
reports,  showing  strength  and  condition  of  compan}  ,  number  of  drills, 
parades,  &c. ,  said  reports  to  be  made  out  on  blank  forms  furnished  from 
office  of  Adjutant  General,  and  to  be  forwarded  to  the  regimental  com- 
mander promptly,  who  is  required  within  the  first  ten  days  of  each 
month  to  send  to  this  office  a  consoUdated  report  of  his  regiment  for  the 
preceding  month,  upon  blank  forms  furnished  by  the  Adjutant  General. 
A  failure  to  comply  in  future  with  this  regulation  will  work  a  forfeiture 
of  the  annual  appropriation  and  subject  the  negligent  officer  to  censure. 

IV.  For  the  purposes  of  administration,  the  fiscal  year  will  close  on 
the  30th  day  of  November,  and  all  annual  reports  must  be  filed  with  the 
Adjutant  General  not  later  han  the  10th  day  of  December. 

V.  The  Quartermaster  General  is  hereby  directed  to  supply  the  Guard 
with  the  Regimental  and  Company  Books  specified  in  sections  826,  827 
and  828,  of  the  Code  of  Regulations,  in  such  forms,  quality  and  numbers 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Adjutant  General  ;  such  of  the  books  as  can- 
not be  procured  by  requisition,  from  the  war  department,  to  be  printed 
or  supplied  as  other  State  work  by  the  Public  Printer. 

VI.  For  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Guard,  there  will  here- 
after be  published  each  month  a  general  order  announcing  all  important 
changes  and  casualties  occurring  in  the  staff  and  line  during  the  pre- 
ceding month,  including  commissions  issued,  commissions  revoked,  res-

ignations  accepted,  new  companies  admitted,  old  companies  disbanded, 
and  deaths  reported. 

VII.  Regimental  commanders  are  hereby  required  to  report  to  this 
office,  not  later  than  April  30,  an  account  of  disbursements  of  the  $100 
appropriation  of  the  past  year,  under  the  Act  of  1887,  chapter  193,  sec- 
tion 3.

I.  By  virtue  of  The  Code,  section  three  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  (8288  ,  a  camp  of  instruction  for  such  part  of  the  State 
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Guard  as  is  designated  herein  will  be  held  at  Seaside  Park,  Wrights- 
ville,  commencing  on  Wednesday,  July  18th,  and  closing  on  Friday, 
July  27th,  for  which  purpose  the  companies  composing  the  First,  Second, 
Third  and  Fourth  Regiments,  and  the  Scotland  Neck  Mounted  Riflemen 
(dismounted),  and  a'l  Field  and  Staff  officers,  and  officers  of  the  General 
Staff,  will  appear  at  Wrightsville,  in  heavy  marching  order,  on  Wednes- 
day, the  18th  day  of  July  next,  and  report  to  the  Adjutant  General  for 
duty  at  12  o'clock  m. 

II.  Troops  will  be  furnished  transportation  by  the  State.  The  vouch- 
ers for  such  service  must  l^e  made  out  on  blank  certificates  supplied 
from  this  office.  Transportation  will  be  allowed  regimental  bands  and 
company  drummers,  and  also  caterers  and  servants — one  caterer  and 
two  servants  to  each  company,  to  each  regimental  headquarters,  and  to 
each  regimental  band  of  musicians.  Field  and  Staff  officers,  with  their 
servants,  may  be  transported  with  the  company  at  or  nearest  their  place 
of  residence,  or  "otherwise  on  single  tickets,  as  may  be  specially  directed: 
and  company  commanders  are  required  to  report  such  persons  with  their 
companies  in  the  certificate  of  transportation. 

III.  Commanders  of  regiments  will  ascertain  and  report  to  the  Adju- 
tant General,  forthwith,  the  number  of  men  for  whom  transportation 
will  be  required  for  their  respective  regiments.  Company  commanders 
will  make  requisition  upon  the  station  agent  at  the  point  of  departure 
for  transportation  for  their  respective  commands,  using  therefor  the 
blank  forms  supplied  from  this  office. 

IV.  The  movement  of  each  company  or  detachment  will  be  directed 
by  general  or  special  order. 

V.  Companies  must  attend  with  at  least  thirty  men,  rank  and  file. 
The  Commander-in-Chief  expresses  the  hope  that  each  company  will 
appear  with  full  ranks,  and  to  this  end  he  earnestly  requests  employers 
of  members  of  the  State  Guard  to  give  the  necessary  leaves  of  absence, 
as  non-attendance  of  any  company  embraced  in  this  order  may  lead  to 
the  disbandment  of  such  comijany. 

VI.  Company  commanders  will  take  no  enlisted  men  to  camp  who  are 
without  uniforms  or  arms,  or  who  cannot  remain.  Transportation  home 
prior  to  close  of  camp  will  be  issued  only  to  cover  leave  of  absence 
granted  upon  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability,  or  by  reason  of  serious 
illness  or  death  in  the  officer's  or  soldier's  family. 

VII.  Floored  tents,  straw  for  bedding,  fuel,  water,  ice  and  medicine 
will  be  provided,  as  well  as  ample  hospital  accommodations,  and  horses 
for  officers  required  to  mount,  as  may  be  specified  and  directed.  Troops 
must  furnish  their  own  rations,  the  military  fund  being  inadequate  for 
such  purpose.  Full  instructions  will  be  given  hereafter  as  to  proper 
arrangement  for  subsistence. 

VIII.  The  Commissary  General  is  intrusted  with  the  duty  of  making 
arrangements  to  secure  an  ample  supply  of  food,  at  reasonable  rates,  so 
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that  it  can  be  readily  obtained  by  those  organizations  desiring  to  pur- 
chase it.  This  will  be  effected  under  such  orders  and  instructions  as 
may  be  given  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

IX.  Under  the  provisions  of  Sections  736  and  737,  State  Guard  Regu- 
lations, the  Quartermaster  General  is  charged  with  providing  for  the 
transportion  of  the  troops;  and  for  their  quartering,  under  such  orders 
and  instructions  as  may  be  given  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

X.  Each  Regimental  Quartermaster  will  report  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  at  the  Camp  on  Monday,  July  16th,  to  aid  in  preparation  of 
quarters  for  their  i-espeetive  regiments. 

XI.  No  bands  save  regimental  bands  will  be  furnished  transportation 
or  permitted  in  camp. 

XII.  The  object  of  the  encampment  being  the  instruction  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Guard,  strict  discipline  will  be  enforced  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations,  and  such  additional  orders  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief.  Instructions  and  exercises  will  be  inainly  directed 
to  camp  duties,  guard  duty,  skirmish  drill,  and  school  of  the  battalion* 

XIII.  The  command  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Governor  on  a  day  to  be 
hereafter  announced. 

XIV.  The  Chief  of  Staff  is  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  order, 
and  to  that  end  he  will  enter  upon  active  duty  in  making  all  necessary 
arrangements,  rendering  a  detailed  statement  of  any  expenses  incurred 
in  this  behalf,  and  make  full  report  to  the  Governor. 

XV.  The  location  of  the  encampment  is  at  Seaside  Park,  which  is 
generously  tendered  the  State  for  this  purpose  by  Mrs.  Herbert  Latimer, 
the  owner.  To  Mrs.  W.  A.  Wright  the  State  is  also  indebted  for  the 
tender  of  her  property  opposite  the  Park  for  any  military  purposes. 
The  people  of  Wilmington,  generally,  with  that  generosity  and  public 
spirit  which  has  always  characterized  them,  will  contribute  largely  to 
the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  the  Camp. 

XVI.  In  honor  of  the  late  Major  General  William  D.  Pender,  this 
encampment  will  be  named  Camp  Pender. 

XVII.  In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Governor,  and  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War,  the  Lieutenant  General  of  the 
Army  has  detailed  Captain  Carle  A.  Woodruff,  2d  Artillery,  Bi-evet 
Lieutenant  Colonel  U.  S.  A.,  to  attend  this  encampment  and  make  full 
report  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  In  the  performance  of 
the  duties  thus  imposed  upin  him  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Guard  is  enjoined. 

XVIII.  The  Guard  is  reminded  that  the  success  of  this  encampment 
depends  largely  upon  the  conduct  and  disposition  of  the  men,  as  well  as 
the  officers.  Close  attention  to  details,  conscientious  performance  of 
duty,  willingness  to  endure  unmurmuringly  the  fatigue  of  drill,  marches 
and  guard  duty,  and  cheerful  obedience  to  all  orders  and  regulations. 
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on  the  part  of  both  officers  and  enlisted  men,  can  alone  insure  the 
attainment  of  the  immediate  objects  of  the  encampment,  or  make  it 
beneficial  or  creditable  to  the  citizen-soldiery  of  North  Carolina.

To  the  Members  of  the  State  Guard : 

The  following,  concerning  the  encampment  at  Wrightsville,  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

1.  The  troops  will  arrive  at  camp  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  17.  At 
noon  next  day  the  camp  will  be  formally  opened  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies, and  the  guard-lines  established.  Troops  will  break  camp  Fri- 
day, July  27. 

2.  TJie  movement  by  rail  will  be  as  may  be  hereafter  directed  in  gen- 
eral or  special  orders. 

3.  Camp  Pender  is  located  at  Seaside  Park,  "Wrightsville,  directly  on 
the  Sound,  in  full  view  of  the  ocean,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  rail- 
way station,  and  eight  miles  from  the  city  of  Wilmington. 

4.  Each  Regiment  will  have  its  own  camp,  camp-guards  and  guard- 
lines,  but  the  several  camps  will  be  located  upon  the  same  grounds  in 
close  proximity  to  each  other.  The  tents  will  be  pitched,  floored  and 
ready  for  occupation  upon  the  arrival  of  the  troops.  No  efliorts  will  be 
spared  to  make  this  encampment  as  complete  and  comfortable  in  con- 
struction and  appointments  as  the  means  and  facilities  at  hand  will 
allow. 

5.  Each  company  must  rely  on  itself  for  subsistence,  it  being  out  of 
the  power  of  the  State  authorities  to  supply  rations.  Each  company 
should  go  prepared  to  establish  company  messes.  To  this  end  two  cooks 
and  one  caterer  should  be  employed  by  each  company.  Fresh  meats, 
fish,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk,  and  provisions  of  all  kinds  can  be  purchased 
at  Wilmington  or  at  the  camp.  For  special  information  on  this  subject, 
commanding  officers  are  instructed  to  communicate  with  Colonel  John 
L.  Cantwell,  Commissary  General,  Wilmington,  who  will  aid  in  making 
all  necessary  arrangements  for  food  supplies. 

0.  The  following  is  a  liberal  ration:  Twenty -two  ounces  (22  oz.)  of 
bread;  thi'ee-fourths  of  a  pound  (f  lb.)  of  salt  m^at,  or  one  pound  (1  Ib.^ 
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of  fresh  meat:   one-tenth  of  a  pound  (y^  lb.)  of  coffee;  one-eighth  of  a 
pound  (J  lb.)  of  sugar:  and  salt,  pepper,  pickles,  vinegar,  &c.,  ad  libiUim. 

7.  Provision  must  be  made  for  a  period  of  nine  days,  exclusive  of  the 
time  consumed  in  travelling.  The  cost  of  rations  ought  not  to  exceed 
three  dollars  per  man. 

8.  The  provisions  should  be  carefully  boxed  in  convenient  packages, 
and  sliould  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  company,  &c.,  and  be 
transported  at  the  same  time  with  the  company. 

9.  Each  soldier  must  be  completely  equipped.  In  addition  to  his 
uniform,  a  change  of  underclothing,  his  rifle,  cartridge-box,  bayonet- 
scabbard,  and  waist-belt  and  plate,  he  must  have  a  blanket,  knapsack, 
haversack,  canteen,  plate,  cup,  spoon,  knife  and  fork.  The  State  will 
supply  all  these  articles  except  blankets.  Company  commanders  should 
forward  immediately  to  the  Quartermaster  General  at  Raleigh,  requisi- 
tions for  such  of  tlie  above  named  articles  as  they  may  need. 

10.  It  is  particularly  desirable  for  comfort  of  the  men  that  all  organi- 
zations should  be  provided  with  fatigue  uniforms,  for  use  in  camp  and 
for  drills. 

11.  Men  should  provide  themselves  with  rubber  blankets  and  rubber 
overcoats. 

12.  Each  soldier  should  take  with  him  a  bed-sack  of  light  material, 
two  (2)  feet  wide  and  six  (6)  feet  long,  to  be  filled  with  straw  on  arrival 
in  camp,  as  no  loose  straw  in  tents  will  be  permitted,  the  tents  being 
floored. 

13.  Company  and  Field  officers  must  be  prepared  to  execute  battalion 
movements  readily,  as,  in  a  tactical  point  of  view%  the  main  object  of 
the  encampment  is  the  instruction  of  the  troops  in  field  tactics.  Com- 
panies are  expected  to  be  already  well  drilled  in  the  school  of  the  com- 
pany. 

14.  While  strict  discipline  must  be  enforced,  ample  time  will  be  allowed 
for  recreation  and  enjoyment.  Nothing  will  be  left  undone  to  secure 
the  comfort  and  contribute  to  the  reasonable  pleasure  of  the  men  con- 
sistent with  the  practical  objects  of  the  encampment.  Every  member 
of  the  Guard,  it  is  hoped,  will  take  pride  in  doing  his  part,  faithfully 
and  well,  towards  making  this  encampment  a  success  in  every  respect, 
and  of  real  value  to  the  State.

July  18 — 27. — Encampment  at  Camp  Pender,  Wrightsville,  for  instruc- 
tion, under  General  Orders  No.  7.  The  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth 
Regiments  of  Infantry,  composed  of  twenty-six  companies,  and  the 
Scotland  Neck  Mounted  Riflemen,  attended.  Aggregate  strength  present 
for  duty,  July  18th,  1.022  officers  and  men;  19th  1,014:  20th,  1,014;  21st, 
992;  22d,  981;  28d,  980;  24th,  975;  25th,  950.  Military  duty  was  sus- 
pended on  the  26th.  The  movement  homeward  was  executed  on  the 
27th.  No  casualty  occurred.  Troops  were  reviewed  by  His  Excellency 
Governor  A.  M,  Scales,  on  the  25th. 
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August  18. — Company  E,  Fourth  Regiment,  Capt.  T.  R.  Robertson, 
under  call  of  the  civil  authorities,  assisted  the  Sheriff  of  Mecklenburg 
County  in  executing  a  bench  warrant  issued  by  Judge  O.  P.  Meares,  of 
the  Criminal  Court  of  that  county,  in  accordance  with  the  State  Guard 
Regulations,  Article  24,  Section  1142.  Sixty-five  negroes  were  arrested. 
Twenty-four  were  given  into  the  custody  of  the  law,  and  the  balance 
discharged.  The  arredt  was  made  near  Mount  Mourne.  The  troops 
moved  by  rail.  The  detachment  was  29  men  strong,  rank  and  file.  Six 
hours  were  consumed  in  the  tour  of  duty. 

— Company  A,  Second  Regiment,  Major  W.  F.  Campbell, 
at  the  call  of  the  Sheriff  of  Cumberland  County,  under  the  State  Guard 
Regulations,  Article  24,  Section  1142,  dispersed  a  riotous  crowd  of 
negroes  assembled  at  the  jail  in  Fayetteville.  ai'rested  ttie  leaders  and 
lodged  them  in  jail.  Major  Campbell  received  the  Sheriff's  message  at 
12:15  A.  M.  Notwithstanding  his  men  were  asleep  and  scattered  through 
the  town,  in  thirty  minutes  after  he  got  the  message  he  reached  the 
scene  of  disturbance  with  twenty-eight  men,  the  rest  of  the  company 
reporting  for  duty  a  few  minutes  later.  At  2:15  a.  m.  the  company  was 
dismissed,  except  a  detail  of  10  men  under  Capt.  J.  C.  Huske,  who  did 
patrol  and  guard  duty  the  remainder  of  the  niglit.

II.  Captain  Charles  F.  Warren,  conimaniling  Company  G,  First  Eegi- 
rnent,  under  date  of  November  9,  reported  that,  on  the  occasion  of  a  riot 
in  the  town  of  Washington,  N.  C.  on  Wednesday,  November  7,  at  10:30 
a.  m.,  at  the  request  of  the  Slieriff  of  Beaufort  County,  he  formed  his 
company  at  its  armory  and  marched  to  IMarket  street,  near  the  Court 
House,  where  a  riotous  body  of  the  colored  people,  numbering  about  two 
hundred,  were  congregated.  Tliis  body  was  soon  dispersed  without 
bloodshed.  On  the  night  of  the  riot  the  entire  company  was  kept  under 
ai-ms  at  the  armory.  The  armory  was  guarded  for  several  days  prior 
and  subsequent  to  the  riot.  Out  of  a  membership  of  61,  rank  and  file, 
the  company  turned  out  at  the  riot  three  (3)  officers  and  forty-six  (46) 
privates  and  non-commissioned  officers.  The  absentees  were  mainly 
men  who  at  the  time  were  outside  the  Count}-  of  Beaufort,  or  living 
remote  from  the  town  of  Wa.shington.  Captain  Warren  justly  com- 
mends the  conduct  of  his  men  for  their  promptness  and  efficiency  ;  and 
Colonel  Cotten  calls  attention  to  the  large  per  centage  of  available  men 
who  reported  for  duty.
